Thrill of a lifetime 

When I used to ride the 44 bus across 
Northern Parkway to Pimhco I could have 
never imagined owning a horse. On Aug. 
12, my first race as an owner of Elusive 
Act (a quarter share) was a victory at the 
beautiful and historic Saratoga. To be in 
the winner’s circle where so many famous 
owners and trainers have stood gave me a 
greater love and respect for the majesty of 
horse racing. 

The horse racing world is unique and 
welcoming to all regardless of one’s sta¬ 
tion in life. On Aug. 28, Goddess of War 
won her debut race. I own a small share 
of her with the venerable Country Life 
Farm in Harford County. Elusive Act and 
Goddess of War are trained by Ian Wilkes 
and Mike Trombetta, respectively. It is a 
testament to the racing industry that an 
owner of small shares of racehorses can 
benefit from skilled trainers at the top of 
their profession. 

Owning a share of a racehorse is a great 
way to see up close and personal the beauty, 
hard work, courage and resilience of those 
who bring horse racing to us. Horses are 


beautiful and are tended to by a dedicated 
crew of trainers, assistant trainers, grooms 
and veterinarians. Jockeys are athletes who 
demonstrate tremendous strength, cour¬ 
age, fearlessness and judgment. 

I cannot own a share of the Baltimore 
Orioles or the Baltimore Ravens, but I can 
be part owner of a Thoroughbred for the 
cost of a week in Ocean City. I have thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed the elegance and splendor 
of Keeneland and Saratoga over the last 
eight years. The events that surround each 
day of races make me long for that type 
of experience in Maryland. It would be 
another great thrill to be an owner of a 
horse in the winner’s circle at Pimlico. The 
44 bus would have completed its roundtrip. 

I hope that the various factions of 
Maryland racing work together with state 
officials to try to recapture the glory 
of Maryland racing. The restoration of 
Sagamore Farm by Under Armour’s Kevin 
Plank and farm manager Tom MulHkin 
shows that Maryland has a beautiful and 
historic farm that can match the greamess 
of Kentucky. The modern amenities and 
bucolic setting of Fair HiU Training Center 
are worth a visit by those who have only a 


passing interest in horse racing. The dedi¬ 
cation of the Pons family of Country Life 
Farm through the ups and downs of racing 
over the last 80 years is a testament to the 
resilience of Maryland’s horse community. 
I look forward to bringing my friends from 
Kentucky and Saratoga to a memorable 
event at a Maryland racetrack on a day that 
is not the Preakness.

SELL AT SARATOGA 
YEARLING SALE 

F our Virginia-breds went through the 
ring at Fasig-Tip ton’s select yearling 
sale in Saratoga Aug, 5-6, and all four 
sold, the most expensive a $325,000 son 
of Speightstown—Art Show offered by 
his breeder William Backer in the name 
of his Smitten Farm, through the Lane’s 
End’s consignment. 

The gray/roan colt, purchased by 
Ingordo Bloodstock, is the fourth foal out 
of Backer’s homebred stakes winner Art 
Show (by Out of Place), and the second 
to be sold at auction. 

Her 3-year-old son Delhomme, by 
Dixie Union, was sold by Smitten Farm 
for $230,000 at the Fasig-Tipton October 
yearling sales, and resold as a 2-year-old 
at Fasig-Tipton’s Florida select sale for 
$440,000. Delhomme was a winner at 2 
and finished third in the Grade 2 Rem sen 
Stakes at Aqueduct. 

Bringing $250,000 was a fiUy from the 
first crop of Blame out of Miz United 
States (by Valid Appeal). She was sold by 
Glencrest Farm, Four Star Sales agent; the 
buyer was Lael Stable. 

Pug and Susie Hart’s Hart Farm bred 
the fitly, and sold her initially at the Keene- 
land January All Ages sale for $170,000. 

The dark bay fiUy is the fourth con¬ 
secutive yearhng out her dam to sell for 
six figures. Stakes winner Mi 2 United 
States is the dam of graded stakes-placed 
AmeribeUe as well as Hanalei Hailey, who 
sold for $625,000 earlier this year at the 
Fasig-Tipton Florida select juvenile sale.

N oted bloodstock agent Baden P. 

Chace died in August at 72 (see obituary 
on page 97). Chace left behind a legacy of 
excellence in buying good horses at pubhc auctions 
for multiple clients all over the country The New 
Jersey resident also left some timeless advice about 
the business and life in general, in a Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred profile in 2005. 


Training: ‘‘Trainers are only as good as the 
horses in die barn. Horses find trainers. Training 
is a tough job. Ids a trying, trying job. I don’t miss 
training, not at aU.” 

System: “I try to look at every horse in the sale 
if I can. The first four days at Keeneland, I try 
to look at all of them if I can. It’s a tough sale, I 
don’t care who you are. It’s a good idea to look 
at aU of them. I’ll look at the catalogue to see if I 
notice any mares, or young stallions. I don’t really 
map it out.” 

Mistakes: “I got a lot of mistakes. I never 
worry about the ones that got away. I’ve had a 
whole lot of good ones get away. That’s horse 
racing.” 


One thing to look at in a horse: “Look at 
his mannerisms. Kind horses usually run well. It’s 
so tough to say one thing. Like Unbridled’s Song. 
He had that Caro (Ire) blood with that Htde bit of 
nervousness. That means a lot. You have to have 
that. Don’t be afraid to really hke a horse that has 
a fault. If you really hke him, don’t worry about 
a fault that everybody’s knocking. There are no 
geniuses in this game.” 


Theory: “If you don’t love it, you can’t enjoy it 
and you can’t do the right thing. Knowing it ^id 
loving it. . . it takes a long time to develop a sdnse 
of feehng. Then other times, I see people come 
through the gate with no knowledge at aU and do 
very well. I’ve seen good horsemen I’ve known 
never get a break. If you don’t have the breaks, 
you won’t make it.” 


Coffee: “I hke fresh coffee. If it’s five minptes 
old, that’s old coffee to me. I hke when it first 
comes down to the pot.” , 


Time: “Benny (Perkins Sr.) said to ijTe last night, 
‘Bu 22 , I’m 71 years old.’ Now, I can remember 
Benny, seemed hke just yesterday. We were sharing 
a room here at the Hilton and he said, ‘Bu 22 , next 
year I’m going to be the big 6-0.’ It’s funny ho>v 
fast things go.”

In August, the Phipps family and 
Marylander Stuart Janney III purchased a 
barn at the Maryland facility and expect 
to have a division in place with trainer 
Shug McGaughey by next spring. The 
28-staU barn, formerly owned by Earle 
Mack, will give the HaU of Fame trainer 
a Mid-Atlantic presence for the first 
time and completes a learning curve that 
began after the Triple Crown races this 
spring. 

McGaughey sent Kenmcky Derby-Gl 
winner Orb there, and gradually followed 
with other horses-turf stakes winner 
Imagining, Grade 1 winner Hungry 
Island and others. They set up a small 
base in rented stalls at Fair HiU Equine 
Therapy Center, and several horses in the 
stable (including Orb) were training there 
in September. Purchasing a barn seemed 
like a logical next step. 

“Until June the 20th I hadn't seen the 
place," McGaughey said. “The first day 
I went down there I thought, ‘This is a 
little bit different situation than Pve been 


around.' I've always been at the racetrack. 
The more I saw what was going on, the 
opportunities that were there not only in 
the training facilities but in the therapy 
unit and what was available there, I 
thought this might be something I 
wanted to do horse-wise. So, here we are. 
rU start it out slow and try to build up." 

Fair Hill's relatively small horse 
population and training options make for 
less crowded racetracks and horsepaths. 
McGaughey witnessed that early on his 
trips to see Orb and others train this 
summer. 

“I like the Tapeta, I like having that 
option, and the main track there is 
good," he said. “There's not that much 
traffic on any of them when you're 
splitting horses up between going back 
there in those fields, to the main track, to 
the Tapeta. That's a big plus." 

McGaughey expects assistant Jenn 
Patterson to oversee the Fair HiU barn, 
which is leased to other trainers into 
November. Patterson worked at the 
facility for several years before joining 
McGaughey. Janney embraced the 
concept, and not just for its proximity to 
his home near Baltimore. 


“I've always thought that horses 
do better away from the racetrack 
and always admired the way horses 
are trained over in Europe," he said. 
“Whether it's Fair HUl or some other 
place hke it, and I don't know if there are 
that many places like it, a lot of horses 
just do really weU in the environment." 

In the winter, McGaughey uses 
Florida's Pays on Park training center 
as a base in addition to having staUs at 
Gulfstream Park racetrack. The trainer 
moved Orb to Pays on this winter and the 
off-the-track plan worked to the tune of 
a Derby win. 

“Having the option to move horses 
around where they're going to do best is 
a strength," said Janney. “We felt Orb did 
really well at Pays on Park this winter and 
we think he's done really well at Fair HUl. 
He's the kind of horse you'd like to have 
in that environment." 

The move shook loose some other 
real-estate dealings at Fair HUl as trainer 
Graham Motion's HerringsweU Stables, 
a tenant in the Mack barn, purchased a 
second barn (once the base of trainer 
Steve Klesaris) at the training center.

I t’s hard to imagine a horse more aptly named-twice-than the star of today’s 
Happy Endings story. 

He began life as Rocky Times, and his days on the racetrack were rocky, indeed. 
He retired-healthy, sound, and slow as molasses-after a brief career that saw him hit 
the board once in five starts. 

These days Rocky Times is known as Houdini—he’s always been, as you’ll see, 
something of an escape artist—and maybe the real trick in this story is the way in 
which two determined women and one untalented racehorse have made something 
much, much greater than the sum of its parts. 

Kim Clark- ^Me was a tall ^ rf goW’ 

Rocky Times began his hfe in West Virginia, where he was bred and raised by the 
nicest old couple you could ever meet, Cecil and Hilda Foster. 

Not long after the Fosters contacted me. Rocky came to Leighton Farm. 

One morning, not long after he arrived, I went out to bring him into the barn for 
breakfast. He was gone. I couldn’t find him anywhere. The other horses in his field 
were calm, so it didn’t seem hke anything had spooked them. I started looking around 
the farm, since horses usually go where other horses are, but he was gone. The gate 
was closed; how did he get out? 

Four hours later, we found him—in an upscale subdivision two miles away. The 
fences at Leighton Farm, one of which he’d apparently jumped to get free, are four 
feet high. We knew at the very least we had an athlete—if we could just keep him on 
the farm. . . 

Katie Ruppel- ''Getting stuck with Hewie was the best thing that has ever happened to meF 
I bought him (from Kim Clark) as a 3-year-old as a gift for my boyfriend at the 
time, who had been generous enough to let me ride his Intermediate horse for a 
summer. Hewie-Houdini’s nickname-was to be his thank-you present. 

Why Houdini? That fall, three nights straight he wiggled out of his blanket 
without undoing any of the straps. That’s not easy. . . 

The years go by and I kept a keen eye out for the horse that could win it aU for 
me—little did I know he was in my barn already! I would not consider Hewie the 
most talented jumper or the bravest horse, but he is incredibly obedient and hke most 
Thoroughbreds, he tries very hard to please me. . . 

During the 2012 and 2013 season, Katie and Houdini have been consistent competitors at the 
advanced level of eventing.

PENSIONERS ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



I n more than 40 years at Glade Valley 
Farms in Frederick, Md., Mike Figgins 
has seen more horses than he can 
remember, and even more than he 
would ever care to count. But for the 
past 24 years, Figgins has watched the 
offspring of Foufa, now 30, leave an 
indelible mark on everyone associated 
with Glade Valley, for many years one of 
the premier breeding farms in the region. 

The modern-day history of the 
Thoroughbred nursery began with the 
late Jack Bender and Dr. Robert Leonard 
in the 1960s on land that had originally 
been farmed by European setders in the 
mid-18th century. Bender’s son Howard 
and his wife Sondra (who passed away 


in February 2012) became partners in 
the farm, later racing their homebreds 
to prominence under the guidance of 
trainer Larry Murray. 

Dr. Leonard purchased Foufa for 
$90,000 for the Benders at the 1989 
Keeneland January Horses of All Ages 
sale while she was carrying her second 
foal, the A1 Mamoon colt Maryland 
Moon. In Sondra Bender’s familiar black 
and gold silks, Maryland Moon was a 
multiple stakes winner who also finished 
second in the 1993 Washington DC., 
International-Gl and earned $420,174. 

“It was a very nice family; the kind 
of family that Doc looked for,” Murray 
explained. “She was a Storm Bird and 


her mother (Afifa, by Dewan) was a 
graded stakes winner; she won the (Grade 
1) Vanity Handicap and equaled the track 
record. So there was a kttie paper there. 
Foufa’s been unbelievable. We’ve had five 
stakes winners out of her and now some 
of her daughters are producing.” 

No one is more of an expert on 
Foufa’s progeny than Murray. Fourteen 
foals for the Benders, “and every one of 
them has been through this barn,” he 
said. All were very well-mannered, but 
all have also shared one common trait: 
a Uttie hitch in their git-along. At first 
gimpy on the left hind, they always work 
out of it. But it’s so prevalent that many 
of Murray’s long-time exercise riders 
can immediately tell if they’re sitting 
on one of them. “They’ll ask ‘Is this a 
Foufa? Feels funny behind.’ And even her 
grandchildren do it. Now, how did that 
pass on?” 

In addition to Maryland Moon, 

Foufa’s best runners were stakes winners 
Full Brush (Broad Brush), who earned 
$412,082; Certantee (Known Fact), 
$278,760; and Media Access (Devil’s Bag), 
$211,372. But her top earner, Foufa’s 
Warrior, still holds a special place in 
Murray’s heart. By Jade Hunter, Foufa’s 
Warrior won the 2002 Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes and finished 
seventh in Funny Cide’s Preakness in 
2003. His triumph in that summer’s Kent 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 at Delaware 
Park was particularly meaningful to his 
trainer. 

“I loved Foufa’s Warrior. He was a neat 
horse to be around. You’d love to just 
come in and see him every day because he 
was just like a person. When he won the 
Kent at Delaware, my dad was there. My 
dad didn’t come to many races because 
he lived in New York. But we were aU at 
Rehoboth on vacation, and he and I rode 
up together that day and watched that 
race.” 

Foufa’s Warrior added the 2004 
Find Handicap to his resume, defeating 
Cherokee’s Boy. Although it was actually 
his final win, he remained in training until 
August 2009 when he retired at age 9 
with a record of 39-4-7-12 and $555,920 
earned. He’s now living in Virginia, and 
Murray still keeps tabs on him. “The girl 
that’s got him just sent me a video of him. 
He’s just starting to jump and he pops 
over like he loves it.”

Perhaps the most impressive of 
Foufa’s stats is that her five stakes winners 
were by five stallions from four sire lines. 
Two, Maryland Moon and Certantee, were 
from the In Reality line. Foufa’s Warrior 
was Mr. Prospector, Full Brush from 
Ack Ack, and Media Access descended 
from the Halo Hne. AH five earned more 
than $200,000. In total, Foufa’s offspring 
earned the impressive sum of $2,065,848. 

Her daughter Travelling (by Miswaki) 
is the dam of London Lane, winner 
of the Colonial Turf Cup Stakes-G2 
at Colonial Downs in June. The son of 
Langfuhr paid $102.60 as the longest shot 
on the board and defeated Hyper, who 
went on to win the Grade 2 Bowling 
Green Handicap at Belmont Park. 

Named Maryland’s Broodmare of 
the Year in 2003, Foufa now spends her 
days in a field with five other pensioned 
broodmares under Figgins’ watchful 
eye. Her pasture mates include Wide 
River, Sumwager, Delaware Handicap-G2 
winner Green Darlin, Lavish Parmer and 
Nashly. Surprisingly, she is not the oldest 


Glade Valley resident. That distinction 
belongs to Martie’s Double, the 34-year- 
old stakes-winning half-sister to Rollicking, 
once the farm’s top stallion. 

Figgins-he is second-cousin to Ollie 
Figgins III, trainer of top filly Dance to 
Bristol-can trace the history of these 
mares back to Glade Valley’s heyday. 

“Now when I first came here, we had 
Rollicking, Spring Double, Martins Rullah, 
Shelter Half, Solo Landing, several other 
stallions. And we kept our barren mares 
over there (motioning to a pasmre in the 
distance, several football fields away). 

“Come breeding season when they 
were palpated and ready to breed, you 
walked them from aU the way over there 
to the breeding shed down here by the 
stud barn. When you got done breeding 
them, you walked them back. That was a 
hike. And if you found one that would let 
you ride her, you could ride one and lead 
one. But the only way you found out was 
the hard way. 

“Those were the days, I mean to tell ya. 
This place was hoppin’.” 


It’s quiet now. . . but Figgins’ tale 
seamlessly turns back time, to the once- 
bushing activity of the farm’s arcadian 
setting. Today, the training barn houses 
only a handful of horses, one being La 
Reine’s Terms, another Bender homebred 
who won 11 stakes, including the 2005 
Maryland Million Turf at age 10, and 
earned $804,591. The farm’s only resident 
stallion, he covered just one mare this 
year. 

Dr. Leonard is now retired and living 
on Maryland’s Eastern Shore, having sold 
all of his shares in the farm to Howard 
Bender. Foufa and her besties live fuU- 
time in a lush field with a huge run-in 
shed, coming in only when blacksmith or 
veterinary visits dictate. 

Her photo op for this piece, however, 
was a special occasion. Figgins tended to 
the grand old mare’s preparation himself 
“She was really cute this morning,” he 
smiled. “I ran a set of brushes over her, 
first time probably in a year. And she just 
stood there and ate it up.” ^

Maryland Million 
still brings 
state’s racing 
community 
together 


W aterford Crystal, Northern Dancer, 
Deputy Minister, Jim McKay . . 
they all played a role back in 
October 1986. In various capacities, they- 
and dozens of other horses, humans and 
businesses — were part of the first Maryland 
Million Day 

Nobody was sure it would work. How 
could they be? No state had gambled so 
pubhcly on its Thoroughbred industry. Led 
by McKay, who'd seen it succeed at the 
Breeders’ Cup on a national level, Maryland 
did. And, man, did it work. Horses were 
nominated. Sponsors were secured. Owners 
and trainers were motivated. 

The big names at Windfields Farm (see 
above) showed the way, but there were 
others-175 stallions to be exact-on the 
nomination Hst. Then came 900 horses of 
racing age and 700 yearhngs. McKay must 
have let out a cheer that still hangs over 
My Lady’s Manor when Rich Wilcke called 
with the numbers. 

By race day, at Laurel Park Oct. 18, 
1986, the details were in place and 20,103 
fans attended. For those who couldn’t, 
ESPN showed the races as part of a two- 
hour broadcast. Trainer Jack Van Berg and 
jockey Jerry Bailey won the first Classic 
with Herat, a son of Northern Dancer 
bred in Kentucky by Claiborne Farm and 
the The Gamely Corp. (they also bred 
the Woody Stephens-trained Turf winner 
Glow) and if that didn’t signal a robust 
future for the concept nothing would. 

Litde names won races too, including a 
Distaff score by Capp It Off for Mr. and 
Mrs. C. Oliver Goldsmith and trainer Greg 
Wilson. Staunch Maryland owner/breeder 
John Merryman won the Oaks with Smart 
’n Quick with his daughter Katy Voss 
doing the training. 

The rest, as they say, is history. 

The Maryland MiUion grew, adapted, 
went to Pimlico, came back to Laurel, 
added races, subtracted races and hosted 
its share of magical moments. 

Remember Timely Warning and Master 
Speaker? How about Awad? Safely Kept’s 
three consecutive runnings of the Distaff? 
Algar’s back-to-back Classics? La Reine’s 
Terms won the Turf at age 10. Richard’s 
Lass laid waste to the 1991 Oaks by 14 
lengths. In the Curl made seven Maryland 
Million starts (and never finished worse 
than fourth). 


The Milhon also weathered some 
storms, including the new reahty of smaller 
foal crops, fewer stallions, competition 
from other states, increased purses levels 
in open races around the country. 

Through aU the history, however, 
McKay’s concept took root, and returns this 
year for its 28th renewal Oct. 19 at Laurel. 

The sire power isn’t what it once was, 
and the purses don’t lure a parade of 
national attention like they once did, but 
the mission is the same. McKay brought 
up the idea because he thought it would 
work, because he thought it mattered. The 
concept was to promote and showcase 
Maryland’s rich Thoroughbred industry. 

Good or bad for Maryland, McKay’s 
vision started a trend. Once Maryland 
Milhon succeeded, pretty much every 
Thoroughbred state imitated the con¬ 
cept. New York has its Showcase Day. 
West Virginia’s has the Breeders Classics. 
Louisiana Cup Day is a big deal every 
summer. Cahfornia, Kentucky, Ilhnois, 
Pennsylvania and so on have or had show¬ 
case days for state-sired or state-bred 
Thoroughbreds. Because of Maryland. 

The Milhon succeeded at the start, and 
stiU succeeds, because of the blend of 
horses, people, racetrack and culture. The 
horses come, so do the people. The indus¬ 
try’s leaders use Milhon Day as a network¬ 
ing session, hosting existing chents and 
prospective partners. Pohticians are there, 
minghng with owners, trainers, breeders 
and sponsors-learning the game and its 
many moving parts. HRTV sets up a smdio 
and puts the races on a national platform. 
Fans get another day to really go racing 
in Maryland. It’s not the Preakness, but 
Milhon Day brings a similar buzz—without 
the hoopla-and you can tell. 

Like autumn or the seasons in general, 
Maryland Milhon always comes around. 
Attendance stih touches 20,000. Inspiring 
performances still occur on the racetrack. 
Can Ben’s Cat set a record and win his 
fourth Milhon race this year? Without 
the Turf Sprint? That’s the beauty of the 
event, of McKay’s vision. Even his grand¬ 
son, James Fonteheu (see profile in the 
back of this magazine), is entertaining— 
even a htde — the idea of reviving the family 
breeding program. 

Welcome back to Maryland Million. It 
was here all along. ^ 
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We’re ready for you 
at Berkley Farm!

Murray leaves behind legacy of effort, excellence 



A llen Murray had a real job, the kind 
people in the horse business wish 
for their kids-regular hours, bene¬ 
fits, retirement, indoors, not at the whim 
of a flighty fragile, expensive animal. 

So what did he do? He got into the 
horse business. And made it last. 

Murray, who died Aug. 13 at age 80, 
stood some of the state’s best stallions at 
Murmur Farm in Darlington, expanded 
to a breaking and training operation at 
nearby Berkley Farm and served in a vari¬ 
ety of leadership capacities in the industry. 
The husband, father and Thoroughbred 
breeder, owner, leader leaves behind plenty. 

“It’s a big loss, he was a truly Maryland 
guy,” said fellow Darhngton farm owner 
and breeder J. William Boniface. “He was 
a good advocate for the Maryland MiUion 
and believed in the Maryland Fund pro¬ 
gram. When we were on boards and things, 
we always seemed to vote the same, him 
being a stallion guy and me being a stal- 
Hon guy.” 

Boniface and Murray conferred often 
on farm/barn constructions, stallion ideas, 
employees (they agreed not to hire from 
the other), the future. When Murray got 
the opportunity to stand Our Emblem in 
Maryland, it was in part because Boniface’s 
Bonita Farm already had a stallion with 
similar bloodlines. 

“I couldn’t take him, so I told them 
Halk to that guy’ when I saw Alien at our 
stallion show,” said Boniface. “He took 


him and wound up selling him for a big 
price. He was in the right spot at the right 
time. He knew what to do and I was glad 
to see him have success.” 

The Murrays bought Our Emblem in 
2001, syndicated him, and moved him from 
Claiborne Farm in Kentucky to Murmur. 
He only stood in Maryland for one season, 
but it happened to be the year his son War 
Emblem won the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Preakness Stakes-Gl. Soon, Kentucky 
came calling again and the Murrays sold 
Our Emblem for $10.1 million to WinStar 
Farm and Taylor Made Farm. 

Murmur also found success with stal- 
hons Norquestor and Deerhound (who 
was also sold to Kentucky after national 
success by his daughter Countess Diana) 
among others including current residents 
Cherokee’s Boy, Louis Quatorze and 
Scipion. 

Allen Murray got his first dose of 
Thoroughbred racing growing up in Havre 
de Grace. Like most in the town at the top 
of the Chesapeake Bay, he was captivated 
with the horses and people who flocked 
in for the racing each spring and fall. 
Murray showed horses as a teenager, and 
met Audrey through that side of the horse 
world. They paid $800 for their first brood¬ 
mare in 1959, bought a farm in Aberdeen 
two years later and set up a business. With 
a degree in electrical engineering from the 
University of Delaware, Murray worked at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground during the day. 


Early mornings and evenings were for the 
horses and he drove the van himself to get 
mares to stallions in the area-joking that 
he once filled up the van’s gas tank four 
times in a single day. 

At Country Life Farm, Joe Pons 
reserved 7 p.m. breeding sessions for 
Murray’s mares. 

‘When we were kids, my first memory 
of him was we had to hold off dinner 
because he didn’t get out of work until 5 
o’clock and Dad would have us meet the 
van on Joppa Road,” said Josh Pons, who 
now oversees Country Life. 

Pons spoke at Murray’s funeral, more 
about the hfe of a steadfast Maryland 
horseman than about Murray specifically. 
The result was a fitting tribute, despite 
Murray’s wish that no one speak about 
“what a great guy” he was at his funeral. 

In his remarks. Pons called Murray a 
“a born horseman, not by family, but by 
temperament, by circumstance.” 

Never has circumstance delivered so 
much. 

Murray’s parents didn’t own a Thor¬ 
oughbred farm, weren’t big in the game, 
but he saw the races at Havre de Grace, 
rode a bit, launched a business and dove 
in headfirst—after getting a college degree 
and landing a good job. 

The first farm in Aberdeen gave way 
to the present Murmur in 1988, the white 
board fences a tribute to Murray’s admi¬ 
ration of the famed Calumet Farm in 
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At Berkley Farm, which helped his Thoroughbred operation expand to breaking and training, Allen Murray’s pride and joy was 
the racetrack, although he considered building a second barn and perhaps even a turf course at the training center 


Kentucky. Murray retired from the engi¬ 
neering job in 1989 and he and Audrey 
were full-time in the horse business-not 
that they weren’t already 

It wasn’t all success. In 1999, Norquestor 
died while at the top of the state’s sire 
standings. The blow left Murmur without 
a drawing card, but they soon added Our 
Emblem and kept right on working. 

When the business contracted in 
Maryland, Murray opened Berkley in 2004— 
keeping clients’ horses to break and get 
started on the early path toward racing 
careers. The training center brought special 
pride to the man behind it. 

“One of his biggest dreams was build¬ 
ing that racetrack over at Berkley,” said 
longtime friend and client Juanita Morris. 
“It was so neat to see somebody’s dream 
come to Hfe. It was amazing to me and he 
saw it aU the way through.” 

Murray was a student of the game, 
and analyzed stallions, stallion prospects, 
broodmares from pedigree and conforma¬ 
tion standpoints. 

“He always wanted to win a Grade 1 
stakes, that’s what the breeding was about,” 
said Morris. “He really wanted to have that 
Maryland staUion who produced a graded 
stakes winner, maybe a Grade 1 winner. He 
was always looking at different pedigrees, 
and searching for something that hadn’t 
been tapped into yet. I don’t think people 
reahzed how involved he was because he 
was so quiet. He was a very soft-spoken 
man, but he was involved in every aspect 
of this business.” 

As an owner, one of his best was Celtic 
Innis. The Maryland-bred son of former 
Murmur stallion Yarrow Brae won nine 
races and $648,638 while tanghng with the 
top East Coast sprinters of his generation. 
Trained by Tim Keefe, Celtic Innis finished 


in the top three 33 times in 45 starts. The 
gelding never did win a graded stakes, but 
he placed in three. Murray went to Ireland 
to buy 2-year-old colt My Tiger with the 
idea of racing him and adding him to the 
stallion roster at Murmur. Also trained by 
Keefe, the son of Storm Cat won two of 
his eight starts for the Murrays and part¬ 
ners, but broke down and was euthanized 
after finishing second in a Laurel allowance 
in 2005. 

“He enjoyed and absolutely, positively 
loved the horse business and he loved 
being able to do the horse business in 
the state he loved,” said Wayne Morris, 
Juanita’s husband and a longtime friend. 
“He wanted to see Maryland racing grow 
and get back to the form that it used to be. 
His desire was to breed his own horses to 
his own stallions and see one go on and 
participate in the Preakness, the Derby, at 
the highest level. He thought it would be a 
great way to promote Maryland.” 

Murray worked at it, and had goals in 
the works for Berkley. 

“Most people would have thought 
about taking it easy, not him,” said Wayne 
Morris. “He opened the training center, 
the next goal was to put in the track. Then 
he wanted to add another barn. He said to 
me at some point that he’d like to put in a 
turf course.” 

Morris would kid his friend that bleach¬ 
ers couldn’t be far behind and then there’d 
be racing at Murray Downs. 

But that was the man. His enthusiasm 
for racing and breeding in Maryland never 
wavered, even as the industry absorbed its 
share of pain. 

“He was a person the horse industry 
should be extremely proud of,” Wayne 
Morris said. “Holler and scream? That 
wasn’t Allen. He didn’t speak a lot, but he’d 


say, ‘Here’s how I feel about it,’ and he had 
good points.” 

Beyond horses, Murray was a diehard 
Orioles and Ravens fan, and was watching 
the Orioles the night before he died-at 
home on the farm. 

“He was a fine gentleman, and an out¬ 
standing person,” said Morris. “I’m sure 
he’s still watching over the farm and the 
horses. Everything was working the way he 
wanted it to.” ^ 


Obituary 

E. AUen Murray Jr., 80, died Aug. 
13 at his home at Murmur Farm in 
Darhngton, Md. He was the eldest son 
of the late Edgar A. and MoUie Boyd 
Murray. A 1951 graduate of Havre 
de Grace High School, he earned a 
B.S. in Electrical Engineering from the 
University of Delaware. Mr. Murray 
retired in 1989 after a career spanning 
38 years as an electrical engineer at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground. He was 
married to his high school sweetheart, 
the former Audrey Rickey of Perryman. 

In addition to his wife of 58 years, 
Murray is survived by sons Kent and 
Stuart Murray, daughter Carolyn Murray 
Berger, a brother Richard Murray, sis¬ 
ters Sharon Ferrell, Carol McGowan 
and Mary Holt, eight grandchildren and 
one great-grandchild.

Dance to Bristol takes 
Maryland owner on Saratoga ride

Dance to Bristol had just won her 
seventh consecutive race, rallying to win 
the Grade 1 Ballerina Aug. 23. Trained at 
Bowie Training Center by OlUe Figgins III 
and owned by Want 2 of Taney town, Md., 
the 4-year-old daughter of Speights town 
has scaled the realm of achievement, from 
local maiden winner to national Grade 
1 stakes winner and Eclipse Award con¬ 
tender. 

“Fve always believed if you’re blessed, 
you’re blessed to be a blessing,” Want 2 
said. ‘‘That’s what we’re doing. If that gets 
more fans and gets more people in the 
horse business for the right reasons, I want 
to be a supporter of that.” 


S usan Want 2 stood in the Saratoga Race Course trust¬ 
ees room and tried to make sense of a filly she calls 
a blessing, a sport she calls gratifying. 
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Omei Susan Wantz (pink jacket) and the rest of the Dance to Bristol team admired their stable star in the paddock at Saratoga before the Grade 1 
Ballerina in August it was the second trip to the Spa for the 4-year-oid daughter of Speightstown purchased as a Juvenile in Maryland. 


Put Dance to Bristol on the America’s 
Best Racing tour bus. She’s making friends 
and influencing people. 

Dance to Bristol ventured to Saratoga to 
capture the Honorable Miss Handicap-G2 
July 29, returned a month later to win the 
Ballerina. In her wake came the best dis¬ 
taff sprinters from New York, Kentucky, 
Florida and a California shipper. Book 
Review, who garnered favoritism in the 
Ballerina. Dance to Bristol overcame a 
rough trip in the Honorable Miss, just 
getting there to nail Classic Point on the 
wire. A month later, she and jockey Xavier 
Pere 2 negotiated a perfect trip to secure 
the Ballerina by a head over Book Review. 

Figgins and Want 2 give all credit to 
Dance to Bristol, purchased for |42,000 
at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 2-year-olds in 
training sale at Timonium in 2011. Bred in 
Kentucky by Mr. and Mrs. David Garner, 
Dance to Bristol is aU Mid-Atlantic after 
that. South Carolina’s Cary Frommer took 
the fiUy to the sale in Maryland, where 
Wantz’s husband David signed the ticket 
based on input from Bryan Cross of 
Hidden Brook Farm. 

‘All of a sudden we became national 
people and we’re not national people. It’s 
wonderful but at the same time we’re 
grounded,” Wantz said. “It’s all about her. 
It’s not about anything else other than we 


love horses and we love the sport. I wish 
that more people would get into it, so they 
could see how much fun it is and gratify¬ 
ing it is to watch a fiUy who doesn’t have a 
$10-mi11ion contract to do her sport, do it 
because she can.” 

Cross and Wantz discovered Dance 
to Bristol at Timonium. Wantz hkes 
Speightstown as a sire and also Hkes Louis 
Quatorze, the sire of Dance to Bristol’s 
dam Dance to Dawn. One of four horses 
on their final Hst, Dance to Bristol came 
with a few vetting issues, but not enough 
for Wantz, a former event rider, to retreat. 

“There were some issues there, she 
doesn’t scope, she has a very narrow air¬ 
way, there were reasons people would not 
be looking at her, but having been around 
horses, event horses, as long as I have, it 
didn’t scare me,” Wantz said. “I thought 
we bought her right, what we’ve uncov¬ 
ered is amazing. Look what she’s done, it 
shows you don’t know what you might get 
in heart and courage, she has more than 
enough to spare. Sometimes you have to 
say you get lucky and you get blessed.” 

Sent to Figgins, Dance to Bristol 
showed a different dimension than what 
was expected of a daughter of champion 
sprinter Speightstown—length and scope. 
Figgins Hked her, but needed convincing 


to unveil her at Charles Town in September 

2011. 

“She was tall and skinny, real close 
behind, kind of crabby behind,” Figgins 
said. “I was so reluctant to run her, I was 
Hke, ‘She’s just not right. She’s just not 
right.’ My brother Jason said, ‘Just run her, 
she’s moved Hke that from day one, just 
run her.’ ” 

Sent off favorite from the 2 hole in a 
4A-furlong dash at Charles Town, Dance 
to Bristol scrambled to keep up, spHt horses, 
nearly blew the turn and just missed by a 
nose. She gaUoped out 10 lengths clear of 
the winner. 

The son of longtime Charles Town 
jockey OUie Figgins Jr., Figgins has been 
based at Charles Town since he started 
training in 2005. He knew he needed to get 
Dance to Bristol to bigger places. 

He quickly changed venues, sending 
Dance to Bristol to Laurel where she fin¬ 
ished second in a maiden special before 
winning at the end of October. From 
there, she tried stakes, finishing second 
in the Smart Halo, winning the Pandera, 
finishing fourth in the Ruthless, winning 
the Marshua, finishing second in the Wide 
Country and the Trevose. With three wins 
and five seconds from nine starts. Dance to 
Bristol looked poised for a steUar 3-year-old 
campaign. Figgins entered her in a stakes at 
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“We all are part of the same team, but the 
whole Idea Is to give her the opportunity 
to get the credentials. It’s not about us, it’s 
about her. We just try to keep her healthy 
and happy.’’

Presque Isle, but felt heat in a knee. X-rays 
revealed some changes. Wantz and Figgins 
played it conservatively, bhstered her and 
rested her until December. 

^‘She talks to us,” Wantz said. ^‘Beheve 
me. She speaks and she speaks in volumes.” 

Dance to Bristol returned bigger and 
stronger, finishing second in an allowance 
at Charles Town and in LaurePs What a 
Summer Stakes in January to the year-older 
Bold Affair. Figgins opened a division at 
Bowie to get her away from the sharp turns 
at Charles Town and the beat began. 

United with Perez, Dance to Bristol 
won two allowance races at Laurel, domi¬ 
nated the Sugar Maple by 9 lengths at 
Charles Town in April, routed the Skipat 
on Preakness weekend. New York beck¬ 
oned, she took the Grade 3 Bed o’ Roses 
Handicap, which convinced Figgins to aim 
at Saratoga. 

Running once a month, every month. 
Dance to Bristol has rehshed Figgins’ 
methodical approach, notching seven I 
wins at three distances over five tracks in j 
ascending order of allowance, local stakes, | 
Grade 3, Grade 2 and Grade 1. 

^Hhat was the key to her getting better. 
We never threw her to wolves,” Figgins 
said. ^We just eased her step by step. I 
think that’s what’s helped keep her confi¬ 
dence. When they win a stakes you want 
to get crazy.” 

For Wantz, it’s about the horses. She and 
her husband own 10 horses in training and 
another 21 on their farm in Taneytown, 
just south of Gettysburg, Pa. Wantz calls it 
a farmette—either way, it’s home for preg¬ 
nant broodmares, foals, yearlings, resting 
racehorses and retirees. 

Wantz grew up in New England, spent 
time in Germany and eventually settled 
at the farm. She rode and trained event 
horses and breeds horses for eventing and 
racing. Hands on, she headed home after 
both Saratoga stakes wins to do morning 
chores. 

‘d’m usually in the stalls, taking care of 
them. When I think of my big points, I 
think of my relationships with horses and 
what I learned,” Wantz said. “If you’re in 
this game, you should really know about 
things, you should be able to detect things. 
They don’t all become racehorses and 
that’s OK. If you look at my horses, I 
breed horses to become event horses, if 
they can be racehorses, that’s great.” 

In addition to breeding, Wantz buys 
a few horses at public auctions. Dance 
to Bristol has earned almost $1 million. 
Wantz laughs at the money, knowing it 
simply goes back into the business, the 
passion. 


“She supports a lot of horses. She’s a 
remarkable fiUy. Anybody that’s been asso¬ 
ciated with her would understand just how 
remarkable she is. And it’s a pleasure to be 
a part of her,” Wantz said. “We all are part 
of the same team but the whole idea is to 
give her the oppormnity to get the creden¬ 
tials. It’s not about us, it’s about her. We 
just try to keep her healthy and happy, and 
that’s the story with aU our horses.” 

In a world where many of the own¬ 
ers have become businessmen instead of 
sportsmen, Wantz brings a fresh perspec¬ 
tive. She’s a woman who knows horses 
and respects horses and chooses to play 
this game and play it well. Figgins and 
Wantz rested Dance to Bristol from April 
to December of her 3-year-old year. She 
returned to repay their patience. 


Wantz took some credit and gave some. 

“People who want to get in the horse 
business, should learn it,” Wantz said. 
“But, sometimes you have to say you got 
lucky and you got blessed.” 

After the Ballerina, Wantz and Figgins 
walked out of the winner’s circle to a 
chorus of cheers. Mid-Atlantic fans at 
Saratoga? Just hsten. 

“I hope we can see you again up here.” 

‘Wou gotta go to the Breeders’ Cup.” 

‘Wou did everybody proud back at 
home.” 

Figgins and Wantz shook hands, signed 
autographs, posed for photos and thanked 
their fans —and their fiUy all at the same 
time. 

“It’s amazing,” Wantz said. “She’s amaz-

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Family Matters 

With deep regional roots in Nem Jersey 
and bejondy success builds for Plesas 


H orses owned by Laurie Plesa either 
alone or in several parmerships, 
including Preakness Stakes-Gl 
runner-up Itsmyluckyday, have run like 
demons this year. 

^‘She’s got a good trainer ” quipped her 
brother Jason Servis. 

But the successful longtime Mid- 
Atlantic conditioner wasn’t referring to 
himself. Rather, he was talking about 
his brother-in-law and Laurie’s husband, 
Eddie Plesa Jr. 

Plesa, the son of former jockey and 
trainer Eddie Plesa Sr., has successfully 
maintained divisions in South Florida and 
New Jersey for many years while compet¬ 
ing at the sport’s highest levels and winning 
more than 2,000 races and $48 million-plus 
in earnings. 

This meet has been the best for the 
Monmouth Park regular. 

‘Absolutely,” Plesa said. “I think that’s 
attributable to a few factors, and certainly 
to the people Pm training for, especially 
Live Oak (Plantation) and Besilu (Stables). 
They’ve sent me some awfully nice horses 
that fit into the allowance programs here. 
Plus, I have some old-time chents like Rick 
Shanley and Trilogy Stables who have been 
with me for years. Laurie owns some 
horses on her own as well. We’ve been 
pretty lucky for the past couple of years 
with them. Some of them we’re in with 
Trilogy on and some of them we’re part¬ 
ners with Shanley on, and we have a few of 
our own, so it was almost like a perfect 
storm coming in to this meet.”

Through August, Plesa topped the 
Monmouth trainer standings with 37 vic¬ 
tories, 15 seconds and 18 thirds from 118 
starts. That’s a 31 percent winning strike 
rate. Moreover, the $1,028,960 his horses 
had bankrolled trailed only those trained 
by Todd Pletcher, who ranked seventh with 
12 wins but more than $1.3 million in earn¬ 
ings thanks in large part to a big payday in 
the Haskell Invitational-Gl. 

Plesa, who had 43 charges in the New 
Jersey barn and another 30 in Florida, used 
a strong showing at Monmouth last year, 
where he wound up as the third-leading 
trainer, to springboard to greater achieve¬ 
ment in 2013. His 37 wins with more than 
a month remaining in the meet had already 
exceeded his Monmouth total of 24 for the 
2012 season. 

“Last year really set us up to come back 
strong this year. We built a foundation and 
I’ve certainly had that foundation in place 
in Florida for a number of years, and it 
just put me in the right place. I saw the 
handwriting on the wall what was going to 
happen here,” said Plesa, who had 62 total 
wins, good for more than $2.7 million in 
purses through August. 

Not only was Plesa perched atop 
the leaderboard, but he had won five 
Monmouth stakes, twice that of any other 
trainer. The firs t came with homebred Brave 
Dave, a Grade 3 winner at Monmouth last 
year at 2, for Dave MeHn and Laurie in the 
John McSorley June 9, followed by Slew’s 
Exchange in the Klassy Briefcase for Live 
Oak Plantation July 14. Then Plesa swept 


two juvenile stakes with Yes I’m Lucky for 
Trilogy Stable and Laurie in the Tyro Aug. 
4 and Laurie’s solely owned New Jersey 
homebred Flay Mignon in the Colleen Aug. 
11. Besilu Stables’ Indian Spell, a 3-year-old 
daughter of Indian Charlie and champion 
Proud Spell, added an exclamation point 
by taking the Miss Woodford on the last 
day of the month. 

With their stakes wins, both of the 
2-year-olds remained undefeated. But when 
Flay Mignon stepped into open company 
and trounced eight other fillies, including 
her stablemate Pray a Novena, on the grass 
in the Colleen, she mrned a lot of heads. 

“Do I breed much in New Jersey? No, 
Do I breed much anywhere? No,” said 
Eddie Plesa. “She’s a Jersey-bred because 
I’m a big believer in when you make the 
decision to come up, you back where you 
are and support the program as best you 
can. So we sent the mare up here. Now 
we’ve got two Jersey-breds, her and her 
younger brother. It’s certainly turned out 
better than we would have anticipated. She 
is something out of the ordinary, period. 
And she happens to be a Jersey-bred on 
top of it.” 

The Plesas and their partners have done 
well at the sales in recent years, due greatly 
in part to Eddie’s sharp eye in evaluating 
talent. 

Itsmyluckyday, who set a track record 
of 1.41.81 for E/ie miles when beating 
reigning juvenile champion Shanghai 
Bobby in the Holy Bull Stakes-G3 at 
Gulfstream over the winter and gave Plesa 
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Laurie and Eddie Piesa Jr. make a good team with their successfui stabie based at New Jersey’s Monmouth Park. 


his third Kentucky Derby-Gl starter, was 
bought out of the 2012 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sale of Selected 2-year-olds in Training 
for $110,000. The colt, owned by Trilogy 
Stables and Laurie Piesa, earned $830,100 
before being sidelined for the rest of this 
year with a fractured pelvis in the Pegasus 
Stakes-G3 at Monmouth June 16 while 
prepping for the HaskeU. 


“The bottom hne is you have to get 
lucky We’re in a great cycle and it’s been 
going on for an extended period of time. 
Buying some 2-year-olds last year and buy¬ 
ing some 2-year-olds this year is certainly 
part of it. We’ve got a system of what we 
do and how we do it and it’s been working. 
Again, the most important thing is we’ve 
been lucky, knock wood,” said Eddie Piesa, 


who’s best finish in five Breeders’ Cup 
starts was a second with Gottcha Gold in 
the 2007 Dirt Mile at Monmouth. 

The prognosis for Itsmyluckyday is 
positive and his recovery continues to go 
well. 

“He’s doing great. He was on stall care 
for four months, which will be over the 
first week in October, and he’s handling it 
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The Plesas made sure Preakness runner-up Itsmyluckyday received plenty of attention while working his way back to the races. 


well ” the trainer reported. ‘‘He’s with me 
at Monmouth. We decided that rather than 
send him to a farm that was going to do 
the same thing I would do, here he would 
stay active mentally because he’s got people 
who come and visit him all of the time. 
And he’s got people around the barn who 
interact with him. So rather than put him 
on a farm and in a barn someplace that he’s 
not familiar with, it didn’t make sense. He 
appreciates being here.” 

No one knows better than Pies a just 
how fickle lady luck can be and how fragile 
Thoroughbreds are. 

Multiple graded stakes winner Three 
Ring, third in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies-Gl in 1998 and winner of the 
Grade 1 Acorn and two additional graded 
stakes the following year, was euthani 2 ed 
in the Belmont Park paddock after frac¬ 
turing her skull in an accident while Plesa 
was trying to saddle her for the Mother 
Goose-Gl. 

“Anyone who watches the game or 
plays the game knows it goes up and down 
and you go through peaks and valleys,” said 
Plesa, although not referring to Three Ring 
directly. “Certainly, we’re at a peak right 
now but we know that it’s not always that 
way in the game.” 

Laurie and Eddie maintain their pri¬ 
mary residence in South Florida and raised 


their three children there so they log plenty 
of frequent flier miles traveling back and 
forth between divisions. But when they 
walk into any of the Mid-Atlantic tracks, 
it can seem tike a family reunion on any 
given day. 

Laurie is the eldest child of retired 
jockey, former Jockeys’ Guild head, and 
long-time West Virginia steward Joe Servis. 
That makes her the sister of Mid-Atlantic 
based trainers Jason Servis and John Servis, 
who won the 2004 Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness with Smarty Jones. Jodie, a 
mutuel clerk at Charles Town, is another 
sister. 

Laurie and Eddie were destined to 
meet when she came to South Florida to 
attend the wedding of Jason and his wife, 
Natahe, 35 years ago and at the reception 
was introduced to Florida racing secretary 
Gary Smith, a close Servis family friend. It 
seemed that he needed a secretary in his 
office and she accepted the job. On her 
first day, she met Eddie, then the assistant 
racing secretary. 

“We’ve been together ever since. Laurie 
and I are going on 34 years of marriage,” 
Eddie said. 

“I guess I was the matchmaker,” Jason 
added. 

The racetrack is more than a way of fife 
for this extended family. 


“I can remember Smarty Jones and his 
Triple Crown campaign hke it was yes¬ 
terday,” Eddie recalled. “They had the air 
show in Fort Lauderdale and Laurie and 
I watched the Derby with another couple 
while we were staying on the beach in Fort 
Lauderdale. I’m not much of a gambler, 
but I made a sEable bet on Smarty Jones 
in that race, and he won. Then Laurie went 
to the Preakness and the Belmont. It was 
absolutely exciting stuff; that’s what it’s all 
about. Then this year our own Preakness 
was pretty exciting.” 

Jason Servis agreed. He and Natalie 
were part of the entourage when Smarty 
Jones won the Derby, but they skipped the 
next two legs. There was no way that was 
going to happen this time around. 

“We were at the Derby and Preakness 
(for Itsmyluckyday). After Smarty Jones 
I told myself that we’re not missing any 
of them ever again,” he said. “For the 
Preakness, I even found myself telling 
people that we’ve got a horse in the race, 
even though he wasn’t really mine. But 
when Itsmyluckyday was coming down the 
lane, I got the same feeling as when one 
of my own horses is in a big race. John, 
Laurie, Eddie and I always root for and 
support each other.” 

The cheering section includes the two 
patriarchs. Even though Joe Servis and 
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Owned and bred in New Jersey by Laurie Piesa, Fiay Mignon won the Coiieen Stakes in August 


Eddie Piesa Sr. are octogenarians, they 
remain invested in the game, Piesa Jr. 
apprenticed under his father, once the 
private trainer for powerful owner Fred 
Hooper, before working for Stanley Hough 
at Harbor View Farm and then going out 
on his own. 

“I talk to my dad every day. He’ll be 86 
in October. He’s a great resource, abso¬ 
lutely,” Piesa said of his father, who began 
training in the 1960s and saddled his last 
official starter just two years ago. ‘‘He’s 
gotten smarter and tries not to drive on 
the expressways in South Florida. But on 
the weekends he drives to the track early 
in the morning, as early as they open up 
the mutuel lines, makes a couple of bets 
and then he goes home. He stays active 
by watching the horses and betting on a 
couple of them.” 

Joe Servis, who was a steward in West 
Virginia for 35 years, still is right at home 
when he’s at the racetrack. 

“He’s having a blast,” said Jason. “He 
goes to Charles Town with his buddies and 
gets excited when Eddie’s got one running 
over here, and John’s got one running over 
there, and Pve got one running someplace 
else. He’s having a ball with it all.” 

John Servis’ oldest son, Blane, is in his 
mid-20s and is representing the next gen¬ 
eration. He won his first race in five train¬ 
ing starts Aug. 20 at Parx when Boodeggin 
Cat, a 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred he 
claimed for $15,000, took a $10,000 maid¬ 
en claiming affair. 

Despite the pedigree, Blane’s cousins 
do not work on the track. 

“I pushed them all away from the busi¬ 
ness,” Eddie said. “My oldest son, Luke, 
is a detective in Florida and he and his 
wife are expecting their first child and our 
first grandchild. He’s one that could have 
been interested in it, I could have taken in, 
and he would have made an outstanding 
assistant, but I pushed him away from it. It 
speaks volumes for this business when he 
goes to work every day with a gun and I’m 
happy he’s doing it rather than coming out 
to the barn with me. He’s got a master’s 
degree. 

“My other son, Kyle, has a master’s 
degree also and he works for a logistics 
company. He didn’t show any liking for 
it. Then my daughter, Kelsey, I really had 
to push hard to get her away from it. She 
goes to school in Florida and is working 
toward her degree in psychology, and she’s 
going to go for her master’s afterward. The 
business has changed. It’s not the same 
as it was. I wouldn’t recommend it for 
anybody and certainly not for my children. 
That doesn’t mean it’s not a great business 
because it is, but I don’t want it for my 


children. I just don’t see opportunities like 
there once were.” 

He may not have his children working 
with him the barn, but Piesa has others 
who have become like family. 

“Frankie Perez is my assistant in Florida 
and Ramon Huerta is the assistant up here. 
I’m very lucky to have them,” he said. 
“Frankie has been with me for over 20 
years and Ramon has been with me for 
about 14 years. Ramon started as a hot- 
walker and worked his way up to groom, 
exercise person and then assistant. I’ve got 
a lot of longevity with a lot of people who 
work for me. I’ve got a groom who has 
been with me for 20 years. A number of 
people have been with me for a long time 
and that’s a big part of any success we have. 
It’s the continuity of the people we have.” 

The continuity shows. No matter what 
track, what day, or the conditions of the 
race, keen observers do not need a pro¬ 
gram to tell which horse is from Plesa’s 
barn when he or she walks into the pad- 
dock. Each horse, with bright eyes and 
a glossy coat, appears to be in top-notch 
physical condition and every single one is 
turned out beautifully. 

“That’s certainly something we work 
hard on,” said Piesa. “Part of the process 
is getting the people who allow you to get 
the horses looking the way they do, and 
run the way they do. When you do this for 


as many years as I’ve done it, you get to 
the point where you get to pick and choose 
some of the people that you might be 
training for. It’s just a fact of life that some 
people are looking to nickel and dime and 
might want to do this or do that. But really, 
there is only one way to treat a horse, in my 
mind, and that’s what we do.” 

With a crop of 2-year-olds loaded with 
potential coming into the program, there 
is every reason to believe that success will 
continue to build upon itself. 

“I’ve got a bunch of 2-year-olds for 
Live Oak and a couple for Besilu, and the 
majority of them haven’t run yet,” Piesa 
said. “The Live Oak horses aren’t sup¬ 
posed to be precocious and they’re not. So 
hopefully at this time next year we’U look 
back on them and say, ‘this one, this one, 
this one and this one did great.’ Something 
like that wiU happen. I have some nice 
2-year-olds in the barn and some of them 
have done well already and others who 
haven’t started wiU probably be equal to 
them.” 

Moreover, Eddie and Laurie Piesa can 
also look ahead to the day Itsmyluckyday 
returns for his 4-year-old campaign and to 
graded stakes competition. 

“He’U race next year and I’m confident 
he’ll come back 100 percent,” said Eddie. 

The horse will get plenty of family sup¬ 
port along the way. ^

Brief Pennsylvania roots pay off 
for Real Solution in Grade 1 at Arlington

O n a magical mid-August afternoon, 
Eclipse Award-winning owners 
Ken and Sarah Ramsey experi¬ 
enced the ultimate breeder's dream —three 
homebred sons of their champion Kitten's 
Joy, whom they also bred, carried the 
distinctive red and white silks to Grade 1 
victories. Two were born at their farm in 
Kenmcky, home to Kitten's Joy The other 
came into the world in Pennsylvania. 

The Ramseys' Pennsylvania-bred Real 
Solution won the Grade 1 Arhngton 
Million, the richest race in the nation run 
Aug. 17, at Arhngton Park. The 4-year-old 
colt was born at Glenn and Becky Brok's 
Diamond B Farm in Mohrsville, launched 
his career in Italy, and won his first graded 
stakes at the highest level in dramatic fash¬ 
ion, upon a disquahfication. 

Real Solution, a January foal, was one 
of the first foals born for the Ramseys in 
the Keystone State, a calculated business 
decision by the enormous Ramsey Farm 
breeding operation to send nearly two 
dozen mares to Diamond B Farm in the 
faU of 2008, the majority in foal to Kitten's 
Joy, in pursuit of riches from the lucrative 
Pennsylvania breeders fund program. 

‘When Mr. Ramsey puts his mind to 
something, he can make it happen," said 
Glenn Brok. “That stuff doesn't happen 
by accident, that stuff happens because 
he's smarter and more game than most 


people. He's a smart guy, he uses a lot of 
outside resources to help him make his 
decisions. But he is ultimately the final 
decision maker." 

The Broks' brush with fame with the 
future Grade 1 winner was fleeting, but 
important. His dam, the maiden mare 
Reachfortheheavens, delivered on Jan. 17, 
2009, in the farm's bank barn which serves 
as foaling central, with heated, closed- 
circuit TV monitored stalls just steps from 
the Broks' home. 

While a number of the mares 
were bred back to Diamond B stal- 
hon Ecclesiastic, noted Ramsey Farm's 
manager, Mark Partridge, early-foahng 
Reachfortheheavens, a winning daughter 
of Pulpit, was returned to Kitten's Joy 
in Kenmcky. She and her bay colt were 
residents of Pennsylvania for a few short 
months. 

“We foaled a bunch of Kitten's Joys 
that year, and we were impressed from the 
beginning by the foals," said Brok. The 
stallion was still an unknown quantity, since 
Kitten's Joy's first runners didn't come to 
the races until later that season. With 19 
winners, five in stakes, he was a ranked fifth 
in the nation on the freshmen sires list. 

“After those (Kitten's Joy) foals were 
born, you'd just watch them get bigger and 
bigger—it was impressive how they devel¬ 
oped," marveled Brok. “They won you 


over. Every day they got better looking and 
impressed you more." 

The mares were the first to make the 
trip to Pennsylvania, and were soon fol¬ 
lowed by Ramsey Farm's homebred mul¬ 
tiple stakes-winning sprinter Talent Search, 
a son of Catienus who entered smd at 
Diamond B in 2010. Never worse than 
fourth in 15 starts. Talent Search had 
won Pimhco's 6-furlong Jim McKay Stakes 
in near track record time and placed in 
five graded races, including the Grade 1 
Breeders' Cup Sprint, Vosburgh and Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash. For the next 
three years, Ramsey Farm mares sent to 
Pennsylvania were bred to Talent Search. 

When demand for Kitten's Joy grew 
(he was booked to more than 200 mares 
in 2012), Talent Search was moved to 
Kenmcky for the 2013 season to cover the 
Ramsey mares who didn't go to the star 
sire. Talent Search's first foals, conceived 
in Pennsylvania, are now 2-year-olds-he 
ranks in the top 10 on the nation's fresh¬ 
men sires list. 

The Ramseys' Pennsylvania-bred crop 
of 2009 has yielded two stakes winners to 
date. Kitten's Joy's son Gung Ho became 
the first by winning Louisiana Downs' 
Sunday Silence Stakes as a 2-year-old. Last 
year at 3 he was third in the Grade 1 Blue 
Grass Stakes at Keeneland and placed in 
two additional stakes. Gung Ho broke his 
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maiden in August 2011 against state-breds 
at Presque Isle Downs. 

Real Solution was sent on a different 
path. Shipped to Italy as a juvenile, he made 
his first five starts in Rome, none shorter 
than IVs miles, and won his only start at 
2. After taking his 3-year-old debut by 7 
lengths in March, he romped home by 5 
lengths in the Premio BotticeUi that April 
to remain undefeated. 

He went off as the 2-5 favorite to win 
the Derby Italiano-G2. Never a factor, 
he finished sixth, but exited with a lung 
infection which kept him on the sidelines 
for four months. In his final start in Italy, 
he returned to finish second in allowance 
company, and was returned to the U.S. for 
his 4-year-old campaign with trainer Chad 
Brown. 

The Arhngton Million was the colt’s 
third start this year, each one a step forward. 
In May, Real Solution finished fourth in the 
Fort Marcy Stakes-G3 at Belmont. He came 
back a month later and rallied strongly for 
third in the Grade 1 Manhattan Handicap 
on the Belmont Stakes undercard. 


His trip to the winner’s circle at Arhngton 
involved bumping by The Apache (SAf) in 
deep stretch. Under Alan Garcia, Real 
Solution made his winning move when 
the field parted as he rounded the far mrn. 
The Apache had just gained the lead from 
defending champion Little Mike as Real 
Solution accelerated and quickly joined the 
leader with a furlong to go. 


Although he was never able to get past 
The Apache, finishing second by a neck. 
Real Solution was pushed out and repeat¬ 
edly bumped by his rival to the inside. 
Garcia lodged a claim of foul and the stew¬ 
ards agreed, and Real Solution was awarded 
the win and $558,000 in first-place money. 

Just another chapter to the story of the 
Ramseys and Kitten’s Joy. ^

Memories 

Housebuster’s induction spurs reunion 
for former MuiffieId East co-workers

S top and think for a few minutes 
about a favorite horse. One you 
trained, rode, followed. Good memo¬ 
ries, right? Insert into the mental picture a 
few friends from your youth, from the days 
when hfe was literally in front of you and 
you saw the world a little differently, a little 
more purely, and suddenly those memories 
get even better. 

Those kinds of memories are anything 
but fantasy for three women associated 
with Housebuster, the two-time cham¬ 


pion sprinter who entered the National 
Museum of Racing and HaU of Fame in 
August. The memories are reality for Mary 
Jane Howell, Annie Allman and Wendy 
Moon. 

They looked after, rode, trained, 
groomed and gave Housebuster plenty of 
love and attention before he headed off to 
a rare career at the racetrack that saw more 
highs than lows, more wins than losses. 
Housebuster himself is gone, dying at age 
18 in 2005 after a stud career that mean¬ 


dered to Kenmcky, Japan, New Zealand, 
Argentina, Virginia and ultimately West 
Virginia. Howell, Allman and Moon were 
in Saratoga though, to celebrate with oth¬ 
ers associated with Housebuster, part of 
the 2013 HaU of Fame cast with steeple¬ 
chase greats McDynamo and Tuscalee, 
Horse of the Year Invasor (Arg), mrf star 
Lure and jockey Calvin Borel. 

The women were guests of Bob Levy, 
who owned Housebuster through his 
EcUpse Award-winning seasons in 1990 
















and 1991 and employed the three 20-some¬ 
things back in the late 1980s and early 
1990s in the early days of his Muirfield 
East in Chesapeake City Md. 

^‘Mr. Levy called Annie, I think it was 
Derby Day, and I was sort of in and out 
doing things and getting ready for a Derby 
party,” said HoweU, the longtime public 
relations director for Dogwood Stables. 
‘‘She said, ‘I know you're busy writing 
and other stuff, but you have to clear your 
calendar and you have to be in Saratoga on 
August 9 because our boy Housebuster is 
getting into the Hall of Fame.” 

Now in the midst of writing a young- 
adult novel, Howell did clear her calendar 
and trekked from Aiken, S.C., stopping 
along the way to spend some time with fam¬ 
ily in Germantown, 
about 75 miles 
south of Saratoga. 

Allman, who runs 
a consulting firm 
after a longtime 
association with 
the Harrah's gam¬ 
ing company, and 
Moon, whose 
career includes 
stints as a journal¬ 
ist, farm manager, 
executive with 
charitable organi 2 a- 
tions and ultimately 
her own account¬ 
ing business, drove 
up together the day 
before the induc¬ 
tion. 


“I just think this is so special, Mr. Levy 
and Housebuster touched our lives and 
we are aU still friends,” Howell said. “I 
had my 50th birthday party and we went 
up to Kenmcky to have it, at Old Friends. 
Annie came up, Wendy came, and it was 
great. We've always kept in touch with each 
other.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Murphy Stable and 
Levy's mother, Blanche Levy, Housebuster 
got his early lessons at Muirfield as a year- 
hng and 2-year-old. Moon was the farm 
manager, Howell was the Mt. Livermore 
colt's groom and Allman rode the dark bay 
out of the Great Above mare Big Dreams. 

The three came from different back¬ 
grounds and different parts of the country. 
Howell from upstate New York, Allman

from Alaska and Moon from Southern 
California. Housebuster was in one of 
the early groups of yearlings broken and 
trained at Muirfield. 

“The neatest thing about it all was that 
Mr. Levy didn't just create a farm, he cre¬ 
ated a family,” Allman said. “My family was 
off in Alaska and I didn't have anybody 
around there. Mary Jane, Wendy and an 
older couple that worked at the farm, they 
really were my family throughout my 20s. 

“It was a lot of fun. I had gotten out of 
college and wanted to work with horses. 
I spent one summer on the track, then 
went to work at Muirfield. I was supposed 
to be the farm secretary, with a big fancy 
University of Pennsylvania degree, and 
I think I was the third person hired. The 
farm then was 300 
acres of undevel¬ 
oped property, so I 
built fences, banged 
nails, mucked stalls 
and finally talked 
my way into getting 
on some horses.” 

One of the 
group was House¬ 
buster. The three 
friends all remem¬ 
ber him in simi¬ 
lar ways. Good in 
the stall, good out 
of the stall, quiet 
under tack. 

“He was a super 
nice colt,” Allman 
said. “I understand 
once he got to the 
I track he got tough 
I and aggressive, but 
when he was young 
he was very smart, 
very quiet. One thing I do remember is I 
think we had an odd number for the sets 
to be right and a bunch of times I'd get on 
him toward the end, Mary Jane would eat 
her lunch, and I'd go hack him around and 
do what I needed to do with him.” 

Moon was the first to ride the colt and 
remembers it well. 

“I'll never forget it. I get on his back 
and he kind of looked at me like ‘OK, 
what?' What do you want to do?” Moon 
said. “He never made a wrong step. We 
used him like a pony horse. Put him in 
the lead and let everybody follow what 
Housebuster was going to do. 

Howell remembers lunchtime, too, 
sometimes spent in the company of the 
future Hall of Famer. 

“He never flipped an ear wrong,” she 
said. “He was so good you could even use 
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Hall of Fame presentations (from left): Owner Bob Levy spoke on Housebuster’s behalf; Ed Bowen presented Tuscalee's plaque to 
Mary Ryan and Marilyn Ketts (right); trainer Sanna Hendricks and owner Michaei Moran accept McDynamo's piaque from Bowen. 


him to pony all the other yearlings and we 
did. We had big stalls that were bedded 
down with straw and he always laid down. 
I remember Mr. Johnson (her former boss, 
Hall of Fame trainer P.G.) saying that’s a 
good sign. When it was time to rest, he 
rested. You might have thought he was la 2 y 
because he was always down. 

“He was very personable. I never went 
home for lunch. On not great days, say 
rainy or cold days, he would lie down in 
the stall. You could curl up with a book and 
your lunch right there with him. He loved 
that. He wanted to be in your pocket, part 
of your hfe.” 

Housebuster became part of their hves 
and if they weren’t fortunate to travel to 
his races from 1989 to 1991, they gathered 
in an office at the farm and watched on 
television. The era was pre-simulcasting, or 
at least nothing like it is today, but the farm 
was able to show races due to Levy’s ties 
to the racing industry as an executive and 
chairman of Atlantic City Race Course. 

The farm all but shut down when 
Housebuster raced. Large groups gathered 
and more often than not Housebuster left 
them in a good mood. He won 15 of 22 
career starts, racing on or just off the lead, 
raw speed. Quarter-mile splits under 22 
seconds, half-mile splits between :44 and 
:45. 

Housebuster won two of three as a 
2-year-old, including the Morven Breeders’ 
Cup at the Meadowlands under the care of 
Ron Benshof. He was sent to evenmal Hall 
of Famer Jimmy Croll after that season and 
won his first six starts at 3, including a win 
over eventual Preakness winner Summer 
Squall in the Grade 3 Swale at Gulfstream. 
The win streak ended when he was sec¬ 
ond, beaten a neck by eventual Horse of 
the Year Criminal Type and IV 2 lengths 
ahead of Easy Goer, against elders in the 
Metropohtan Handicap-Gl. Housebuster 


rattled off three straight wins after that 
before finishing off theboardin the Grade 1 
Vosburgh. 

Levy said Housebuster could have 
stretched his speed and run well going 
long, but that he didn’t want to be sim¬ 
ply effective. He brought him back for a 
4-year-old campaign with a goal in mind. 

“I said Vhy not try to be champion 
sprinter back-to-back? That hadn’t been 
done since (Ta Wee in 1969 and 1970),” 
Levy said. 

Housebuster won four of eight at 4, 
including the Grade 1 Carter over even¬ 
tual Horse of the Year Black Tie Affair 
(Jre). Levy recalled that as one of, if not 
the, best race Housebuster ran. The colt 
later won the Vosburgh before suffering 
an injury when ninth as the 2-5 favorite in 
the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl at Churchill 
Downs. He retired to JonabeU Farm in 
Lexington and stood his first season in 
1992. 

“The next time I saw him when he 
wasn’t racing was one time when we were 
in Lexington for the sales at Keeneland and 
Fasig-Tipton,” Howell said. ‘Wendy and I 
had flown up and I thought we would drive 
to the sales grounds from the airport. We’re 
driving along and we ended up turning on 
the road where Darley is now, but then it 
was JonabeU, where Housebuster stood.” 

They parked the car. Moon mrned to 
her friend and said, “I thought you’d want 
to see how your boy has grown up.” 

The moment stuck. 

“I grew up around cattle and Quarter 
Horses out in Southern CaUfornia, so I was 
famihar with animals, but none Uke him,” 
Moon said. “There are just some horses, 
once you’re around them enough, you 
just reaUze that they are going to make an 
impact and you know they’re going to be 
reaUy, reaUy special. Housebuster was one 
of those horses.” 


More Regional Connections 

The Hall of Fame ceremony in Saratoga 
included the induction of steeplechase 
greats McDynamo and Tuscalee. 

The former earned more than $1.3 
miUion for Pennsylvania owner Michael 
Moran and trainer Sanna Hendriks, col¬ 
lecting three EcUpse Awards and winning 
15 times from 2001-’07. At the ceremony, 
Hendriks recaUed a horse who blossomed 
with time. 

“I remember his final work in 
September 2001, before he ran the first 
time. I thought, ‘if he learns to relax he 
might be all right,’ ” she said. “PRs ner¬ 
vousness turned into confidence, and then 
downright arrogance. (Moran and his wife 
Anne) truly put McDynamo first. They’d 
tell me, ‘Only go if you truly want to go.’ 
They were protective of him and their love 
of McDynamo allowed him to be the best 
he could be.” 

Maryland-bred Tuscalee holds the 
American record for steeplechase victories 
with 37, amassed during a 10-season career 
from 1963-’72. Owned and bred by Alfred 
Smith, Tuscalee won a championship in 
1966-a season in which he won 10 times. 
Hall of Famer Joe Aitcheson was Tuscalee’s 
regular jockey and Aitcheson’s father Lei ter 
was the trainer. Owner/breeder Smith’s 
daughter Marilyn Ketts accepted the honor 
in Saratoga and thought about a great time 
in her life. 

“It would be fun to go into the archives 
and figure out how many miles he traveled 
and how many fences he jumped in his 
career,” Ketts said. “That would be some¬ 
thing. To run as many times as he did and 
do as well as he did for as long as he did, 
now that’s a career. I know my father and 
Mr. Aitcheson are looking down and hav¬ 
ing a party.” ^

On the Move 

Stakes victories help Lopez run away 
with 2013 meet’s jockey championship

Monmouth Park’s leading jockey Paco Lopez has made a name for himself at the New Jersey track. 


T hree years ago Paco Lopez won the 
jockeys’ tide at Monmouth Park’s 
Elite Meet, but his sweetest summer 
at the Jersey Shore may have been this one. 

‘‘He’s in the zone right now and he 
puts the horse in the right place at the 
right time,” said Jane CibeUi, who won the 
Monmouth training tide in 2011 and 2012. 

Lopez, the 2008 Eclipse Award-winning 
apprentice, was riding lights out aU meet 
long. Through Aug. 25, he had notched 77 
victories and was running off with the top 
spot in the standings by almost 30 wins 
over Joe Bravo. Lopez was also leading 
that rival in earnings at the meet, despite 
not parmehng with the winner of either of 
Monmouth’s Grade 1 events. 

Nonetheless Lopez had still posed 
for winner’s circle photos after 13 of 
the 44 stakes in the books, including the 
Monmouth Oaks-G3 aboard Seaneen Girl, 
the meet’s two 2-year-old stakes (through 
late August) with Flay Mignon in the 
Colleen and Yes Pm Lucky in the Tyro for 
trainer Eddie Plesa Jr., and the Restoration 
with Hard Enough, whom he had also rid¬ 
den to victory in the Jersey Derby in July. 

Even though the bigger name out-of- 
town jockeys were in the room on Haskell 
Invitational Day July 28, Lopez captured 
five races and two stakes, the Monmouth 
Cup-G2 with Pants On Fire and Teddy 
Drone with Immortal Eyes. Earlier in 
the summer, he had also won the Mr. 
Prospector on Immortal Eyes. 

But Lopez excelled in more than stakes. 
Trainers gave him the call on horses of 
all abilities at aU levels. Although he has 
earned a reputation as the rider who makes 
things happen, that wasn’t always the case. 

“This year he’s improved,” said CibeUi, 
who often gives him a leg up. “Paco’s 
always been a very aggressive rider. He’U 
put a horse up in between horses and he’ll 
put a horse up on the rail. He’s always been 
borderline reckless and that’s what I didn’t 
Uke about him. It was all costs to win. But 
he’s mrned into a much smarter rider. He’s 
using his head now. He’s still aggressive 
inasmuch as he puts horses in a position 
where they can win. But he’s thinking it 
through much more now. I think Paco 
puts the horse in a position where it gives 
him the opportunity to win the race. It 
astounds me how many riders go wide or 
don’t have the horses in position and then 
ask them to do too much.” 

Lopez, who turns 28 Oct. 13, became 
a Monmouth regular in 2009 and captured 
the Meadowlands riding tide that same year 
before moving on to Gulfstream Park for 
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Last Gunfighter (left) battled 2012 race winner San Pablo late in the Grade 3 Philip H. Iselin Stakes, 
getting up in the final strides to win by a head for New York-based trainer Chad Brown. 


the winter and taking the top honors there 
in 2010 and then again in 2011. 

^‘Things have been great aU meet/’ said 
Lopez, who began his career by riding 
quarter horses in his native Mexico before 
switching to Thoroughbreds, relocated to 
Calder Race Course at age 21, and won 
with the first horse he rode there. ‘T’m 
very thankful that everything is working 
out and is going so good. The horsemen 
have been very supportive of me and Lm 
riding a lot of really good horses every day. 
I love it here.” 

With Monmouth racing only three days 
per week plus hohdays until after Labor 
Day when the track cut back to only two 
days, Lopez had plenty of opportunity to 
accept assignments out of town. A win 
in the $100,000 Karl Boyes Memorial at 
Presque Isle Downs for Woodbine-based 
trainer Reade Baker with Virginia-bred Go 
Blue Or Go Home in June and trips to 
Saratoga were only part of his extra-cur¬ 
ricular activity on Monmouth’s dark days. 

Rather than pack his tack and head 
off to Keeneland in September as he 
did last year, Lopez planned to remain at 
Monmouth to capture the championship. 
Agent Cory Moran, who called business 
‘‘really great,” said they would stick around 
when the New Jersey racing action shifted 
to the Meadowlands for the 10-day all turf 
meet from Oct. 11 through Nov. 2 before 
heading back to Gulfstream for the winter. 

GAME LAST GUNFIGHTER SHOOTS 
DOWN SAN PABLO IN ISELIN 

“San Pablo ran his heart out aU 
the way!” was the assessment of track 
announcer Larry CoUmus while calling the 
78th renewal of the $150,000 Phihp H. 
Isehn Stakes-G3. 

Nevertheless, Last Gunfighter shot 
down San Pablo’s attempt to defend his 
tide in a hard fought stretch duel during 
the IVs-mile test over Monmouth’s main 
track Aug. 18. 

Sent off as the second choice in the 
field of five and with Chris DeCarlo in the 
irons, San Pablo was double-teamed on the 
lead by Margano and Raging Daoust while 
4-5 favorite Last Gunfighter trailed, biding 
his time under Bravo. San Pablo won the 
early batde and had surged to the front 
turning for home, but he lost the war. After 
dghdng nose-to-nose through the lane, San 
Pablo just missed when Last Gundghter 
dug down deep again, and with one more 
powerful stride, crossed under the wire by 
a head to prevail in 1:52.03 on a fast track. 


“He ran really well and that was very 
typical of this horse,” said trainer Chad 
Brown, who watched the race from 
Saratoga. “He’s kind of a grinder and he 
tends to wear his opponents down. He has 
a lot of heart and I was happy he got his 
nose drst on the wire.” 

Kentucky-bred Last Gunfighter, a 
4-year-old son of First Samurai and the 
Sir Cat mare Saratoga Cat, failed to break 
his maiden in his first four tries in 2012 
and was transferred by owner/breeder 
John Gunther to Brown. The colt gave 
an indication of what was to come when 
he won first time out for his new trainer 
in a maiden special weight at Belmont in 
October last year. 

Last Gunfighter’s Iselin win was his 
seventh in eight starts as well as his third 
Grade 3 triumph, added to the Pimlico 
Special in May and Aqueduct’s Excelsior 
in March. 

“He’s been a real pleasure, that’s for 
sure,” said Brown, who teamed with 
Bravo to also win the Grade 1 United 
Nations with Big Blue Kitten July 4 and the 
$75,000 Lady’s Secret Stakes with Summer 
Applause Aug. 25. 

The Lady’s Secret win was a big step 
down in class for Summer Applause, 
but it had the added upside of restor¬ 
ing confidence to the multiple graded 
stakes-winning fiUy. In her previous outing 
she finished last in a five-horse field in 


the Delaware Handicap-Gl while being 
bashed by almost 20 lengths by two-time 
Eclipse Award winner Royal Delta. 

StiU, Summer Applause had enough 
standing to scare off aU but three other 
filHes and mares for the Lady’s Secret and 
she was dispatched as the 1 -2 favorite. She 
dehghted her backers by dominating with a 
romp through the lane as she won by 1 % 
lengths while Bravo was gearing her down. 

The final time for the P/i6 miles was 
1:45.93. Royal Lahaina finished well for 
second, with longshot Sharp Sally third. 

Summer Applause is owned by GiUian 
Campbell, Greenwood Lodge Farm, Dan 
Clark and Greg Skoda and she was bred 
by Greenwood Lodge Farm. The win was 
the sixth in 13 starts for the 4-year-old 
daughter of Harlan’s Holiday and the Royal 
Academy mare Summer Exhibition, and it 
pushed her earnings to $654,906. 

BRAVO, CLEMENT TEAM UP 
TO WIN GRADE 3 CLIFF HANGER 

Take Joe Bravo, add a talented run¬ 
ner shipping in for trainer Chris tophe 
Clement, and pair them on the lush grass 
course at Monmouth. That’s long been 
the recipe for success and Summer Front’s 
winning performance in the $100,000 Chff 
Hanger Stakes-G3 was no exception. 

Although Summer Front had been idle 
since winning the Miami Mile Handicap 
at Calder in April, he captured his second 
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over firm going in 1:41.49 while finishing 
1 % lengths in front of Tune Me In while 
Howe Great was third. 

The win was the seventh in 13 tries 
for Waterford Stable’s colorbearer and 
increased his bankroll to $531,140. 

VALIANT GIRL (GB) SETS COURSE 
RECORD IN OMNIBUS STAKES 

Antoinette Oppenheimer’s Valiant 
Girl (GB) established a course record of 
2:21.95 for about ITs miles when she held 
off the hard-charging Parranda to capture 
the $60,000 Omnibus by a diminishing 
head Aug. 24. 

The previous mark on the turf with 
the rail set out 24 feet was established by 
Approved by Dylan in 2008, when he trav¬ 
eled the distance in 2:22.69. 

Trained by Graham Motion, Valiant 
Girl was ridden by Forest Boyce to her first 
stakes win. Even-money favorite Tabreed 
(GB) was another 1V 2 lengths back in third. 

Valiant Girl is a 4-year-old daughter 
of Lemon Drop Kid from the Mark of 
Esteem (Ire) mare Victoria Cross (Ire). 
The win was her third in 11 starts, good for 
$68,063 in earnings. 

NOVAK WINS RAINES AWARD 

It’s one of the most coveted tro¬ 
phies to win, and this year longtime New 
Jersey breeder and owner Everett ‘‘Ebby” 
Novak was named the 18th recipient of 
the Virgil “Buddy” Raines Distinguished 
Achievement Award. 

The Raines Award, instituted at 
Monmouth Park in 1996, honors men 
and women who have demonstrated a 
continuing commitment to the sport of 
Thoroughbred racing as owners or train¬ 
ers, and whose conduct has been exem¬ 
plary for professionalism, integrity and 
service to the sport. It is named for the 
late Raines, one of racing’s most venerable 
figures, who was a regular at Monmouth 
Park before his retirement. Raines trained 
horses for 65 years and won the 1962 
Preakness Stakes with Greek Money. 

Novak bought New Farm in Marl ton, 
N.J., in 1988 and employed Ben Perkins 
Sr. as primary trainer before the reins 
were passed on to Ben Perkins Jr. New 
Farm’s purple and black silks have been 
carried by dozens of stakes winners, 
including Conveyor, Appealing Skier, 
Sacred Honour, Meadow Monster, Phone 
the Doctor, Forest Heiress, Wild Snitch 
and Wildcat Heir, sire of New Farm’s 
2013 Grade 3 Jersey Shore Stakes winner 
Rainbow Heir. ^

defending champion Tune Me In. 

“He’s bigger and stronger since that 
Caider race. I think the time off helped 
him. Who brings a horse around better 
than Mr. Clement?” said Bravo, who won 
four races and both stakes on the Aug. 25 
card. 
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Clement enjoys a well-earned repu¬ 
tation for excellence with grass horses 
and the smart money says that no jockey 
knows the Monmouth course as well as or 
performs better on it than Bravo. Summer 
Front, a 4-year-old Kentucky-bred son of 
War Front and the El Prado (Jre) mare 
Rose of Summer, did his part as the even- 
money favorite in the field of six and ran 
to his pedigree. He covered the F/ie miles

Barn favorite Midas Terms bounces back 
from 10-month layoff for Simon, Ditter

R obert Okuda’s Midas Terms may not 
be a stakes star, but his triumphant 
return to the races was widely cele¬ 
brated by those that love and care for him. 

The 5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred geld¬ 
ing by Midas Eyes returned after a nearly 
10-month layoff due to injury to win a 
1 yi6-mile claiming race by 814 lengths, lead¬ 
ing aU the way under Josean Ramirez, 
Midas Terms is trained by Chuck Simon, 
who is primarily based at the Westhampton 
Training Center in Mount Holly, N.J., but 
maintains a string at Penn National with 
assistant Susan Ditter. 

Ditter helped care for the gelding dur¬ 
ing his recovery, and was understandably 
emotional after his huge win. 

“Pm so proud and happy for him,” 
Ditter said. “He’s the one horse in the barn 
that can always make you smile no matter 
how stressed or bad a day it is, and Pm not 
the only person he has that effect on. All 
he wants to do is make you happy, and he 
brings the best out in people. He’s almost 
like an overgrown dog—he just wants to 
please you. And thanks to aU the hard 
work by my crew here at Penn to make this 
happen.” 

Midas Terms wasn’t always so lovable 
around the barn. When he first arrived, he 
was the horse that nobody Hked. 

“He was a brute and a bit roguish, 
and he didn’t respect your space,” Ditter 
said. “He just wasn’t catching on to what 
we wanted him to do. So Chuck had him 
re-broke at the farm, and with consistent 
handling his great personality started to 
come out.” 

With more handling, Ditter noticed 
that Midas Terms started to love aU the 
attention and also loved being petted, and 
gradually he went from the horse everyone 
avoided to the one they all doted on. He 
also started to get better and better on the 


racetrack, breaking his maiden a year ago 
July and then placing twice before a signifi¬ 
cant injury sent him to the sidelines. 

The gelding was sent to a farm near 
Hummelstown, Pa., not far from Penn 
National, to recover, and it was there that 
he was trail-ridden and gradually made his 
remrn to the races. 

He is the only horse owned by Pitts¬ 
burgh-based Okuda, whom Ditter credits 
for allowing the horse to get the time he 
needed. She said local veterinarian Dr. 
Kate Papp also was instrumental in the 
gelding’s recovery. 

“Midas Terms is also a great example 
of when an owner does right by a horse, 
and then the horse does right by you,” she 
said. “Bobby (Okuda’s) main concern was 
to get him healthy again, and then we’d go 
from there.” 

“Susan (Ditter) did a great job nursing 
Midas Terms back to health, and you won’t 
find a more deserving owner in the sport 
than Bobby,” Simon said. 

Midas Terms is out of the Private 
Terms mare Wading Terms and was bred 
by Ron and Barbara RickHne’s Xanthus 
Farms in Gettysburg, Pa. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Another horse bred by Xanthus find¬ 
ing the winner’s circle was JAG Racing 
and Jettany Thoroughbred Corp.’s 3-year- 
old Shckuponatime, a rare ship-in from 
trainer Bill Mott. Shckuponatime, a son 
of Southern Success, was off the board 
in a maiden turf sprint at Saratoga in his 
previous start, but at Penn National found 
just the right combination for victory when 
switched to 6 furlongs on the dirt against 
Pennsylvania-breds Aug. 10. 

■ Kenwood Racing’s Long May You Run 
survived a long stretch bathe to break his 
maiden by a neck Aug. 9. A 2-year-old 


Pennsylvania-bred colt by City Zip, Long 
May You Run was guided to the wire first 
by Chnton Potts for trainer Mark Salvaggio. 

Long May You Run was purchased by 
Kenwood, which is based in Neptune, N.J., 
and headed by founder and racing manager 
Robb Levinsky, for $40,000 at this year’s 
OBS March sale of selected 2-year-olds 
in training. Long May You Run is owned 
by Kenwood partners and co-owners in 
Group 15, several of which were enjoy¬ 
ing their first wins, including Tony and 
Jeanne Montana, John R. Mozingo, Robin 
Cunningham, Bob Byington and Glenn 
Magala. 

■ Trainer Bernie Houghton unveiled 
another promising 2-year-old for owner 
Tom Me Clay as Evening Glow made a 
smashing debut Aug. 8. The Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Stephen Got Even ral¬ 
lied to a short lead mrning for home and 
then took off as if someone had given 
her a hotfoot, zipping under the wire 14% 
lengths in front of her nearest rival. 

McClay, one of the perennial lead¬ 
ing owners at Penn National, purchased 
Evening Glow from the consignment of 
her breeder, John R. Penn, at the Keeneland 
September yearling sale for $47,000. 

■ Jockey Carol Cedeno was injured Aug. 
3 after her mount, Hope Still Springs, 
clipped heels and fell at the top of the 
stretch during the seventh race. Cedeno 
sustained a fractured vertebrae but did not 
need surgery, according to Penn National’s 
director of racing, Dan Silver, and was 
expected to be out of action four to six 
weeks. Her mount, a 5-year-old son of 
Corinthian, did not suffer any injuries. 

■ James M. Courtney’s homebred Power 
of Snunner continued to live up to the 
expectations of Tim Kreiser as she 
scorched a field of eight fillies and mares 
in a $34,720 allowance Aug. 24. 

The 3-year-old Power by Far fiUy won 
the 5y2-furlong race by 6 widening lengths, 
and was timed in 1:03.84. 

Unraced at 2, Power of Snunner has 
won three times and placed five more 
times in 10 starts since launching her career 
in February, earning $110,950. She is a 
half-sister to Spring Dance, a stakes winner 
of $137,430 in training with Kreiser. 

Power of Snunner and Spring Dance 
are out of the Yarrow Brae mare Snunner, 
who earned $116,306 racing for owner/ 
breeder Courtney. Snunner produced a 
colt by Jump Start this year, and is the dam 
of a 2-year-old full-brother to Power of 
Snunner named Powerful Sun. ^

Fair Going 

Historic meet features another milestone 
for Leatherbury, titles for McMahon, Acosta

O n the same weekend that Susan 
Wantz’s Dance to Bristol inserted 
Maryland racing into the national 
conversation with her third consecutive 
graded stakes victory and first Grade 1 
triumph in the Ballerina at Saratoga, King 
Leatherbury quietly won the 6,400th race 
of his illustrious career. 

The major milestone didn’t get a lot 
of play because it came during the 10-day 
Timonium meet when the better horses 
competed out of state and took the spot¬ 
light with them. But in a way, it seemed 
fitting that a Living legend like Leatherbury 
would achieve the mark at a track steeped 
in history dating to 1887 when the first 
meet was held. 


‘Tt’s very nice, and it’s appropriate for 
me that the win came here because I 
knocked around the bull rings for quite a 
while,” said Leatherbury, who saddled Baku 
for his The Jim Stable before the 3-year- 
old Canadian-bred son of Survivalist won 
a 6-furlong race with 19-year-old appren¬ 
tice Jevian Toledo aboard Aug. 25. 

Timonium, with its five-eighths-mile 
dirt surface, is the sole surviving fair track 
east of the Mississippi now that the old 
Maryland and New England fair circuits 
with their bullring tracks are long gone. 
The old 42-day summer meet has given 
way for some time in favor of a short 
stand during the Pimlico and Laurel hiatus, 
although this year the days were stretched 
from seven to 10. 


‘‘This is the first year we’ve run 10 
days and I hope we go back to the seven 
days next year because that was perfect. I 
was a little short on horses, running those 
three extra days,” said director of racing 
Georganne Hale. 

Nonetheless, there was plenty to run 
for, with purses having grown to an aver¬ 
age daily distribution of $150,000 for 
seven daily races, with the increase due 
to the revenue spilt from the state’s casi¬ 
nos fueling the coffers of the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association. 
The figure put the purses better than those 
offered by Charles Town and on par with 
Penn National. 

Add in the $10,000 trainer bonuses at 
stake, and the competition got lively dur¬ 
ing the meet, which ran Aug. 23 through 
Sept. 2. But the relaxed and laid back fair 
atmosphere left over from a bygone era 
never changed. 

“I love Timonium. It was where I 
was introduced to racing. My father, who 
installed the sound system in the press 
box, always took me there with him,” 
said Maryland native Larry CoUmus, the 
voice of the Triple Crown and Breeders’ 
Cup on NBC and the track announcer at 
Monmouth and Gulfstream Park. “It’s not 
like any other place.”

Indeed. Timoninm is where families 
and state fair goers can wander right over 
from those attractions and enjoy an after¬ 
noon of racing. Cue the special effects and 
the sound track and you have an experi¬ 
ence the late Maryland racing and broad¬ 
casting legend Jim McKay used to term 
‘‘up close and personal.” 

Leatherbury echoed the sentiment. 

“The track is so small and everyone is 
so close to it” he said. “The fans can really 
get a close look at the horses. They hear 
the pounding of their hooves, the riders 
whistiing, and the noise of the whips. Ifs a 
great way to introduce kids and newcomers 
to the sport, and ifs a lot of fun.” 

Timonium is also a good place for 
young riders and those who don't get many 
out-of-town engagements with the better 
horses to pick up a paycheck and some 
notice. Toledo, who won his first race in 
his native Puerto Rico on New Year's 
Day, booted home four winners Aug. 25. 
Another apprentice, Chelsey Keiser, had a 
three-bagger Aug. 24. 

Journeyman J.D. Acosta took two races 
on opening day and notched four-win days 
on two separate occasions, including Sept. 
1. Even though he missed closing day 
because he was otherwise engaged at Parx, 
the 31-year-old native of the Dominican 


Republic won 16 races, bettering Travis 
Dunkelberger by six. 

“It takes a certain type of jockey to ride 
here,” Hale said. “Some jockeys love riding 
here while others don't want to put a foot 
on the racetrack. You do find jockeys rid¬ 
ing here who most people aren't famihar 
with. We even got some trainers even I had 
never heard of.” 

The leading trainer of the meet was 
Hugh McMahon, who picked up his sec¬ 
ond consecutive crown with nine wins, 
including three on closing day, to outrun 
Scott Lake (five wins). McMahon also 
claimed a $4,000 bonus for the most in- 
the-money finishes and most starts at the 
meet. Midwest Thoroughbreds, PTK LLC 
and King Star each won three races at the 
meet. 

Perhaps most importantly, Timonium 
signals a shift back to hve racing in 
Maryland. Pimhco's spring meet ended 
June 8 and Timonium is the bridge into the 
fall meet at Laurel, which started Sept. 19. 

“Timonium is the comeback to racing 
in Maryland,” said Hale. “We had aU sum¬ 
mer off and it was good to have racing 
back. Now I expect we'll have a very good 
meet at Laurel. Purses are up and the turf 
course looks beautiful. We're ready to roll.” 


CONFIDENCE BOOSTERS 

Timonium is also a good place for 
horses to get a taste of victory and build 
their confidence. 

Meant Every Tear, a 3-year-old Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred son of Sun King and 
grandson of 2013 Hall of Fame inductee 
Housebuster, won twice during the meet 
after being a non-factor in two previous 
lifetime starts in the maiden claiming ranks 
at Colonial Downs in June and July. 

The colt, owned and bred by PTK LLC, 
won a $16,000 maiden claiming test at GVi 
furlongs on opening day for trainer Dane 
Kobiskie and then took a $15,000 claiming 
test while in for a $10,000 tag six days later 
when stretching out to a mile. 

Mine N Gems, a 6-year-old gelded son 
of Mineshaft trained by Juho Cartagena 
and owned by Kryskaly Horse Racing Inc., 
was the only other two-time winner this 
year. After being best in a 4-furlong sprint 
for $4,000 claimers Aug. 25, he stepped all 
the way up to win a $31,000 allowance five 
days later. 

Clearly ideally suited to 4 furlongs, the 
pair of victories were Mine N Gems' first 
scores in nine starts this year and were just 
the fourth and fifth in his 27 lifetime out¬ 
ings. ^ 
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Around the Ovals Parx Racing 



decided to name this colt for him. There 
were a lot of tears in the winner’s circle, 
and we had a nice toast to Joe afterwards.” 

Honorable Judge’s debut was the first 
step toward emulating the success of his 
older brother, Afleet Again, winner of 
the 2011 Breeders’ Cup Marathon-G2, 
2010 Withers Stakes-G3, and earner of 
$695,299. 

“They may be full-brothers, but they 
don’t look much ahke,” said Reid, who 
also trained Afleet Again. “Aside from 
Honorable Judge being bay and Afleet 
Again being gray. Honorable Judge looks 
more like Afleet Alex, body-wise. He is 
much handier than Afleet Again, and has 
a big stride.” 

Nine days later Reid and Zacney hosted a 
very special guest on the Parx backstretch- 
former Philadelphia Philhes manager 
Charhe Manuel, who had just been given 
his walking papers by the team days before. 

Manuel was at the track to meet his 
equine namesake, a 2-year-old by Indian 
Charhe named Charhe Manuel. Purchased 
by Zacney for $250,000 at the 2012 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky Fall sale of selected 
yearhngs, the colt had his first work Aug. 
17, going three furlongs in :38.15. 

“He’s a big colt-he’ll probably be 17 
hands when he’s done growing-so I’m just 
taking my time with him,” Reid said. 

Reid said that Manuel signed auto¬ 
graphs for fans in the grandstand, and then 
went to Reid’s barn to see Charhe Manuel, 
where he posed for a few photos with the 
colt. 

REVOCATION AUTHORS 
STRONG RETURN FOR COLETTI 

Eddie Coletti Jr. is in the midst of a 
strong season training horses for a number 
of chents, including Fantasy Lane Stable 
and Arlene’s Sun Star Stable, which is oper¬ 
ated by A1 and Arlene London. 

Coletti saddled the impressive maiden 
winner Revocation for the Londons Aug. 
11. A 3-year-old son of Broken Vow, the 
colt grabbed the lead right out of the gate 
and never looked back, powering under the 
wire 10 lengths in front of first timer 
Devil’s Purge in 1:09.94 for the 6 furlongs. 
The race was Revocation’s first since Feb. 
24. 

“Revocation ran awesome after the lay¬ 
off,” Coletti said. “He’s turning into a nice 
racehorse. We had to geld him to help 
settle his energy and since we did that he’s 
turned the corner and ran hke he is sup¬ 
posed to. He’s a very stout horse, and not 
real tail.”

Reid sends out Honorable Judge to win, 
hosts former Phillies manager Manuel

T wo horses that bore the names of spe¬ 
cial individuals made up a memorable 
August for trainer Robert E. “Butch” 
Reid Jr. 

It all started Aug. 11 as the Parx back- 
stretch was abuzz with the news that 
Reid, who is always among the track’s top 
conditioners, was going to unleash a very 
promising 2-year-old in a $61,400 maiden 
special weight going 1 mile. 

Honorable Judge, a Pennsylvania-bred 
son of Afleet Alex out of Lucky Again, by 
Wild Again, was the lone first-time starter 
in the field of nine, and was sent off as 
the second choice. Under John Bisono, he 
settled in sixth through the first quarter 
mile, then raced within a length of paceset¬ 
ter and favored Tiz’naz until the far turn. 

As Tiz’naz began to tire. Honorable 
Judge rallied to the lead at the top of the 
stretch and then drew off down the lane 


with a flourish, flashing under the wire 6% 
lengths in front of Mr Brioni, with Tiz’naz 
fading to fifth. 

“I was surprised the race filled,” said 
Reid. “I always thought he wanted to go 
long, so it was perfect. From Day 1,1 knew 
he was going to be talented.” 

Honorable Judge is campaigned by 
Cash is King LLC, which is comprised of 
many of the same people that were part 
of the group when it campaigned cham¬ 
pion and dual classic winner Afleet Alex in 
2005 —Chuck Zacney of PhoenixviUe, Pa., 
Joe Lerro of Langhorne, Pa., and Barbara 
Judge of Surf City, N.J. 

The colt is named for Barbara Judge’s 
husband, Joe Judge, who was part of the 
original Cash is King group. 

“Barbara is carrying the torch,” Reid 
said. “After Joe passed away in January, 
they wanted to honor him somehow, and 
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The Londons purchased Revocation for 
$70,000 at the 2011 Keeneland September 
yearhng sale. His dam, Forestry's stakes- 
placed daughter Datttsdawayihkeit, is a 
half-sister to multiple stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed Tom or rows Sunshine.

■ Blane Servis, 26, became the newest gen¬ 
eration of the Servis family to find the win¬ 
ner's circle when he saddled Servis Racing 
Stables Inc.'s Bootieggin Cat to break his 
maiden in the fourth race Aug. 20. It was 
the first victory in his fifth attempt for 
Blane, son of John Servis. 

The Servis family has had a long his¬ 
tory at the Bensalem course and in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. Among them are the 
late Jack Servis, a longtime jockey agent; 
Jack's daughter Donna, who is currently an 
agent; Joe Servis, Jack's brother and a for¬ 
mer jockey and steward; Joe's sons Jason 
Servis, a trainer at Monmouth Park, and 
John Servis; and Eddie Plesa, a trainer at 
Monmouth and Florida, who is married to 
Laurie, Jason and John Servis's sister. 

■ Trainer Lou Linder Jr. is enjoying a 
career-best year and he saddled his 31st 
winner Aug. 26, two more than his former 
top total of 29 wins in 2012. 

Linder, who began training in 1977, 
has steadily increased his win total as the 
purses at Parx steadily ballooned thanks 
to slots revenues. And when Bran Jam 
Stable's and David W. Clark's Sir Newcastle 
broke his maiden Aug. 26, the $18,000 he 
earned boosted Linder's total earnings for 
the year past a career best $844,000.

Service for Ten returns from nearly 
six-month break to win Moscarelli Stakes

M ark B. Lapidus' Service for Ten 
returned from a break of six 
months with a vengeance, captur¬ 
ing the $50,000 Vincent A. Moscarelli 
Memorial Stakes in near track record time 
Aug. 10. 

When last seen, the 4-year-old Service 
Stripe gelding was coming off a disquali¬ 
fication in the $100,000 John B. Campbell 
Handicap Feb. 16 at Laurel Park, moved 
from second to third for coming out and 
causing interference in the stretch. 

Given some time off. Service for Ten 
made amends for that mistake with the 
Moscarelli victory. 

Sent off the second choice in the 
5-furlong stakes with Daniel Centeno 
aboard. Service for Ten again gave those 
that backed him a few anxious moments. 
He launched a furious bid from the back 


of the field, but Centeno elected to take 
him inside horses, where he was able to 
bull through and kick clear to a 214-length 
tally over Hamiltonian in a very quick 
1:02.71, just a shade off New Yawker's 
track record of 1:02.59 set in June. 

The $30,000 winner's share boosted 
Service for Ten's earnings to $152,510, 
and it was the Virginia-bred's sixth victory 
from 10 starts. Not a bad return on a horse 
claimed by trainer Damon Dilodovico and 
Lapidus for $25,000 in his second career 
start at Laurel last October. 

“My owner deserves all the credit for 
the claim and for us training Service for 
Ten," Dilodovico said. “He picked him 
out, had us look at him before the race near 
the paddock, and we dropped the slip. As 
for the Moscarelli Memorial, my assistant 
Mike Geralis followed the master plan per- 


fecdy in getting ‘Blackie' (Service for Ten) 
into this race. We got a great set-up and a 
great ride by Dan." 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Trainer Tim Ritchey unveiled a well- 
bet 3-year-old in June named Wynns 
Nighthawk, a son of Northern Afleet out 
of the Mister Jolie mare Jolie Hawk. 

If the pedigree sounds a little familiar, 
it should. Wynns Nighthawk is closely 
related to champion and dual classic win¬ 
ner Afleet Alex, also trained by Ritchey. 
Afleet Alex, by Northern Afleet, is a half- 
brother to Jolie Hawk, both being out of 
the Hawks ter mare Maggie Hawk. Wynns 
Nighthawk is also a full-brother to stakes 
winner and $317,492-earner Cash's Girl, 
also trained by Ritchey. 

Wynns Nighthawk was bred in Florida 
by T. Wynn Jolley, Jake Scott and Mary Sue 
Jolley and is raced by T. Wynn JoUey and 
Scott. 

The bay colt ran to his pari-mumel back¬ 
ing in his debut, winning by 5% lengths 
under Alex Cintron, then came back three 
weeks later at Delaware to finish second in 
the $50,000 Oh Say Stakes, unable to catch 
loose pacesetter Do It for Don. 

Ritchey brought Wynns Nighthawk 
back Aug. 15 in a conditional allowance 
at 5y2 furlongs and he responded with a 
rousing 4V2-length romp, nearly equaling 
the track record when winning in 1:03.18. 

■ Live Oak Plantation's Onepointhree- 
karats recorded her third career stakes win 
and second of the 2013 Delaware season 
when she led aU the way in the $50,000 
Unbridled BeUe Stakes Aug. 15. 

A $1.3 million Keeneland September 
yearling buy, the half-sister to stakes per¬ 
formers Friel's for Real, Litde Thunder and 
Ryan's for Real was again ridden by Jeremy 
Rose, who has been aboard for most of her 
starts. The 5-year-old MedagUa d'Oro mare 
is trained at Fair HiU by Graham Motion. 

Onepointhreekarats shot right to the 
lead from the start, set quick fractions, 
and won the 1 mile and 70-yard test by 
IV 2 lengths over Welcome Guest. Odds- 
on favorite Bryan's Jewel was another TIA 
lengths back in third. The time of 1:39.98 
was not far off the track mark of 1:39.20 
set by Distinct Vision in 2003. 

Rose said Onepointhreekarats was 
“very tactical" and that he could place her 
anywhere he wanted, choosing to send her 
to the lead and dictate the pace. 

The tactic worked and Onepointhree¬ 
karats won for the sixth time from 15 
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lifetime starts to boost her earnings to 
$249,989. 

■ Barry Irwin’s Team Valor has made 
its mark by winning stakes events with 
horses that carry international pedigrees 
and/or competed successfully in for¬ 
eign countries. The racing parmership 
unleashed Uruguayan champion Brujo de 
OUeros (Brz) in the $50,000 Carl Hanford 
Memorial Stakes Aug. 19, and he recorded 
his first American win by easily drawing 
away by 614 lengths in the mde and 70-yard 
test named for the late trainer of five-time 
Horse of the Year Kelso. 

Brujo de OUeros broke a 75-year-old 
track record in Uruguay in January 2012, 
prompting Irwin and Richard SantuUi to 
purchase the chestnut Wild Event horse. 
He disappointed in his first two American 
starts and was given some time to adjust 
to the change in continents. He opened 
2013 with a second in the Donald LeVine 
Memorial Handicap at Parx in June. 

'We sent him to BUI Recio in Ocala last 
winter, since BiU had a lot of past success 
working with horses from the Southern 
Hemisphere,” Irwin said. "He got him 
going and by the time the horse was ready 
to join Rick Mettee at Fair HUl in early 
May, he finaUy looked Uke he did when we 
bought him.” 

■ Jockey Kristina McManigeU was seri¬ 
ously injured just after the start of the sixth 
race Aug. 19 when her mount. Classical 
Destiny, chpped heels leaving the chute 
and tossed her to the turf. 

McManigeU, who was formerly based 
at Parx Racing and moved to Laurel Park 
earher this year, has been riding on and 
off at Delaware. She was motionless and 
unconscious near the inner raU by the 
sixteenth pole as the race continued. For 
safety purposes, two of Delaware’s outrid¬ 
ers positioned their mounts to the front 
and outside of her. 

Warning Ughts and sirens, placed at sev¬ 
eral points around the oval, were activated 
to alert jockeys that there was something 
amiss, and then as the field mrned for 
home the jockeys stopped riding when the 
outriders directed them to the outside rail 
and away from McManigeU. 

Stewards posted an inquiry as McMan- 
igell was loaded into the ambulance, and 
the race was declared a no-contest. 

The Kentucky native was transported 
to Christiana Care Medical Center, located 
just outside the main entrance to Delaware 
Park. Classical Destiny was not hurt.

Long Song 

Veteran Shakeyogroovething excels 
in track’s starter-allowance marathons

B ack in 1978, the duo Peaches and 
Herb had a gigantic hit with the song, 
‘^Shake Your Groove Thing” That 
toe-tapper has made a comeback in 2013, 
as ids been played at Presque Isle Downs, 
both to its on-track and simulcast audi¬ 
ences, after two rousing victories by Sherri 
Greenhilfs Shakeyogroovething. 

The 8-year-old gelded son of Dance 
Brightly has da 22 led Presque Isle punters 
the last few seasons with his performances 
in longer distance races, which the Erie 
track regularly cards as part of its mara¬ 
thon starter allowance series, worth a total 
of $255,000 in purses this year. 

The series starts with a race at 1% 
miles, then increases to 1% miles, 2 miles, 
2^8 miles, and concludes with a 2%-mile 
test, with each race’s purse increasing by 
$ 10 , 000 . 


In 2010, Shakeyogroovething won the 
2-mile race over Blue Mon (who, at 13 
years young, is still racing this season at 
Presque Isle) in 3:37.75. 

In 2011, Shakeyogroovething returned 
to win the same race but bettered his time, 
completing the distance in 3:33.11. He also 
capmred the 2%-mile race that year in the 
almost unheard-of time in this day and age 
of 4:00.19. 

In 2012, Shakeyogroovething added the 
2V8-mile race to his resume, while thus far 
in 2013 he’s won the 2-mile starter allow¬ 
ance segment of the marathon series. 

In that Aug. 15 race, with jockey 
Deshawn Parker aboard for trainer Jeff 
GreenhiU, Shakeyogroovething was never 
far off the leisurely pace set by longshot 
Sir Andrew, then after a mile began his 
steady march to the front. With Parker sit¬ 


ting patiently, the dark bay gelding rallied 
six-wide at the eighth pole and was able to 
get past Albany Road and hold back the 
rallying Curmudgeon to win by a head. 

The final time was 3:30.21, a new track 
record for the distance, and more than two 
seconds faster than his previous best time. 

Shakeyogroovething has made all but 
three of his 66 career starts for GreenhiU, 
who operates a spht stable between 
Turfway Park and Presque Isle. The geld¬ 
ing made his debut for GreenhiU at River 
Downs in 2007. After winning on May 11, 
2008, he was given by then-owner Laurie 
Hickman to another trainer, where he 
failed to win in his next three starts. 

Reunited with GreenhiU, Shakeyo¬ 
groovething proceeded to win on Aug. 5, 
2008, at River Downs going lVi6 miles, and 
has been with him ever since, although he 
is now owned by Greenhill’s wife, Sherri. 

“He is the 2-mile king at Presque Isle,” 
said GreenhiU, a 55-year-old native of 
Sheffield, Ala. “He’s an ama 2 ing horse, 
although you wouldn’t think that by just 
looking at him. He’s kind of slight, average- 
si 2 ed, but he can run all day. ActuaUy, he’s a 
stall-walker, so we always say that’s the rea¬ 
son he runs so weU in the marathon series - 
because he trains aU day in his staU.” 

GreenhiU also said that he beUeves 
Shakeyogroovething’s pedigree “screams 
two turns,” as he is out of the Rahy mare 
Hurrah Hurrah. 

Shakeyogroovething’s first win this year 
came in a 1-mile “non-winners of a race 
other than” allowance at Presque Isle, and 
GreenhiU joked that he was “probably the 
only horse eUgible for that race that was 
stakes-placed,” as he was second in the 
Sydney Gendeknan Memorial Handicap at 
River Downs in June 2012. 

The gelding has won 10 times and 
placed in 15 more in his career, earning 
$264,698. 

GreenhiU himself has an interest¬ 
ing background. A chemical engineer by 
trade, he worked for the Tennessee VaUey 
Authority from 1979 through 1994, direct¬ 
ing a project management department of 
more than 60 employees. 

While working for the TVA, he began 
purchasing weanhngs in November at 
Keeneland and pinhooking them at the 
Keeneland September yearhng sale. In 
April 1994, he took an early retirement 
package and moved to Kentucky to begin 
his training career. 

GreenhiU has had great success with 
getting the best out of older runners. Last 
year, he saddled 13-year-old El Bomba to 
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Cat’s Holiday, winner of the Malvern Rose Stakes for Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old fillies, is the fourth 
stakes performer from as many foals to race for Augustin Farm’s solid producer Dynamic Cat. 


his 15th career win in his 100th start, which 
came at Turfway Park. The Maryland-bred 
son of Signal Tap, bred by Pat Duffy and 
Rodney Jenkins, then made his 101st start 
and was retired by Greenhill soon after¬ 
ward. 

The story of El Bomba's 100th start 
even was the subject of a news feature by 
Channel 5, WLWT in Cincinnati.

Bold CurHn, a 3-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Curhn bred by Two 
Sisters’ Farm Inc., broke her maiden at 
Presque Isle in June, then was fourth 
against aUowance company before register¬ 
ing her second victory. 

■ Apprentice Taylor Rice found the win¬ 
ner’s circle in her first outing, piloting 
Giggle Fit to a front-running, 3^/4-length 
score Aug. 4. Rice, 25, is the daughter of 
trainer Wayne Rice and the sister of Kevin 
Rice, who trains Giggle Fit for his grand¬ 
father, Clyde Rice. Taylor Rice received the 
traditional shower of shaving cream, water 
and eggs when she returned to the jockeys’ 
quarters after her maiden-breaker. 

■ Augustin Stable’s Cat’s Hohday captured 
the first stakes victory of her seven-race 
career when she rebounded from a fifth in 
the Virginia Oaks-G3 to take the restricted 
$75,000 Malvern Rose Stakes Aug. 11. 

With Mario Pino riding for Graham 
Motion, the heavily-favored 3-year-old 
daughter of Harlan’s Holiday stalked the 
pace, made a big move at the quarter pole, 
and then humbled her five rivals, draw¬ 
ing away to nearly a 5-length score over 
Platinum Steele. 

Cat’s HoHday is the fourth foal out 
of stakes winner Dynamic Cat, by Dyna- 
former. AH four foals to race have been 
stakes winners or graded stakes-placed 
runners. Dynamic Cat’s first foal. Cat 
Park (by Tale of the Cat) was third in 


the Tropical Park Derby-G3; her second. 
Dynamic Holiday (a full-sister to Cat’s 
Hohday) won the Herecomesthebride 
Stakes-G3, and the third, Appeahng Cat 
(by Successful Appeal), was second in the 
Endeavour Stakes-G3. 

The Malvern Rose win pushed the total 
earnings of Cat’s Hohday to $84,359.

West Virginia Boy 

Beaten, bruised on trip to Monmouth, 
Lucy’s Bob Boy returns to winning ways

T he New Jersey Tourism Board won’t 
be using any recent photos of Lucy’s 
Bob Boy for promotional purposes, 
that much is certain. 

The decorated West Virginia-bred 
4-year-old gelding was showing the ill 
effects of a sketchy trip to Monmouth Park 
when he remrned to his home mrf at 
Charles Town for the Aug. 17 Frank Gall 
Memorial Stakes. The hometown favorite 
sported an unsightly plastic bubble cover¬ 
ing a right eye that got the worst of it in 
what trainer Sandra Dono was 99.9 percent 
sure was a pre-race mishap in the gate at 
Monmouth right before he ran in the July 6 
Salvator Mile-G3. 

‘We believe he banged his eye in the 
starting gate before the race,” Dono said. 
“It was aU blue. . . it looked like a bubble, 
like a frog’s eye.” 


In short, Lucy’s Bob Boy looked more 
like he’d been carousing on the Jersey 
Shore than managing to finish fifth despite 
that eye injury and losing his right front 
shoe in the mile test at Monmouth, his first 
trip for an out-of-town race. 

For Dono and owner Michael Furr, the 
close call of that eye injury was far worse 
than seeing Lucy’s Bob Boy’s five-race win¬ 
ning streak snapped. It got worse before it 
got better, as the swelling set in over the 
next few days. At first, Dono and her staff 
could barely even get a look at the damage. 
When the colt finally relented to open his 
tender eye enough to allow a peek, Dono 
gazed at an ulcer covering about a quarter 
of his bloodshot iris. 

“Luckily it never got infected, but the 
trauma from the bang was terrible,” Dono 
said. “It was horrible, it really was.” 


That injury was the first blip on what 
has been another outstanding year for the 
son of Flatter out of Love for Lucy, by 
Not For Love. He’d won his four previ¬ 
ous starts after coming off a spectacular 
3-year-old campaign topped by a victory in 
the West Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes 
against an accomplished field of older run¬ 
ners that included millionaire Russell Road. 

The injury was a real scare, but Dono 
never doubted Lucy’s Bob Boy would fuUy 
recover. By the time the Frank Gall came 
up on the schedule nearly a month and a 
half later, Dono worried more about the 
psychological effects of his injury. 

“He’s been training really well,” she said. 
“We had that mishap at Monmouth, so we 
were really concerned about how he’d run. 
The eye’s about 75 percent. We’re still not 
out of the woods with it, but he’s doing 
well and he’s training well with it. Obviously, 
it doesn’t seem like it hinders him. 

“The biggest thing I was concerned 
about was just how he broke from the 
starting gate, if he was going to break nice 
and sharp and everything. But he looked 
pretty good tonight. He did fine.” 

Sent off as the 1-10 favorite for the 
7-furlong race, Lucy’s Bob Boy had an 
uneventful trip under regular jockey 
Gustavo Larrosa as he set a brisk pace 
along the rail before drawing off around 
the far turn and widening his lead on run¬ 
ner-up Golden Set from there to score a 
comfortable 5%-length victory in 1:25.14. 

Dono said she wouldn’t hesitate to ship 
Lucy’s Bob Boy again, but the eye has to be 
100 percent for that to happen. 

“No soundness issues or anything like 
that, and he’s happy,” Dono said. “You 
give him a peppermint and he’s your best 
friend. He’s just a wonderful horse, he 
really is, and a character.” 

ONE STREAK ENDS, ANOTHER 
BEGINS FOR DOWN TOWN ALLEN 

Shipping issues also plagued another 
Charles Town standout, as the talented 
mare Down Town Allen had her six-race 
winning streak snapped with a misera¬ 
ble outing in the Aug. 3 West Virginia 
Secretary of State Stakes at Mountaineer 
Park. Owner/trainer/breeder John A. 
Casey was as perplexed as anyone. 

“She didn’t like shipping, she didn’t like 
something—I don’t know,” Casey said. “I 
was kind of upset, myself. I couldn’t figure 
it out. Running her back in a week is kind 
of hard on her, too, but she ran a big race.” 

Casey was referring to Charles Town’s 
Aug. 10 Sadie Hawkins Stakes, as his home-

H Jax and Jill had little time to sulk about 
that setback. Two weeks later, the daughter 


Speedster Jax and Jill chased home her elder Down Town Allen in a stakes, then made off with 
the Sylvia Bishop Memorial for 3-year-old fillies for Robert Cole and trainer Scott Lake. 
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bred daughter of Taylor Mountain Farm 
stallion Windsor Castle snapped right back 
into form with an impressive win in a 
rematch with top sprinter Jax and Jill. The 
two had met up earher in May’s Fancy 
Buckles Stakes, and Casey’s horse dropped 
down in distance to best Jax and Jill in the 
472-furlong test. This time, owner Robert 
Cole and trainer Scott Lake opted to move 
Jax and Jill up to try her luck at 7 furlongs. 

Casey and jockey Matt McGowan didn’t 
want to get into a speed duel, and their 
decision to lay back was a wise one. 

^‘Both of us said, if Jax and Jill keeps 
going we’re going to be running for sec¬ 
ond,” McGowan said. ‘‘Just sit off of her 
and kind of treat it hke a 472 (furlong) race, 
don’t try and get up on her until midway 
around that turn. She started gaining on 
her about midway around the turn, so then 
I was worried about the horses behind us 
because I knew we had Jax and Jill. 

‘We knew if we went head to head with 
her, we’d both end up killing each other. 
And with the way Down Town’s been run¬ 
ning the last year and a half, two years, it’s 
been just a lot easier to look at that and be 
able to take her back whereas before she 
never did that. Now that she’s matured, it 
makes it a lot nicer. She’s a lot more diverse 
filly.” 

Predictably, Jax and Jill went to the 
front while Down Town Allen watched 
and waited. She edged into second just 
past the half-mile marker. Heading into the 
stretch, McGowan finally let Down Town 
Allen cut loose and she did the rest, edging 
past the tiring Jax and Jill down the stretch 
before pulling ahead for the win in 1:25.02. 

“Jax and Jill ran a big race-it’s hard for 
a 3-year-old sometimes,” Casey said. “Jax 
and Jill is a nice horse. She kept on run¬ 
ning and she ran a big race. Mine’s a little 
bit older and htde more experienced, and 
that helps. We didn’t want to go with Jax 
and Jill—then we were both going to stop. 
They’re both the speed horses, so we just 
planned to just lay right off her hip and 
mrn for home, just try to outrun her.” 

As for that outlier effort at Mountaineer, 
McGowan didn’t have any answers. He cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t expecting a repeat at Charles 
Town, though. 

“This is her home turf,” McGowan 
said. “She loves it here.” 


Down Town Allen saw her winning streak stopped at six on a trip to Mountaineer, but got right back on 
the board wth her third consecutive win in the Sadie Hawkins Stakes, her 16th career stakes score. 


of Yes It’s True—Rain Song, by Intensity, 
was right back for another crack at that 
7-furlong distance in the $50,000 Sylvia 
Bishop Memorial Stakes for 3-year-olds. 
Cole’s horse was easily the class in the five- 
horse field and roared to a 6-length win in 
1:25.98. 

The victory boosted Jax and Jill’s mark 
to four wins in six races this year, with both 
setbacks being runner-up finishes to Down 
Town Allen. 

■ Three-year-old gelding Hidden Canyon 
recorded his first stakes victory Aug. 3 in 
the $50,000 Robert G. Leavitt Memorial. 


The state-bred son of Fiber Sonde had 
managed a runner-up effort as a 2-year-old 
in the Henry Mercer Memorial, and broke 
through under J.D Acosta in the Leavitt. 

Sent off as the even-money co-favorite 
along with second-place finisher In the 
Fairway, Hidden Canyon 2 ipped to the 
front and stayed there. In the Fairway kept 
the heat on over the sloppy (sealed) track, 
but the Lee Couchenour-trained Hidden 
Canyon had enough to win by 1V 2 lengths 
in 1:24.50 for 7 furlongs. Phyllis Susini 
owns the bay colt, who notched his third 
win in four tries for the year. ^

But who’s counting? 

Homebred upstart Italian Wedding gives 
Sheppard 14th New York Turf Writers Cup

S omeday, somebody will ask the ques¬ 
tion. ‘‘Did this guy really win this race 
that many times?” 

The guy is Hall of Fame trainer Jona¬ 
than Sheppard, and the answer will be 
yes he did. The Pennsylvania horseman 
collected his 14th New York Turf Writers 
Cup-Gl victory Aug. 22 when home¬ 
bred Italian Wedding stormed past bigger 
names to win the $150,000 steeplechase 
stakes at Saratoga. Sheppard's victory list 


started in 1979 with Leaping Frog and 
the roster includes the likes of Flatterer, 
Mistico (Chi) and Mixed Up. The group 
also consists of less memorable names 
such as Sermon of Love and Bisbalense 
(Chi). 

Italian Wedding fits with the lesser 
lights, for now, though Sheppard can take 
credit for producing another major winner 
from his breeding program. The Pennsyl¬ 
vanian bought Italian Wedding's grand- 


dam, Gemini's Gem, because she was 
a half-sister to top 1990s steeplechaser 
Victorian HiU. She won on the flat and 
over jumps, and produced Italian Wed¬ 
ding's dam Effervescent in 1996. The 
daughter of Citidancer won on the flat 
and over jumps. Her sons and daughters 
include three stakes horses—steeplechas¬ 
ers Cubist and Italian Wedding, improving 
turf mare Warm Glow (a Keeneland allow¬ 
ance winner last fall and third in Delaware 
Park's Rosenna Stakes over the summer) 
on the flat. 

“It's a good family,” Sheppard said. 
“Effervescent has been a great broodmare, 
even if it took a tittle while with this horse. 
It's rewarding because he was sort of tike 
not much more than a tittle kid's pony 
when we were breaking him as a yearling 
and a 2-year-old and stuff on the farm. 
Now he's rather surprised everybody.” 

He did it again in the Turf Writers, 
emerging from mid-pack to catch Mr. Hot 
Stuff and outkick veteran All Together and

the Sheppard-trained Martini Brother late. 
Bernie Dalton rode the winner, part of the 
heavily favored three-part Sheppard entry 
but easily a 4-1 shot on his own. Italian 
Wedding won by a length over All Together 
in 4:30.61 for IVb miles. Behind them 
came 2012 race winner Demonstrative, 
this year’s A.P. Smithwick-Gl winner Mr. 
Hot Stuff, two-time Smithwick winner 
Divine Fortune, previous Smithwick and 
Turf Writers winner Spy in the Sky and 
the much-ballyhooed English import Hunt 
BaU (Ire) in a field of nine. 

Italian Wedding hadn’t won in two years, 
but came into the race off a second behind 
Mr. Hot Stuff in the Smithwick three 
weeks earlier. Sheppard saddled four for 
the Turf Writers, and talked about the oth¬ 
ers before he mentioned the one he owned. 

“I could see him running a nice, honest, 
little race and getting a piece of it,” the 
trainer said. ‘‘Frankly, I didn’t expect to see 
him win, but that’s why we come over here 
in the afternoon.” 

Dalton agreed, but gave his horse every 
chance. 

“Going to the start, he just felt so sharp 
today, I had a lot of confidence in him, 
traveled, jumped great when I needed him, 
chipped in when I didn’t,” the jockey said. 
“I went past (Mr. Hot Stuff) at the top of 
the lane because the longer that horse 
travels without someone looking him in 
the eye, the better he’s going to go. I had 
him cooked, pinged the last, could hear 
the boys coming to me, so could he and he 
just picked up, in the end, in the last 10,12 
strides, he won a shade easy, Hke, ‘OK. OK. 
No problem.’ ” 

Sheppard dusted off Italian Wedding 
three weeks earlier when he finished sec¬ 
ond in the Smithwick. The 8-year-old 
gelding hadn’t run since finishing fourth in 
the Grade 3 Carohna Cup in March 2012. 
Three weeks later, Dalton placed him in 
the middle of the nine-horse field and 
simply followed the flow of the race. 

“I Hke to put an old horse Hke tdm 
where he’s competitive in the bunch, close 
enough that he doesn’t have to make up 
too much ground but far enough away that 
he can save a bit. If he’s good enough, he’U 
get there, if he’s not, he won’t.” 

He was, winning for the fourth time, 
nearly doubHng his career earnings and 
rewarding Sheppard’s patience. ItaHan 
Wedding won a novice stakes at Saratoga 


in 2011, and made two Grade 1 starts 
that faU. Never truly at that level, the son 
of Alphabet Soup came back to try open 
company again last spring and finished 
fourth behind 2011 champion Blackjack 
Blues (Ire). Sheppard blamed “lots of Httle 
things,” but ItaHan Wedding didn’t run 
again in 2012. 

“Nothing major, he just kept getting 
pushed back,” Sheppard said of the time 
off. He nearly came back last fall, but- 
looking at the condition book and his 
horse-Sheppard changed the play. 

“I got frustrated with all these sort of 
niggHng problems he kept having and 
there’s not much in the fall for a horse Hke 
him anyway. I just said ‘Why don’t we just 
forget about him? Give him the faU off 
and we’U have a nice fresh horse for the 
spring.’ Then, of course, everything was 
going fine and he popped a spHnt so he 
missed the spring too.” 

Prepped with distance work on the hiUs 
and fields at the farm, ItaHan Wedding 
went to Fair Hill Training Center for some 
works in July—cranking through 6-furlong 
moves on the Tapeta in 1:14 and 1:15 and 
change. Those aren’t much on paper, but 
fast enough for a steeplechaser. ItaHan 
Wedding remrned to the races, then gradu¬ 


ated to Grade 1 winner. Sheppard paid 
partial credit to the extended rest. 

“Maybe in a roundabout way that helped 
him mature and grow into himself and get 
better,” he said. “It’s hard to say but I don’t 
think it hurts a horse to have a Httle time.” 

ItaHan Wedding is a rare Sheppard 
homebred not foaled in Pennsylvania. 
Effervescent was in Florida to be bred 
to Running Stag when she deHvered the 
future Grade 1 winner. 

DISTAFFERS ON DISPLAY 

Beyond the big one, August at Saratoga 
showcased two stakes for fiUies and mares. 
They were formful. 

In the first, the $75,000 Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps Aug. 8, 5-year-old mare Take Her 
Tothe Top picked a good day to graduate 
the maiden ranks-storming through a 
crowd in the stretch to win going away by 
314 lengths for Arcadia Stable and trainer 
Jack Fisher. Ridden by Xavier Ai 2 puru, 
the winner came into the race off back- 
to-back seconds in maiden company. She 
caught The Grey Express (GB) on the 
final turn, lost a Httle time with a big leap 
at the last fence and then put her recent 
flat form to good use in deep stretch. The 
daughter of More Than Ready raced on 
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Three weeks after finishing second, Barnstorming biasted the competition in the 
Mickey Waish Memoriai novice stakes for owner/trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 


the flat for trainer Alan Goldberg, winning 
twice in 2011 and once last year before 
switching to jump racing with Fisher. 

Ai 2 puru rode the Kentucky-bred in her 
two earlier efforts and Hked her potential. 

“I really Hked this Httie filly all spring/’ 
said the jockey, who won two of the 
meet’s nine jump races. ‘When I was going 
through my rides coming up here she was 
the one I Hked the most. This fHly was 
running with confidence coming into this.” 

Aizpuru felt Hke he moved too soon at 
Fair HiU, when Take Her Tothe Top lost by 
a head to the talented Zafeen’s Pearl (GB), 
and didn’t let that happen this time. 

“It worked out great,” he said. “She met 
the last fence great and she’s got that Httie 
bit of flat speed. I had to sit in behind the 
group on the home turn but when the 
gap opened up she had the speed to get 
through there. Here, that’s huge, absolutely 
huge. If you’ve got one that has that, it’s a 
big advantage.” 

Three weeks later. The Grey Express 
showed how much she benefited from 
the Phipps by outrunning Cat Feathers 
and Take Her Tothe Top late to win 
the $75,000 Mrs. Walter Jeffords Stakes. 
Trained by Janet EUiot for Greg Hawkins, 
the winner sat second behind Quiet Flaine 
throughout, then kicked on to the front 
around the final turn. She led over the 
last, and had plenty left for the closers. Cat 


Feathers, a Saratoga stakes winner in 2012, 
raUied best to claHn second (IV 2 lengths 
behind the winner) with Take Her Tothe 
Top a half-length back in third. 

Ridden by Ross Geraghty, the winner 
made eight jump starts in Ireland, winning 
once in 2011, and was imported by Elliot 
with Saratoga 2012 in mind. That plan 
got scrapped when a fieldmate kicked her. 
Surgery to remove some bone chips by Dr. 
Dean Richardson at New Bolton Center 
put the daughter of King’s Theatre (Ire) 
back on target for 2013. She opened with a 
third in Atlanta in April, then disappointed 
when puUed up at NashviUe. Saratoga 
proved to be her forte, as she finished 
second at a big price Aug. 8 and won the 
meet’s steeplechase finale Aug. 29. 

“With a mrn to go, I thought she 
looked flat, I said, ‘She doesn’t look Hke 
she’s got much spark in her today’ ” said 
EUiot “He was riding her coming around 
the turn and nobody else was reaUy riding, 
I was thinking this is not a good sign. Then 
she got to the front and she seems to be 
pretty damn game when she reaches the 
front. When she digs in, she seems to be 
reaUy gutsy about it.” 

H A week before winning the Turf Writers, 
Sheppard showed everybody how it’s done 
with Barnstorming in the $75,000 Mickey 
Walsh Memorial novice stakes. Second 
three weeks earHer, the 7-year-old blew 


apart what looked Hke a competitive race 
with a bold move on the final turn and won 
by 6% lengths for jockey Sean McDermott. 

The on-track performance was far bet¬ 
ter than Barnstorming’s antics in the pad- 
dock, where he froze, lunged, plunged, 
backed into (and kicked) the fence in front 
of several spectators and generaUy made 
Hfe miserable for anyone within reach. 
Sheppard wound up taking the shank him¬ 
self, settHng his horse and moving on. 

The race was easy by comparison. 
Making his second start of the meet, the 
Thunder Gulch gelding raUied past most 
of the field on the final turn and drew clear 
late as the 6-1 third choice. Sacred Soul, 
part of a heavHy favored entry, wound up 
second with Extraextraordinary raUying 
late for third. 

Barnstorming nearly upset a similar 
race July 25 (when he came up a half 
length short of stablemate Martini Brother 
at 18-1) and responded with a similar 
effort for new jockey McDermott. The 
Irishman was impressed. 

“I sat on him the other morning, watched 
all his reruns and looked at his form,” he 
said. “Just turning in I was conscious to get 
outside (Sacred Soul) because I thought he 
was in a bit of a pocket and I thought he 
was traveHng weU. I wanted to hold him in 
that pocket, but my horse stays so I wanted 
to get kicking first because he’s all stamina. 
I was surprised to look round and see a 
bit of a distance between us, but we won’t 
complain about that.” 

Barnstorming was bred by Bruce 
Lunsford in Kentucky and raced twice 
on the flat for trainer Frankie Brothers in 
2009. Sheppard purchased him in time for 
a 2010 season, which included two jump 
wins and two tries on the flat. After two 
years on the shelf. Barnstorming emerged 
last fall for two starts. His 2013 runs have 
steadily improved with a fifth and two 
fourths before Saratoga. 

■ Sheppard won four races at the 
meet (Martini Brother, ItaHan Wedding, 
Barnstorming and Bluegrass Summer) to 
pace the trainers, foUowed by Fisher’s 
triple (AH Together, Mr. Hot Stuff and 
Take Her Tothe Top) and single scores 
by ElHot (The Grey Express) and Richard 
Valentine (Apse). . . Jockeys Dalton and 
Aizpuru won two apiece with singles going 
to Darren Nagle, Robbie Walsh, Paddy 
Young, McDermott and Geraghty. . . Field 
sizes for the nine races averaged 8.44. H

MEET BERNIE DALTON 



((I I ow old is that jockey?” 

It was an honest question. 

I I Good question. Posed by a 
fan minutes after the New York Turf 
Writers Cup in Saratoga Aug. 22. The 
jockey walked past. Looking at him, he 
looked young and old all at the same 
time. Gray hair and Life’s Lines across his 
face made him look old. The smile and 
the bounce made him look young. 

That’s what happens when you win 
a Grade L stakes at Saratoga. Riding 
jumpers is for young men, not old men. 
Bernie Dalton, somehow, is both. Built 
hke a corn stalk after a dry summer, he 
might look old, but he rides young. 

Dalton began his first foray at jump 
racing in England. The everyday grind 
of being a jump jockey in England has 
a way of stamping the inevitable into 
your soul. It’s a tough way to make a 
hving, driving hours each day for a ride 
or two, smashing around in the dead of 
winter, then getting back in the car to do 
it all over the next day. If you’re 18-time 
champion Tony McCoy, it’s tough but 
glorious and lucrative. If you’re Dalton 
or any of a number of others, many 
of whom have relocated to the United 
States, it’s mostly tough. 

“I didn’t pack up because I didn’t 
want to do it, I packed up because I was 
no good, I wasn’t getting any winners 
in England,” Dalton said. “I’ve got the 
experience, I can put them in the right 
place if they’re good enough, but I’m no 
Tony McCoy, you know?” 

Dalton went to Newmarket, becom¬ 
ing head lad for Alec Stewart and Luca 
Cumani, then took a job in Dubai. 
Funny how a short-term decision, a lark, 
can become a catalyst. 

“I got bored with being head lad in 
Newmarket, it was nice but it wasn’t 
what I wanted, I didn’t find it very ful¬ 
filling,” Dalton said. “I said I’d go to 
Dubai, how bad can it be? Sun and sand 
for six months. I ended up with Kiaran 
(McLaughlin) and came over here. As far 
as I’m concerned, it was the best move 
I ever made.” 

Dalton galloped the likes of Henny 
Hughes and Hall of Famer Invasor 


(Arg) for McLaughhn. AH class, those 
were easy. It was on the rogues that 
Dalton earned McLaughlin’s respect. 

“You’d watch them faU down and 
get back up and Bernie’s stiU sitting in 
the middle of their backs, hke, ‘OK, let’s 
go,’ ” McLaughlin said. “Always smiling. 
It was incredible.” 

McLaughlin eventually lost Dalton to 
steeplechasing. WeU, McLaughhn lost him 
to Kate Fit2patrick first. She brought her 
fumre husband to Camden, S.C., to break 
babies in the winter. It wasn’t Dubai or 
Florida, but it was different, a new place 
and an open door to the world Dalton 
had left back in England. In Camden, 
Dalton began jumping again, just school¬ 
ing for the httle guys, popping horses 
around the logs in the infield, the baby 
hurdles and then eventuaUy over the real 
hurdles. 

He rode his first American race in 
2004, won once. At first, he rode as an 
amateur, eventually turned professional. 
Last year, he guided Pierrot Lunaire to 
two Grade 1 wins and a championship. 


He and Kate engineered an upset at 
Saratoga a year ago when Cat Feathers 
took the Mrs. Ogden Phipps Stakes. Her 
Saratoga starts this year included a second 
in the Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords Stakes. 

When Sheppard caUed Dalton to see 
if he was open in the A.P Smithwick ear- 
her in the meet, Dalton knew what to do. 

“Mr. Sheppard caUs you, you say. Yes 
sir. Thank you,’ ” Dalton said. “You don’t 
need to know any more.” 

Sheppard put Dalton on Itahan 
Wedding. The veteran brushed off a 
15-month layoff to finish second in the 
Smithwick. Three weeks later, they won 
the Turf Writers. 

“Mr. Sheppard said to me. You’re 
nearly as old as me.’ I said, ‘Think of all 
the experiences we have,’ ” Dalton said. 
“It’s fantastic. I had a thrill of a hfetime 
last year, winning on Cat Feathers. I didn’t 
expect to win another race at Saratoga. To 
win a Grade 1, that’s a real bonus. It’s an 
absolute thrill. I feel hke I’m 12 again.” 

Not bad for 45.

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Getting Ahead 

Former trainer, jockey Smith handles 
Presque Isie racing secretary duties 



R acing is one of the few professional 
sports in which women are able to 
compete against men, whether ifs on 
the backs of Thoroughbreds as jockeys, or 
at the entry box as rival trainers. 

Yet in the upper echelon of racetrack 
management, in the frontside offices and 
on the backstretch, ifs definitely a man’s 
world. Whereas in the corporate world 
women have succeeded breaking through 
the glass ceiling on a regular basis, in racing 
women often have a more difficult time. 

Take, for instance, the position of rac¬ 
ing secretary, the top official in the racing 
office. It is not an easy job, and comes 
with a multitude of duties and responsi¬ 
bilities that include writing the races for 
each condition book, overseeing the race 
draws, supervising other racing officials 
and employees, and walking a fine line 
between what horsemen want and need, 
and what’s in the best interests of the over¬ 
all racing program. 

For many years, Georganne Hale was 
the only female racing secretary in the 
country, having been named to the post 
for the Maryland Jockey Club in 2000. Six 
years later, Allison De Luca became the 
second when she was named racing sec¬ 
retary at Tampa Bay Downs. And in 2011, 
Tracie Smith joined that select circle when 
she was promoted to racing secretary at 
Presque Isle Downs in Erie, Pa., for the 
2012 meet. 

In 2013, Smith faced the usual prob¬ 
lems that confront every racing secretary in 
the country, chief among them filling races 
amidst an ever-shrinking horse population. 
Yet she brings to her position knowledge 
from just about every aspect of the sport, 
having worked at one time or another as a 
stable hand, exercise rider, jockey, trainer 
and owner. 

The 42-year-old native of Canandaigua, 
N.Y, calls herself a ‘Barn brat,” having 
grown up on the backside of Finger Lakes 
Racetrack in nearby Farmington. 

“I was a hotwalker at age 6, as soon as 
I could handle a horse, for my father and 
my stepfather, who were both trainers,” 
she said. “When I was stiU in high school, 
I would go to the track and work in the 
morning, then go to school, and come 
back to the track afterwards.” 

Smith’s decision to transition into the 
saddle, first breaking babies and then get¬ 
ting her apprentice jockey’s license, was a 
somewhat unusual one.

wanted to ride because my father 
didn’t want me to,” said Smith. 

Her first winner as a jockey came at 
Finger Lakes in 1990 aboard a horse called 
Tere Nero. In December of that year, 
when the Finger Lakes meet ended, she 
moved her tack to Philadelphia Park (now 
Parx Racing), where she rode out her 
“bug” while also riding in New Jersey. 

“But it wasn’t my goal to be a jockey,” 
she said. “Pve always been poHticaUy incor¬ 
rect, and my mouth would get in the way. I 
didn’t hke riding horses knowing they were 
in over their heads. I had a bad attitude, 
and I never looked at riding as a career, 
anyway. It was just a way to get back at my 
father. I was happy to stop riding, but I 
loved the business and loved horses, and 
wanted to stay in the game.” 

After giving up riding in 1995, she 
worked as an exercise rider and assistant 
trainer for Mike Tammaro at EUis Park in 
Kenmcky, as well as for Tom Amoss and 
A1 Stall when they had horses at Hoosier 
Park. 


“It was a rollercoaster ride in Kenmcky,” 
she recalled. “I was already running the 
sheds for some very prominent trainers, 
and I was willing to go to smaller tracks, so 
I got my trainer’s license and was able to 
take some of their horses with me.” 

While Smith can’t recall the name of 
her first winner as a trainer, or the place it 
occurred, she does have distinct memories 
of her best runner. Flashing Ld, perhaps 
because the daughter of Lil E. Tee—Sky 
Flasher, by Ferdinand, currently resides as 
a “lawn ornament” on her property. 

As a juvenile. Flashing Lil was supposed 
to be sold at a 2-year-olds in training sale, 
but a snafu with her papers prevented 
her from going through the ring. Smith 
became her trainer, and she won her debut 
at Hoosier Park in October 2000. 

From there, the bay made 30 more 
starts and won four more times, including 
the $79,000 Decoration Day Handicap at 
Mountaineer in 2002, in which she scored 
by a head at 31 -1. By that time. Smith was 
also her owner, and she completed her 


career with earnings of $163,403, accrued 
before slots revenues at various tracks 
inflated purses. 

“When she was a 2-year-old she was a 
psycho, but then she grew up and became 
the best horse to be around,” said Smith. 
“She was moody and buU-headed some¬ 
times, but all she wanted to do was run. I 
could ride her bareback through the stable 
area, and to this day I can trail ride her. It 
was a case of the horse making the trainer; 
she made me, I did not make her. She was 
hghtning in a bottle.” 

Upon her retirement. Smith bred 
Flashing Lil and she produced four foals. 

“That was a bad mistake, breeding her,” 
she said. “Not one of her foals panned 
out, and only one (Coruscation, by Came 
Home) broke his maiden (at Presque Isle 
in 2011).” 

Also in 2002, Smith garnered some 
media attention during the Saratoga meet 
when she remrned to the saddle after a 
nearly eight-year hiams to ride a 2-year-old 
colt she also owned and trained. Newsman,

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in his career debut. “Tracie Smith a One- 
Woman Show” was the headline in one 
publication, and the article chronicled her 
odyssey that day 

^‘Newsman was not a good boy in the 
gate, and I didn’t want to get anybody else 
hurt that didn’t know him,” she recalled, 
^dt was fun to ride him, and after the race 
(he finished eighth) I fired the jock.” 

After Flashing Lil’s retirement in 2002, 
Smith continued to train for several more 
years, but in 2006, after saddling seven 
horses without success, she decided to give 
up her Finger Lakes-based stable. 

“I was carrying horses for non-paying 
owners, and I was sick of it,” she said, ‘d 
told them to take them, because I couldn’t 
do it anymore. My horses were my kids, 
and I spent a lot of my own money on 
their care and upkeep. I found good homes 
for the horses the owners didn’t want, and 
I said, d’m out, Fm done. I’m moving 
on.’ ” 

At that point. Smith said. Finger Lakes 
needed a racing official, so she applied for 
and got the position, which was a ‘dover.” 
Basically, she said, she had to learn every 
job in the racing department so she could 
fill in if necessary. 

^^One month later, a placing judge got 
sick, and I took over full-time for the rest 
of the meet,” said Smith. The following 


year, 2009, she took a job at new Presque 
Isle Downs as a placing judge. 

‘d had gotten to know Track pretty 
well when our racing secretary quit in the 
middle of the meet (2011), and then our 
assistant racing secretary left,” said Debbie 
Howells, Presque Isle’s director of racing. 
‘‘Everyone in the racing office stepped 
up to get the job done, and Tracie was 
promoted to our racing secretary for the 
2012 season.” 

Howells said she saw several qualities in 
Smith that made her the right choice. 

“People tend to look to her for direc¬ 
tion, and she works well with those in the 
office and also with trainers and owners,” 
said Howells. “She is authoritative, but will 
listen to suggestions, not demands. She is a 
proven commodity.” 

“I am very grateful for the opportu¬ 
nity,” said Smith. “I still have a horseman’s 
mindset, and stiU think about the back- 
stretch and what the racing office can do 
for horsemen. I understand their concerns 
because I’ve been there, done that. I have 
a very open-door policy. My biggest chal¬ 
lenge is putting on a good card with good 
fields, because as you know we have a 
horse shortage nationwide. But we have 
a great colony of trainers that come back 
every year. We have a wonderful surface, 
a great location and we’ll work with any¬ 


one to try and make them happy. We get 
numerous compliments from horsemen 
who say they feel hke they have friends in 
the racing office.” 

Because there are so few female racing 
secretaries in the country, most trainers 
and owners have had htde experience with 
them. Butin the case of Smith, her gender 
has had no impact on her ability to handle 
the demands of the job, according to Joe 
Martin, Presque Isle’s leading trainer last 
year. 

“She’s really holding her own,” said 
Martin. “She doesn’t take too much junk 
from too many people, and she doesn’t get 
pushed around easily. I think she’s doing a 
good job, and I think she’s going to con¬ 
tinue to do a good job going forward.” 

Martin said that he’s never been at a 
track before where the top two positions - 
director of racing and racing secretary- 
were filled by women. 

With Presque Isle’s meet now over. 
Smith win head home to Canandaigua, 
where she becomes a full-time mom to her 
7-year-old son. 

As for her position as Presque Isle’s rac¬ 
ing secretary. Smith is quick to emphasize 
that it is a team effort. 

“We’re a great team here,” she said. “We 
work together, hand-in-hand, with the goal 
of putting on a great show.” ^

Veterinary Matters 


Safe and Sound 

Wound care a key ingredient 
to equine heaith after an injury 


W ounds are one of the most 
common equine emergencies. 
Immediate attention can make an 
important difference in how weU a wound 
heals. Treatment of wounds varies based 
on opinions from owners, trainers and vet¬ 
erinarians. This article outiines how to treat 
a wound immediately, describes appropri¬ 
ate wound treatments, and explains the 
process of wound heahng. 

FIRST AID 

Upon finding a wound, the horse 
should be moved to a safe location to 
prevent further injury and help calm the 
animal, but only if the horse is able to walk 
on its own and the simation is secure. The 
horse can be sedated if there is medication 
on hand prescribed by your veterinarian to 
help calm an anxious animal. 

The next step is to control bleeding. 
Direct pressure with a clean towel or stable 


wrap should help control the bleeding. If 
bleeding starts to soak through the wrap, 
apply another layer and keep pressure on 
the wound. In most cases, the bleeding 
win stop unless a large vessel is injured. 
The average horse has about 12 gallons 
of blood and can safely lose 10 percent 
without needing a transfusion. 

Once the bleeding has stopped, the 
wound should be thoroughly cleaned and 
examined. Flush the wound with copious 
amounts of water and clean it with a dis¬ 
infectant scrub to remove debris. During 
the cleansing, evaluate the wound to deter¬ 
mine if further treatment, or a call to the 
veterinarian, is warranted. 

When assessing the severity of a 
wound, important points to remember 
are “size doesn't matter" and “location, 
location, location." Large wounds are not 
always as bad as they may at first appear, 
and many small puncture wounds may be 


much worse than owners think. Location 
is the key. Are the wounds located over 
a joint or a tendon sheath? Is the wound 
over the chest or abdomen? Is the wound 
in an area of high motion where healing 
wiU be hardest? 

In most cases, the vet should be called if: 

• Bleeding continues after pressure is 
apphed. 

• The wound is over a joint, tendon 
sheath, or penetrates the thorax/abdomen. 

• The wound is deep or has a large flap. 

• The horse is lame (more than a mild 
lameness expected as a result of a wound). 

• The horse's tetanus vaccine is due or 
expired. 

A good first aid kit should at mini¬ 
mum contain clean towels, rolled gauze 
and packaged gauze square, surgical and 
duct tape, scissors, leg wraps, Vasehne, 
thermometer, Betadine or similar surgical 
scrub. 

Sphnting a fracmred leg or a breakdown 
injury can be life-saving if appHed cor¬ 
rectly, but can cause more injury if apphed 
in the wrong way. Talk to your veterinarian 
if you think your horse has a fracture or 
breakdown and he or she can give instruc¬ 
tions on the apphcation of a sphnt, if 
needed. 

CREAMS, RUBS, EMOLLIENTS, 
OTHER VOODOO TREATMENTS 

Many creams and emollients are “guar¬ 
anteed" to lessen scarring and give positive 
results, but advertisements with images of 
awful wounds that healed without a scar 
(“before and after" scenarios) do not prove 
the product is effective. In most cases, it is 
best to stick to the basics of cleaning the 
wound and applying clean, dry bandages. 
In some cases use of speciahzed creams 
during heahng may be advisable, but first 
check with your veterinarian. Research any 
products you plan to use on your horse. 

VETERINARY DIAGNOSTICS 

Wounds over joints and tendon sheaths 
need to be assessed and treated quickly. 
It is not always obvious if a wound has 
penetrated an important structure. There 
are several ways to test if this has hap¬ 
pened. For example, a sterile solution can 
be injected into the joint or tendon sheath; 
if they have been penetrated the liquid wiU 
leak out of the wound, which indicates that 
more advanced treatment is necessary. 

Radiographs or an ultrasound may also 
be used to determine if damage to under¬ 
lying structures has occurred. Although

many subtle bone changes may not appear 
at first, it can still be helpful to have this 
baseline information if a problem arises 
later. 

VETERINARY TREATMENT 

Your veterinarian should decide wheth¬ 
er to suture the wound based on the loca¬ 
tion, si 2 e and contamination of the wound. 
Many techniques can be used to close 
wounds. Often damaged skin (to which the 
blood supply has been lost) is closed over 
a wound to serve as a ^‘biological band- 
aid” to protect the underlying structures. 
Even though this skin may not survive, 
the tissue left underneath will be healthier 
than it would have been had the skin been 
removed at the outset. 

Splinting or casting a leg may also help 
to limit motion. Although the cast may 
add to the initial cost, fewer bandages and 
shortened healing time can make it more 
affordable in the long run. 

ADVANCED TREATMENT 

Skin grafts and regional Hmb perfusions 
are two effective wound treatments, espe¬ 
cially for the more-challenging cases. 

Skin grafting can be used in large 
wounds when it is important to limit con¬ 
traction and scarring. Several methods are 
used for different purposes. We commonly 
use punch or pinch grafts, a cost-effective 
technique that often can be done while the 
horse is standing. However, it does lead to 
the least cosmetically appealing outcome, 
while stiU having a successful functional 
outcome. Full or partial thickness sheet 
and mesh grafts are more effective cos¬ 
metically to cover larger areas, but those 
techniques require special expertise and 
equipment, and possibly general anesthe¬ 
sia, resulting in added expense. 

Regional limb perfusions (RLP) are rel¬ 
atively new methods of treating infections 
in the lower limbs. The process consists of 
placing a tourniquet on the limb and filling 
the leg with antibiotics for a short period 
of time. Research has shown that RLPs 
can dehver higher levels of antimicrobials 
to the site of infection with less cost and 
fewer side effects than with systemic (inter¬ 
nal) administration of antimicrobials. This 
can be very helpful as an additional therapy 
for wounds on the lower Hmbs. 

WOUND HEALING 101 

Wound heahng is accomplished in three 
phases: inflammation, proliferation and 
remodehng. These phases do not happen 


in a series, but instead occur simultane¬ 
ously to accomplish healing. The process 
begins as soon as damage occurs and con¬ 
cludes when the heahng is complete, either 
with new skin growth or scar formation. 

Inflammation begins with the release 
of “chemical attractants” and inflamma¬ 
tory mediators from the platelets that have 
arrived to clot any leaking vessels. These 
attractants draw white blood cells to the 
scene. 

The various white blood cells then clean 
up the wound by kiUing bacteria, removing 
dead tissue, and further releasing chemicals 
that aid in wound heahng. If this doesn’t 
happen, the wound won’t heal. 

The prohferation phase starts as fibro¬ 
blasts (specialized cells) move into the 
wound area. They lay down a network of 
collagen to frame out how the wound will 
heal. New blood vessels are formed across 
this framework giving the new connective 
tissue (granulation) a distinctive red color. 
Once the framework and blood vessels 
are in place, the new skin can move across 
the granulation tissue. Skin cells from the 
adjoining area will migrate across to try to 
mend the gap. This new tissue appears as a 
pale pink area on the wound edges. 

Remodehng occurs at the same time 
with maturation of the wound tissue, lead¬ 
ing to increased strength. While scar tissue 
is not as strong as the original skin, the 
maturation process with crosshnking of 
the network aids in strength. Speciahzed 
“muscle-hke” cells in the wound bed con¬ 


tract during this phase to close the gap, 
making the skin migration quicker. This 
contraction is helpful in some cases, but 
can cause problems if it hmits motion over 
a joint or other high-motion area. 

Wounds can heal by primary, delayed 
primary, or second intention heahng. 
Primary wound heahng occurs when a 
wound is closed or brought together sur¬ 
gically. This leads to the least scarring 
and best cosmetic outcome, but requires 
limited motion and a non-infected wound. 
If the wound is heavily contaminated, the 
wound can be left to granulate, at which 
time the granulation tissue can be removed 
and the wound closed (delayed primary 
closure). In large wounds, wounds in high 
motion areas, or very heavily contaminated 
wounds, they can be left to granulate, con¬ 
tract, and heal, otherwise known as second 
intention heahng, less cosmetically appeal¬ 
ing but sometimes necessary due to the 
size and location of the wound. 

At some point horse owners will be 
faced with treating a wound. Remaining 
calm and having the right supphes avail¬ 
able are essential. Make sure that those 
who care for your animals are prepared for 
an emergency. Being prepared and know¬ 
ing what to look for will give you the best 
chance of success. ^

Freedom Child joins roster 
at Maryland’s Country Life 


C ountry Life Farm bolstered its stal¬ 
lion roster with the addition of Malibu 
Moon's 3-year-old son Freedom 
Child, one of five graded stakes winners 
in 2013 (through Sept. 1) for the top- 
five nationally ranked sire. The bla 2 e-faced 
chestnut has been retired to stand at the 
Bel Air farm for the 2014 breeding season, 
where he will be joined by Merryland Farm 
stallions Cal Nation and Friesan Fire in the 
newly renovated stallion barn. 

Freedom Child made his final start in 
Saratoga's Jim Dandy Stakes-G2 July 27, 
a httle over two months after winning the 
Peter Pan Stakes-G2 at Belmont Park by a 
record 1314 lengths, leading at every call in 
the 1 Vs-mile test over a sloppy track. 

The $350,000 Fasig-Tipton Saratoga 
yearhng was campaigned by West Point 
Thoroughbreds, St. EHas Stable and B. 
Wayne Hughes' Spendthrift Farm, making 
eight starts and earning $170,072. 


A maiden special weight winner going 
1 Vs miles at Gulfstream Park in March, the 
Tom Albertrani-trained colt hit the board 
in three of his first four starts at 3 —he 
was declared a non-starter in the Grade 1 
Wood Memorial when held by a member 
of the gate crew at the break. Following his 
Peter Pan win. Freedom Child competed 
in the Belmont Stakes-Gl, but reportedly 
displaced his palate in the classic when fin¬ 
ishing 13th. 

Freedom Child arrived at Merryland 
Farm's training barn in Hydes Aug. 9. 

MaHbu Moon, bred and raced by B. 
Wayne Hughes, launched his smd career at 
Country Life, which continues to own an 
interest in the stallion. Malibu Moon's first 
foals came to the races a decade ago and 
the success of his initial two crops, which 
yielded Eclipse Award-winning juvenile 
Declan's Moon, prompted the decision to 
move the son of A.P. Indy to Kentucky. 


Malibu Moon is the sire of this year's 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Orb and at 
least one graded stakes winner in each of 
his 11 crops to race, including 2013 juve¬ 
nile Corfu, winner of the Saratoga Special 
Stakes-G2. 

Freedom Child is the third winner from 
three foals of racing age for Bandstand, a 
daughter of Deputy Minister and Grade 
1 winner City Band (by Carson City). City 
Band, winner of Santa Anita's Grade 1 
Oak Leaf Stakes at 2 and an earner of 
$607,419, has also produced stakes winners 
Weather Warning and Foolishly, the latter 
dam of multiple stakes winner St Liams 
Halo. Another daughter. Storm Tide, is the 
dam of Illinois Derby-G3 and Hollywood 
Prevue Stakes-G3 winner American Lion, 
an earner of $417,800 in nine starts. 

Freedom Child's third dam, stakes win¬ 
ner Wedding Band, is also the third dam of 
2012 champion 2-year-old Shanghai Bobby 
($1,797,000, Breeders' Cup Juvenile S-Gl, 
Champagne S-Gl, etc.). 

Spendthrift and West Point will remain 
partners in Freedom Child, and will sup¬ 
port him with mares. A stud fee has yet 
to be set. 


West Virginia freshman sire 
On Eagles Wings takes flight 


J ohn McKee and Cynthia O'Bannon's 
most recent Beau Ridge Farm stalMon 
to get off the ground is On Eagles 
Wings, whose oldest foals are now 2. The 
9-year-old stallion's first winner came on 
Aug. 25 at Charles Town as McKee's home¬ 
bred Roy's Eagle soared home in a 4V2-fur- 
long maiden special weight. 

The McKee-trained fiUy took the lead at 
the top of the stretch and widened to the 
wire in her third career start. Out of Das Is 
AUes (by Roy), Roy's Eagle is a half-sister to 
multiple stakes-placed Roy's Song (by Beau 
Ridge stallion Fiber Sonde). 

On Eagles Wings is the latest lightly 
raced, exquisitely bred stallion to find suc¬ 
cess for McKee and O'Bannon. A son of 
sire of sires Gone West out of champion 
Soaring Softly, the dark bay was purchased 
by B. Wayne Hughes for $700,000 at the 
Keeneland September sale in 2005. 

On Eagles Wings managed only one 
start, finishing fourth at Santa Anita, but 
left an impression. Trainer Richard Man- 


deUa sent out the 4-year-old as co-second 
choice in the field of 12 for the IVs-mile 
maiden special weight on the mrf On 
Eagles Wings rallied from last, 2 OV 2 lengths 
back after the first quarter mile, to finish a 
little over a length behind the winner. 

On Eagles Wings is out of Echpse 
Award-winning mrf mare Soaring Softly, a 
daughter of Kris S. who won seven of her 
eight starts in her championship year in 
1999, topped by her score in the Breeders' 
Cup FiUy and Mare Turf-Gl at Gulfstream 
Park as well as the Grade 1 Flower Bowl 
Invitational and Grade 2 victories in the 
New York and Sheepshead Bay Handicaps. 
She amassed $1,270,433 from 16 career 
starts. Her five winners from seven foals to 
race include stakes winner Much Rejoicing, 
stakes-placed Shine Softly, and the dam of 
stakes winner Spring to the Sky. 

On Eagles Wings' second dam, grad¬ 
ed stakes winner Wings of Grace, also 
produced Yellow Ribbon Invitational 
Stakes-Gl winner Plenty of Grace, 


a five-time graded winner of $744,499 
and granddam of $1,467,401-earner Dia¬ 
bolical. A multiple graded stakes-win- 
ning sprinter who placed in the Grade/ 
Group 1 Dubai Golden Shaheen, Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash and Carter 
Handicap, Diabohcal also finished second 
in the Breeders' Cup Turf Sprint. His half- 
sister, What a Name, won this year's Prix 
Imprudence-G3 and was a group winner 
and Group 1-placed as a juvenile in 2012. 

Also appearing in the family, which 
traces back to blue hen mare Soaring 
(by Swaps), are Canadian champion 
2-year-old filly Wavering Girl, the dam 
of Grade 1 winner Military; Puerto Rican 
champion 2-year-old filly TonadiUa; and 
Grade/Group 1-winning millionaires 
Noble's Promise and Super Cool. Other 
graded winners include $873,288-earner 
and sire Tricky Creek; $794,995-earner 
Parade Ground and his full-brother, 
$712,507-earner Parade Leader, both 
Group 1 sires; Midway Magistrate, an 
earner of $555,016; $442,118-earner New 
Economy; and stakes-winning juverdle filly 
and stakes producer Speed Dialer. 

On Eagles Wings has six foals in his 
first crop. He stands for $1,000 live foal, 
payable when the foal stands and nurses.

West Virginia’s Reai Estate 
now a sire, but still racing 


P eter Blum stood his homebred stal- 
hon Real Estate at Dr. Maurice 
“Tim” Casey's Mare's Nest Farm in 
Shenandoah Junction, WVa., for three sea¬ 
sons, and the first crop has come to the 
races this year. 

“We are very happy with his babies,” 
said Casey. “They are quite promising.” 
And the first to start, the 2-year-old colt 
Sharp Razor, showed his ability by win¬ 
ning a 6 F 2 -furlong maiden special weight at 
Charles Town Aug. 29. 

Surprisingly, three weeks earlier, 9-year- 
old Real Estate made his eighth start of the 
year for Blum and trainer H. Allen Jerkens 
in a claiming race at Saratoga. Quite the 
mrnaround in the stallion's career. 

“I hope to get him back,” said Casey. 
“He has a future as a stallion.” 

Real Estate left Mare's Nest in Decem¬ 
ber 2012 after Blum discussed the possi¬ 
bilities of returning his former stakes win¬ 


ner to the track. The 16.3-hand dark bay 
son of multiple Grade 1-winning million¬ 
aire High Yield is a very good horse to 
work with, said Casey, a trait he has passed 
on to his babies. “They have motors but 
aren't stupid,” noted Casey. “They are big— 
16 hands as yearlings and big-bodied—but 
they have good minds.” 

The speedy Real Estate has had an 
unusual racing career. In his only start at 
2 , he broke awkwardly, raced greenly, and 
managed to get up to win a 7-furlong 
maiden special weight at Belmont Park 
over eventual graded stakes winner Most 
Distinguished. He didn't run again for 
nearly 17 months. 

He made six starts in 2008 at 4 and 
won three, including the $100,000 James 
B. Moseley Sprint Handicap at Suffolk 
Downs, leading throughout the 6 furlongs 
in 1:08.82. His next start came 4 y 2 years 
later. He's won once and was second once 


in eight starts this year, pushing his earn¬ 
ings to $190,545. 

Real Estate is one of three foals to race, 
all stakes winners, for his stakes-winning 
dam Sassy Pants (by Saratoga Six). His 
half-sisters are Grade 1 winners Madcap 
Escapade and Dubai Escapade. 

Millionaire Madcap Escapade won 
seven of nine starts, six stakes. Her auction 
history includes selling for $6 million at the 
2006 Keeneland November sale while in 
foal to Pulpit, with the resulting foal being 
Grade 1 winner Mi Sueno (who sold as a 
weanling for $1.7 million). 

Dubai Escapade, a $2 million Barretts 
sale 2 -year-old, won six of her eight starts 
and earned $427,050. 

Real Estate has 15 2-year-olds and 14 
registered yearlings to date. He did not 
cover any mares in 2013. “He is very fertile 
and an easy breeder,” said Casey. 

Sharp Razor, bred by Casey out of 
stakes producer Trellis, by Baederwood, 
was sold by the breeder at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic's Eastern Fall Yearling sale for 
$9,500 to Dimitri Racing Stable, under 
whose colors he races. Sandra Dono is his 
trainer. 


Pennsylvania stallion 
Fastness dead at 23 


M ultiple Grade 1 winner and champi¬ 
on sire Fas mess (Ire), who came to 
stand in Pennsylvania in 2003, died 
in July at Timber Ridge Farm in Felton due 
to infirmities of old age. He was 23. 

One of the nation's leading mrf run¬ 
ners in the mid-1990s, the Irish-bred son 
of champion Rousillon launched his career 
in France where he was a stakes winner at 
2 and group-placed the next year before 
coming to the U.S. late in his 3-year-old 
season. The gray would go on to win seven 
of 14 starts on this side of the Atlantic, 
including back-to-back runnings of Del 
Mat's Grade 1 Eddie Read Handicap. 

Fastness set a course record at 
Hollywood Park in the Grade 2 Citation 
Handicap, touring IVs miles in 1:44.78, 
and equaled the l-mile mark when win¬ 


ning Hollywood's Shoemaker Breeders' 
Cup Mile-G2 in 1:32.74. He won six stakes 
and placed in seven others, most notably a 
second in the 1995 Breeders' Cup Mile-Gl 
at Belmont Park. From 24 career starts, he 
won nine times and earned $1,581,165. 

Retired to Gainesway in Kenmcky in 
1997 where he stood for six seasons. 
Fas mess moved to Pin Oak Lane Farm in 
New Freedom, Pa., just as his best runner, 
Le Cinquieme Essai, was concluding his 
championship campaign as Canada's lead¬ 
ing 3-year-old colt of 2002. That season Le 
Cinquieme Essai capmred the second leg 
of the Canadian Triple Crown, the Prince 
of Wales Stakes. He would continue to 
race six more years and retired with eight 
stakes wins and earnings of $1,340,908. 
The gelding won consecutive runnings of 


Woodbine's Grade 2 Play the King Stakes, 
as well as the Grade 3 Connaught Cup. 

Fasmess moved to a number of differ¬ 
ent farms in Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
before landing at Timber Ridge Farm for 
the 2009 season. He is the sire of addi¬ 
tional stakes winners Make the Bend and 
Multiplicity, and 174 starters who have 
earned nearly $6 million. 

Out of stakes winner City Fortress 
(GB), a daughter of Troy, Fasmess was 
a half-brother to Desert Boy, an earner 
of $3,825,146 and Hong Kong's cham¬ 
pion miler four times as well as cham¬ 
pion sprinter. The family counts doz¬ 
ens of graded/group winners, including 
European champions North Light (Ire), 
Sought Out and Saddler's Rock, English 
classic winner Golan (Ire) and Group 1 
winners Gamut, Potala Palace and Reform. 

The sire of 264 registered foals to date 
(from 16 crops), Fasmess covered nine 
mares in 2013.

Three score and 17 years 
ago, our forefathers brought 
forth a new publication, con¬ 
ceived in their imaginations, 
and dedicated to the proposi¬ 
tion that all horses are not cre¬ 
ated equal, that it was better to 
be a horse born in Maryland 
than in any other state. 

Seventy-seven years after 
our forefathers gave birth to 
The Maryland Horse magazine, 
our aim remains the same as 
theirs. On the front page of 
Volume 1, Number 1, 1936, of 


the official organ of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion, Chester F. Hockley wrote 
"A Letter From the President: 
To The Horsemen of Mary¬ 
land." 

"It is the aim. . . that we 
shall so strengthen the posi¬ 
tion of the horsebreeders of 
the state that we shall be ac¬ 
corded the amount of notice 
that is our due. 

"We feel that not enough 
publicity has been given. . . to 
the excellent quality of horses 


. . . produced on Maryland 
farms. 

"... the motto of this Asso¬ 
ciation must be twofold. Unity 
is strength, and Mutual Ser¬ 
vice." 

He signed his first letter: 
"Yours for more and better 
horses..." 

For almost 70 years, it was 
better to be a horse bom in 
Maryland. We held preemi¬ 
nence in the Mid-Atlantic. We 
were the first state to reward 
locally foaled horses with a

state-bred program. But by the 
first decade of the new century, 
winds of change were blowing. 

In 2004, Pennsylvania-bred 
Smarty Jones won the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby and the Preak- 
ness. He missed winning the 
Triple Crown by a length. His 
fame transformed him into a 
Trojan Horse, providing an ag¬ 
ricultural angle to the installa¬ 
tion of 60,000 slot machines: To 
save Pennsylvania horse farms. 
Gov. Ed Rendell rode Smarty 
Jones like a legislative Eddie 
Arcaro. He put in place an in¬ 
centive program that paid 30 
percent to breeders of horses 
that finished first, second or 
third in any race in the state. 
He had the help of two tracks 
that run virtually every day, or 
night, of the year. No such 
thing as a racing season. Hard¬ 
ly a dark day in sunny Pa. 

Maryland breeders voted 
with their tires. Horse vans 
loaded up in Maryland and 
unloaded in Pennsylvania, 
or in similar states that paid 
back beyond the winner: West 
Virginia, New York, Canada. 
Even foal-less Delaware paid 
a nominator award back to 
third. 


The population of breeding 
stock in Maryland fell by 80 
percent. The live foal crop was 
485 in 2010, 391 in 2011, down 
from a thousand or more. 

How to save the livelihood 
of Maryland horse breeders? 
How to save their land from 
the developers' shovel? 

Enter an enlightened 
Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion, which in December of 
2012 appointed a task force. 

"This one's from the top," 
the commission told the task 
force. "The Governor doesn’t 
want to lose the mares like we 
once lost the Colts. Come back 
quick with your solutions." 

Bold action in politics is not 
commonplace. And desperate 
times call for full measures, 
not half. The task force creat¬ 
ed slideshows on PowerPoint 
that made public their find¬ 
ings. 

They canvassed stakehold¬ 
ers, distilled answers to sim¬ 
ple action plans. Beef up the 
Breeders' Awards immediate¬ 
ly, to the level of surrounding 
states, and the mares will come 
back, the stallions will return. 
Beef up Owners' Awards in 
accommodating phases, and 


the Maryland-breds will fill 
the races. 

The Racing Commission 
put the state's two governing 
horse bodies, the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
and the Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen's Association, 
in the same room, on the same 
page, and an agreement was 
forged. 

And so, beginning at Lau¬ 
rel in September, the hardy 
folks who foaled their mares 
in Maryland these past tough 
years will be rewarded with 
30 percent Breeders Awards, 
for finishing first, second or 
third in all races. Stallion own¬ 
ers will see bonuses rise to 10 
percent. 

And look down the road, 
as Maryland-bred Owners' 
Awards phase upward as 
well. The foals conceived in 
the coming breeding season, 
2014, will earn their breeders 
and their owners a bonus of 
30 percent, for first, second or 
third. By the time the six casi¬ 
nos are all operating in 2016, 
this combined owner and 
breeder incentive program 
will be fully funded, with a 
stream of revenue flowing 


into the horse industry from 
the Purse Dedication Account, 
a major component of the ref- 
erendums that Maryland vot¬ 
ers approved in recent years. 
Money for Marylanders to 
stay home, to reinvest in farm¬ 
land, in farm help, in a local¬ 
ly-grown product: the horse. 
We will be on equal footing 
with the surrounding states. 
No excuse not to participate in 
Maryland. The vans will run 
intrastate, not out-of-state. 

Nothing has really changed 
since 1936, except to glibly 
echo the lessons of the Gettys¬ 
burg Address, the theme of re¬ 
dedication to the great task re¬ 
maining before us, to prevent 
the loss of the proud Mary¬ 
land horse breeding industry. 
We avoided a civil war among 
our own brothers in the horse 
business by crafting a Mary¬ 
land-bred solution that will 
save our souls in Annapolis, 
our farms in the countryside, 
and our horses at the track. We 
highly resolve that breeders in 
Maryland, whose lives are of 
the horse, by the horse, and 
for the horse, shall not perish 
from this state. ^

Hunt Cup honors 
longtime contributor 
Walter Brewster 


The Maryland Hunt Cup 
Association announces the 
presentation of the S. Bryce 
Wing trophy for 2013 to Mary¬ 
lander Walter Wickes Brew¬ 
ster. 

This award honors the 
memory of Wing, who was 
a member of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup Association from 
1939 until his death at age 85 
in 1975. He was secretary of 
the Maryland Hunt Cup from 
1956-'66 and also president of 
the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association (now the 
National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation) from 1948-'64. He was 
also a member of The Jockey 
Club and a Master of Fox¬ 
hounds at Elkridge-Harford. 
Wing's devotion to horses, 
hounds, and racing was life- 
long. 

Given to a person who has 
contributed in an exceptional 
manner to Maryland timber 
racing, Maryland Hunt Cup 
secretary Sherlock Gillet Jr. 
said, 

"Walter Brewster has been 
a foxhunting and timber rac¬ 
ing enthusiast his entire life. 
In fact, in addition to some 
sibling rivalry, foxhunting 
behind Mr. (Downey) Bonsai, 


Mr. (Stuart) Janney and Mr. 
(Jack) Shaw probably gave 
him the false confidence to try 
race riding. While Walter did 
not enjoy the most successful 
career as a jockey, he certainly 
had a colorful one and rode in 
the three big Maryland timber 
races during the late 1940s. 
(Note: Brewster finished sec¬ 
ond in the 1948 My Lady's 
Manor, fourth in the 1948 
Grand National, and second 
in the 1948 Maryland Hunt 
Cup, all on Clifton's Dan.) 

"After he hung up his rac¬ 
ing tack, Walter focused his 
enthusiasm and attention to 
detail at the Green Spring Val¬ 
ley Hunt Club for many years, 
where he served as the Hunt 
secretary, treasurer, president, 
and became a third-generation 
Master of Foxhounds. 

"In addition to his time 
with the hunt club, Walter 
volunteered his services to 
the Grand National Commit¬ 
tee in 1967 and helped oper¬ 
ate that race meet for the next 
three decades, during which 
time he acted as Secretary for 
a handful of years. In 1979, 
because of his organization¬ 
al abilities and thrifty nature, 
Walter was invited to join the

Maryland Hunt Cup Commit¬ 
tee and capably served there 
for 25 years. 

"In speaking to past race 
secretaries, it is not surprising 
to hear that Walter Brewster 
was the consummate commit¬ 
tee member, always willing to 
help in any way, whether it 
meant traveling to find a com¬ 
petent silver smith, helping 
put out a fire on race day, or 
hosting a reception. 

"Our sport is kept alive by 
those who work quietly, often 
anonymously, on the less glo¬ 


rious aspects of the races, Wal¬ 
ter has been there, throughout 
his life supporting our sport 
in one way or another. He has 
consistently contributed to 
all aspects of Maryland tim¬ 
ber racing, becoming an irre¬ 
placeable resource to those of 
us coming after. We may not 
have his competence or his 
stamina, but we are certainly 
inspired by his example."

The O’Farrell Story

Windy Hills Farm was one of the most important breeding 
establishments in the state for decades and launched the 
career of major sire Roughen Tumble, Owned by members of 
the O'Farrell family since 1875, the 400-acre Carroll County 
farm had at times as many as 200 horses in residence. 


T wenty-five years ago 
two young brothers went to 
a veterinarian's farm near 
Manchester and bought them¬ 
selves a $125 broodmare. 

"We rode her home to West¬ 
minster," recalls the younger 
brother, Thomas R. O'Farrell. 
"Joe rode her the first half, and 
1 rode her the second half." 

Since that eventful day in 
1938 when Tom and Joe O'Far¬ 
rell purchased their first Thor¬ 
oughbred, a lot has happened 
to the O'Farrells in the horse 
world. 

Joseph M. O'Farrell is the 
big name in Florida horse 
breeding circles. He is gener¬ 
al manager of the Ocala Stud 
and is the guiding genius be¬ 
hind the amazing develop¬ 
ment of the Florida Thorough¬ 
bred industry. 

Tom, meanwhile, has been 
equally active in Maryland. 

In addition to operating his 
285-acre Windy Hills Farm, 
Tom is president of the Na¬ 
tional Horse Sales Company, 
runs his own insurance busi¬ 
ness and is serving his second 
term in Annapolis as a mem¬ 
ber of the House of Delegates. 

The enactment in 1962 of 
House Bill 106 would not have 
been possible without the 
guidance, help and master¬ 
minding of this forthright 
horseman from Carroll County. 

And, as Tom so frequent¬ 
ly states, he was fighting as 
much for himself as he was for 
the industry when he succeed¬ 
ed in pushing House Bill 106 
on its way to passage. 

"I've got over a $100,000 
tied up in horses and horse 
farming," says O'Farrell. "The 
success of the industry in 
Maryland is also a measure of 
my own success." 

The O'Farrell brothers start¬ 
ed their breeding operation as a 
three-way partnership. In addi¬ 
tion to Tom and Joe, there was 
also John Bernard, who now 
lives in Hammond, Indiana. 

Fifteen years ago, Tom and 
Joe bought out Bern's one-third 


interest. Tom, now the sole 
owner of Windy Hills Farm, 
purchased Joe's share in 1957. 

"This farm," says Tom, 
"has been in my family since 
1875. My mother's father, Mi¬ 
chael McCaffrey, crop-farmed 
it. In 1902 my mother and fa¬ 
ther bought it from my moth¬ 
er's family. 

"My Father raised mules 
and horses. 

"The house, itself, is 135 
years old. 

"Mother gave us (the three 
brothers) the farm 20 years 
ago. We've made horses our 
big crop (two herds of cattle 
also roam the hillsides), and 
we've made money every year 
but one. 

"Of course, our big break 
was Rough'n Tumble. 

"We got him in 1955-a 
completely untried stallion. 
Our deal with the Centers 
(owners of Rough'n Tumble) 
was 50 percent of the horse 
plus five shares if he was ever 
syndicated. 

"It's funny to think back 
and remember the trouble 
we had getting mares for 
him during those early years. 
When the Ocala Stud deal was 
made in 1956, Joe and I put 
up all our horses (29-head), 
plus our 50 percent interest in 
Rough'n Tumble and $30,000 
in cash. For this investment, 
we received 29 percent in the 
ownership of Ocala Stud." 

Rough'n Tumble stood the 
1956 season in Florida, then 
came back to Maryland in 
1957. He returned to Ocala in 
1958 when the incorporated 
farm purchased the Centers' 
remaining 50 percent interest 
in the stallion. 

All that the O'Farrell broth¬ 
ers then owned of Rough'n 
Tumble was their five "bonus" 
shares. These were divided 50- 
50 between Tom and Joe. 

Tom wound up selling his 
iy/i shares for $44,000. "That," 
he says, "was better than 
working for nothing." 
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Colorful former state senator and House of Delegates member Tom OTarrell (above), 
purchased Windy Hills outright in 1957. He was raised in the historic house built in 1828. 


With his $44,000, Tom pur¬ 
chased a 142-acre farm across 
the road from the family home¬ 
stead. He combined the two 
farms into a single operation. 

'TVe put up over three 
miles of plank fencing, remod¬ 
eled barns and built new pad- 
docks. I feel now I've got one 
of the best working farms in 
Maryland,"' says Tom. 

As his wife, Gertrude, 
and a few of their half-doz¬ 
en children watched, Tom 
had his stud manager, Ralph 
Kaufman, lead out the Windy 
Hill stallions, one by one. 

Quartered at the farm are 
Sky Clipper, Multnomah, 
"^Brunetto, Call Over, Ram 
o'War and Ocala Breeze. 

As one of the horses acted 
up, Tom, in his typical pictur¬ 
esque speech, yelled: "Talk to 
him, Ralph... He ain't a listen- 
in to you too good." 

When another of his em¬ 
ployees walked up to watch the 
stallions, Tom hollered: "Jack- 
son, it's a wonder you don't 
bum up in all them clothes. . . 
You must not be doin much 
work." 

This type of talk is charac¬ 
teristic of the O'Farrells and 
their way of life. They are 
a hard-hitting group. They 
speak their mind. Their hu¬ 
mor is delightful. 

Tom's mother is still an 
active antique dealer in West¬ 
minster even though she's 86. 
Joe is 51, Bern 49 and Tom 48. 

As he poured a drink for 
his guests in his living room 
last month, Tom tapped a 
small table and remarked that 
he had just bought it at auc¬ 
tion for $300. 

"When we rode up to that 
auction," says Tom, "a friend

of mine asked me how high I'd 
go on it. I said I didn't know, 
cause I couldn't tell how high 
the other bidders would go 
against me.

That's the way the O'Far¬ 
rells operate. 

When they want some¬ 
thing, they usually get it. 

If they don't, they've at 
least had the satisfaction of a 
stimulating fight. ^

death of Tom O'Farrell in 1970 at 
55. His family chose to leave the 
breeding business six years later,

Harford Community College 
exhibit focuses on blacks in racing

The Hays-Heighe House 
at Harford Community Col¬ 
lege near Bel Air opens an ex¬ 
hibit titled "Beauty in Sport: 
Celebrating Black Jockeys in 
Harford County, Maryland, 
and Beyond," Oct. 7. 

The exhibit explores the 
role of African Americans not 
only as jockeys, but also as 
trainers and grooms. The ex¬ 
hibit features the portrayal of 
black jockeys in fine art with a 
special emphasis on the early 
Currier and Ives lithographs. 
Further, it examines African 
American jockeys in contro¬ 
versies including the legends 
and legacy of the lawn jockey 
and the implementation of the 
photo finish. 

The exhibit puts a special 
emphasis on local horsemen 
including Eugene "Josh" 
Fisher, groom to Saggy, who 
beat Citation, the subsequent 
Triple Crown winner in 1948. 
A major component of the 
overall exhibit is a traveling 
exhibition curated by Pellom 
McDaniels titled "The Prince 
of Jockeys: The Life of Isaac 
Burns Murphy." McDaniels is 
releasing a book of the same 
name this month. 

"Celebrating Black Jock¬ 
eys" was inspired by a paint¬ 


ing that now hangs in the 
Hays-Heighe House. Amer¬ 
ican painter Gean Smith cre¬ 
ated a portrait of Murphy on 
Yorkville Belle in 1892 after his 
victory at Monmouth Park. 
The painting was purchased 
thanks to a donation by former 
college president, Jim LaCalle, 
and his wife, Lynne. Murphy, 
the son of former slaves and 
a three-time Kentucky Der¬ 
by winner, is considered one 
of the greatest jockeys of all- 
time. He was among the first 
inducted into the National 
Racing Hall of Fame, posthu¬ 
mously, in 1955. 

Thanks to Kevin Krigger, 
a jockey in the 2013 Kentucky 
Derby, an interest in the histo¬ 
ry of black jockeys in racing 
has been renewed. Krigger 
had hoped to become the first 
black jockey to win the Der¬ 
by since Jimmy Winkfield in 
1902. What happened to the 
black jockeys that dominated 
the sport? Thirteen of the first 
15 Kentucky Derbies were 
won by horses ridden by black 
jockeys. 

The tradition of black jock¬ 
eys, trainers and grooms dates 
back to slavery. Slaves were the 
primary riders and caregivers 
on behalf of their owners. Af¬ 


ter the end of the Civil War 
and with emancipation, their 
skills as jockeys, cultivated 
during their years in slavery, 
led them to win the majority of 
races. The exponential increase 
in purses created an incentive 
to push the former slaves out 
of the industry, however. 

Among other reasons, ac¬ 
cording to the late Sam Lacy, 
sportswriter of the Afro-Amer¬ 
ican, who wrote in "Col¬ 
ored Jockeys: The Vanishing 
Breed," was that white middle 
class families saw an oppor¬ 
tunity for their young with 
limited education to earn big 
money. With the rising num¬ 
ber of white jockeys and the 
lowering number of blacks, 
Lacy noted that "colored rid¬ 
ers started finding themselves 
repeatedly boxed or shut off 
on the rail." To keep their 
horses safe, owners chose 
jockeys who did not come up 
against violent opposition, 
and this led to the increase of 
white jockeys. 

Ed Hotaling, author of 
The Great Black Jockeys, wrote 
"most people are oblivious to 
the fact that. . . blacks compet¬ 
ed alongside whites in Amer¬ 
ica's first national pastime. 
They are unaware of it be¬ 


cause the black jockeys were 
not only ridden out of their 
profession but written out of 
history." 

The lives of local jockeys 
Georgie Cardoza, Matt Smart, 
Raymond "Skeets" Holland, 
James "Sonny" Thornton, and 
Raymond Booker, just to name 
a few, are full of triumph, trag¬ 
edy, and what legends are 
made of. Sadly, many of these 
men may never be the legends 
they could have been. There 
were so many men in the in¬ 
dustry that shaped horse rac¬ 
ing, but have simply become 
names on racing programs. 
They missed out on many 
opportunities because of the 
hold that racial discrimination 
had on American culture. ^

Sacred Honour, Meadow Monster, Phone the Doctor, 
Forest Heiress, Wild Snitch and Wildcat Heir, the 
latter the sire of New Jersey-bred Rainbow Heir, 
winner of this year’s Grade 3 Jersey Shore Stakes.

The award is named for the late Virgil "Budd/’

Flay Mignon takes Monmouth’s Colleen Stakes 



L aurie Plesa’s New Jersey-bred homebred 
juvenile filly Flay Mignon scored a front¬ 
running victory in the $60,000 Colleen Stakes 
against open company at Monmouth Park Aug. 11. 

Flay Mignon broke sharp and went right to the 
lead in the 5-furlong turf sprint. Jonesin for Jerry, 


breaking from the outside post in the 10-horse field, 
went right with her. The two fillies zipped the first 
quarter in :21.55 and a half in :44.49. Confidently 
ridden by Paco Lopez, Flay Mignon pulled away in 
upper the stretch under mild urging to win by 
1% lengths in :56.77. 

Eddie Plesa trains the daughter of first-crop sire 
Yesbyjimminy out of the Forest Camp mare Forest 
Retreat. Flay Mignon is now 2-for-2 after beating 
New Jersey-bred colts June 28. 

"I was a little bit concerned about the turf,” said 
Plesa. "Her sire did not like the turf He’s by Yes It’s 
True, and they don’t. I was hoping the mother’s part 
of the pedigree would take over and get her over this 
turf course.” 

Flay Mignon earned an additional $ 14,400 in the 
form of a 40% New Jersey-bred bonus that is awarded 
to the owner of any accredited New Jersey-bred horse 
who finishes first through third in all open company 
races at Monmouth Park and Meadowlands. Flay 
Mignon’s purse earnings for the Colleen Stakes 
were $50,400. The breeder and owner each receive a 
$5,000 New Jersey-bred incentive award, bringing the 
total earnings to $60,400 from a $60,000 purse. Her 
total earnings from her two starts at Monmouth are 
$74,400. 




























Geeky Gorgeous rallies to win Regret Stakes 


D aniel J. Lopez’s Geeky Gorgeous 

captured her first career stakes victory 
in the $100,000 Regret Stakes July 28 at 
Monmouth Park. The 4-year-old daughter of Devil 
His Due is trained by her owner. 

Geeky Gorgeous was in sixth place on the 
backside behind My Place Anytime and Irish 
Exchange who went the opening quarter in :21.81 
and the half mile in :44.54. Joe Bravo sent Geeky 
Gorgeous four wide on the turn and reached the 
front in the stretch to win by iVi lengths. The New 
Jersey-bred surprised in open company, providing a 
$30 payoff for the win. 

"Danny Lopez is a good horseman, and he didn’t 
bring her over for any reason,” said Bravo. "Had 
plenty of horse down the backside, they went fast, 
and she took over from there.” 

"I told Joe, ^Let her fall out of there and be four or 
five off of it,’ ” Lopez said. "A quarter of a mile out 
of the gate, I knew she was going to be awful, awful 
tough because he had her placed perfectly. I knew 
when he asked her to run, she was going to fire.” 

Bred by Joe-Dan Farm, Geeky Gorgeous is the 
second stakes winner from as many foals to race 
for the Pure Prize mare Thatholeinmypocket. She 
earned an additional $15,000 in the form of a New 
Jersey-bred bonus that is awarded to the owner of 
any accredited New Jersey-bred horse who finishes 



first through third in all open company races run 
at Monmouth Park and Meadowlands. Geeky 
Gorgeous’ total purse earnings for the Regret Stakes 
were $75,000. 

The ultra consistent filly, who has been on the 
board in 12 of her 13 career starts, six of them wins, 
has earned $270,140.

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—PHBA'S FOCUS ON— 

WALNUT GREEN: WHERE THE AIR IS RARE

A gentle breeze rolled through the win¬ 
dows, ruffling the curtains and wash¬ 
ing the old Walnut Green farmhouse in the 
sweet relief of a cool summer afternoon. 
Under a cloudless sky everybody went about 
their routines; from broodmares snacking on 
lush pastures, to employees diligently main¬ 
taining the grounds and holding yearlings for 
purchase exams. 

From across the kitchen table Mark Reid, 
Walnut Green s managing partner, seems like 
an intimidating man with a broad build and 
the height to match. But one flash of his wel¬ 
coming smile and warm laughter is enough 
to erase those suspicions. In fact, his demean¬ 
or rivals the bright conditions just beyond 
the screen of the window. 

“What do you want to know?” he asks 
teasingly, a smile on his face, “My life story is 
just so interesting.” 

And right he is. Unlike many in Reids 
position, he did not get his start in horses at a 
young age. In fact, it was not until his sopho¬ 
more year of college that he first ventured to 
the track-a move encouraged by his father 
who insisted that Reid “laid around long 
enough.” 

It was love at first sight, as Reid describes 
it. Flis first visit to the track hooked him and 
there was no turning back. He learned the 
game while he finished his business degree at 
the University of Maryland and soon there¬ 
after got a job. 

“After awhile the old neck tie was stran¬ 
gling,” he jokes with a hand tucked to his 
chin, “My passion for racing was all consum¬ 
ing and I just did not want to do anything 
else.”

Soon, visiting tracks all over the east coast 
could not stave off what Reid saw as inev¬ 
itable. He left his job selling industrial pa¬ 
per products in the fall of ’73 and became 
a groom. Shortly after he took out a $4,000 
loan and purchased his first horse and built 
up his own string of Thoroughbreds to train. 

After managing a successful band of 
130 horses, he retired as the all-time lead¬ 
ing trainer at Philadelphia Park (now Parx 
Racing) and Garden State Park. “I wanted to 
watch my children grow. It was a choice I 
have never regretted,” he comments, reminis¬ 
cence flickering in his bright eyes. 

It was not until nearly a decade after get¬ 
ting out of racing that fate would bring Reid 
back into the sport. Ben Perkins, Reid’s good 
friend, made a name for himself through 
buying and selling horses with top train- 











ers and owners. “He introduced me to 
Bobby Frankel and Tony Dutrow” Reid 
explains, raising his eyebrows as though 
still surprised by the turn of events. 

Reid spent the next years network¬ 
ing with the best trainers, breeders, and 
owners in the game. He even managed 
the sales of Medaglia d’Oro, You, and 
Spoken Fur. “1 just happened to be in 
the right place at the right time,” he 
shrugs, humbly noting his successes. 

Reid found himself fortunate 
enough to receive a call from William 
Warren Jr., asking him to manage the 
career of a horse he had in training. 
“Fm not sure if you’ve heard of him,” 
Reid interrupts his own story, playful 
enthusiasm rising in his voice. “He was 
the 2005 Horse of the Year, Saint Liam. 
You could definitely say 1 was fortu¬ 
nate.” 

After Saint Liam’s successful 2005 
campaign, culminating with a win in 
the Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl, Reid 
made a move to Pennsylvania after the 
passing of the slots bill. He purchased 
Walnut Green in late 2005 from Russell 
Jones, the lucrative Pennsylvania-bred 
purses drawing him in, but he never lost 
sight of getting horses to the big races. 

But things are not always what they 
seem and nobody could predict the 
downfall of the economy in 2008. “1 
should’ve known it wouldn’t be that 
easy,” he says, rolling his eyes. 

Despite the economic setbacks, 
Reid and the Walnut Green commu¬ 
nity are prepared to weather the storm. 
By maintaining a smaller number of 
broodmares, the farm is able to focus its 
program on “breeding the best to the 
best.” A plan that will take several years 


to reveal the payoff, but Walnut Green is 
already off to a promising start. 

Plum Pretty, 2011 Kentucky Oaks- 
G1 winner and a daughter of Medaglia 
d’Oro, was bred, born and raised on 
the 250 acres of rich Chester County 
ground. “She (Plum Pretty) was an in¬ 
teresting story,” admits Reid, “We sent 
her dam, Liszy, to one of the Keeneland 
sales for our client while she was carry¬ 
ing Plum Pretty.” 

Fate had other plans and Reid could 
not resist buying back the mare. “She 
was the best looking mare there!” he 
insists. 

Plum Pretty is not the only suc¬ 
cess story to sprout from these fertile 
grounds. Quantum Miss, a multiple 
stakes winner of over $250,000, winner 
of the Cicada Stakes-G3 and a track re¬ 
cord holder at Penn National, and mul¬ 
tiple stakes-winning mare Ann’s Smart 
Dancer are proud to call Walnut Green 
home. 

The list does not stop there and 
Reid is determined to continually add 
to the farm’s successes by improving the 
quality of his stock. 

Between gazes out the window, 
he inhales deeply while sorting his 
thoughts. “1 just want to better this 
breed,” he nods. “But 1 sure do admire 
long-term breeders. We don’t get the 
quick turnaround rewards of racing in 
the breeding industry.” 

Yet he still seems undaunted, dili¬ 
gently focusing his efforts on improv¬ 
ing Walnut Green’s bloodstock-a task 
that does not end with the breeding 
industry. 

“Our philosophy is to breed and 
create the best product out there,” Reid 
explains. “We’re not here to just go af¬ 


ter these great Pennsylvania-bred races 
and rewards.We want to take the horses 
to the top. 1 breathed in a bit of that 
rare air with Bobby Frankel, and that’s 
where 1 want my horses to go.” 

Yet Reid is not convinced that the 
state of racing in the United States can 
support the development of top-class 
athletes. He believes the near year- 
round circuits in many states do not 
draw in the best horses, despite tre¬ 
mendous purses. “1 like quality racing,” 
he says honestly, “but you can’t have 
that all year.” 

Instead, Reid would like rac¬ 
ing dates to be rearranged to seasonal 
meets. A move that he thinks would 
attract bigger races, larger crowds and 
better horses. Seasonal meets could re¬ 
flect the atmosphere of other large, sea¬ 
sonal racing events like those at Royal 
Ascot. “It’s alive!” Reid excitedly ex¬ 
plains with a smile broadening his face. 
“It’s more exclusive with good quality 
racing, it makes horse racing an event 
again-it makes it special.” 

That is exactly what Reid is doing 
with Walnut Green-making it special. 
Every day he is up before the sun to be 
the first person to see the horses. He 
can name each mare out in the field 
and can recite who she is in foal to and 
who she was bred to in years prior. He 
can make small talk with just about 
anyone and nobody is safe from his 
light-hearted and innocent jokes —not 
even the two resident dogs and the 
“exceptionally needy” cat. 

Walnut Green is a special place; 
where beautiful horses are plentiful, the 
grass is green, the faces are friendly and 
the air is rare.

Virginia Gold Cup 
Wagering Update 


M ays Virginia Gold Cup 
meet in 2013 offered pari¬ 
mutuel wagering for the first time 
in its history, handling $81,017 
and generating an enthusias¬ 
tic response that bodes weU for 
the future of the initiative.

A1 Griffm and Gold Cup consul¬ 
tant Mike Pearson to recap the 
races and talk about the future. 

In 2013, patrons could 
access 11 tents with two bet¬ 
ting machines each. Pearson and 
Griffin referenced the length of 
the lines as a hallmark of success. 

“The lines were 100 people 
deep at each of the tents and 
they stayed that way throughout 
the day,” Griffin said. “And there 
was so much more interest in the 
racing. There’s the old T-shirt, ‘1 
went to (the races) and didn’t see 
a single horse...’ Usually 1 say 20 
percent of the population at the 
Gold Cup is into the racing part. 
That was much higher this time.” 

The positive reaction encour¬ 
aged the Gold Cup to move 
ahead with plans to install a wire¬ 
less platform at Great Meadow 
that would permit on-site wager¬ 
ing from smart phone devices 
this fall at the International Gold 
Cup meet Oct. 19. The wi-fi sig¬ 
nal will be available throughout 
the grounds, allowing patrons to 
wager from their tailgates and 
avoid the long betting lines. 

“This will not be like advanced 
deposit wagering,” Pearson said. 
“It will not be comingled some 
other place, it will be on-site as if 
you had wagered at a machine.” 

Handle proceeds will benefit 
the Gold Cup purses. Pearson 
cited Churchill Downs, Indiana 


Downs, Oaklawn Park and 
Canterbury Park as other race¬ 
courses that have implemented 
and benefitted from this kind of 
wi-fi powered on-site wagering. 

Churchill Downs vice presi¬ 
dent of operations Greg Bush 
underlined the technical distinc¬ 
tion that permits handle to be 
treated as “on-site” from a take¬ 
out perspective: 

“It’s not cellular, you actu¬ 
ally have to switch your phone 
over to wi-fi in order to use this 
product, so it goes into the same 
pools as the guy standing in line,” 
Bush said. 

ChurchiQ and Oaklawn, both 
of whom debuted their wi-fi 
wagering platforms in the last two 
years, have experienced similar 
challenges and benefits in launch¬ 
ing the product. Both emphasize 
customer convenience and appeal 
to a younger generation of gam¬ 
blers as the primary benefits of 
offering on-site mobile wagering; 
both racetracks have also faced 
challenges in customer educa¬ 
tion. At Churchill and Oaklawn, 
roving teams of trained track 
employees circulate to help cus¬ 
tomers access the network, set 
up wagering accounts and place 
bets. Churchill has also installed 
a customer support office in its 
main clubhouse. 

“We started it a year ago with 
a very soft roll out,” Bush said. 
“It worked out, but we found 
that our wi-fi coverage was not 
what we needed it to be, so we 
put in many more hotspots, and 
launched the team that roams 
around and helps people get 
signed up. We also created the 
office where we can send you if 
you have questions.” 


Griffin detailed the Gold 
Cup’s plans for similar customer 
education efforts. 

“We have all the emails of the 
patrons and people that come 
to the Gold Cup, and mailing 
addresses,” Griffin said. “In all of 
our mailings and on our website, 
there will be instruction fliers. 
Then there will be tutorials on 
the day of the races.” 

Griffin summed up the big- 
picture approach to wagering at 
the Gold Cup: “This is a multi- 
step process. The first step was to 
define an interest, and there was. 
Second step was to apply a betting 
capability that would encompass 
all of our diffuse attendees. We 
feel that is being very well met 
by the wi-fi scenario. The next 
thing is to look at simulcast¬ 
ing, both importing and export¬ 
ing our signal. We’ve had some 
interest from other people about 
purchasing our signal. We have to 
jump through some hoops with 
the legislature and we are in the 
process of doing that now.” 

Approval to sell the simulcast 
signal involves a state-level legis¬ 
lative change. 

Pearson believes that the big¬ 
gest markets for the Gold Cup 
simulcast signal will be in Europe, 
where steeplechasing is a sig¬ 
nificantly more popular wagering 
product, and in Asia. 

“We will market the signal 
to Colonial EZ Play, and some 
of the national ADW companies 
like TVG, HRTV, but there won’t 
be as hard a push to get into 
racetracks themselves,” Pearson 
said. “Certainly anybody that 
expresses interest, we’re glad to 
have them take it (but our biggest 
market is overseas).” 

Pearson believes that the Gold 
Cup can leverage the timing of 
both of its race days (May and 
October) with other high-doUar 
flat racing fixtures. The spring 
races coincide with the Kentucky 


Derby, while perhaps more sig¬ 
nificantly in light of the market 
interest in Europe, the fall races 
coincide with British Champions 
Day. 

Griffin cited a three-year 
breakeven date, noting that the 
goals are evolving with the matu¬ 
rity of the project: 

“The biggest thing this year 
was running under the Virginia 
Racing Commission instead 
of the National Steeplechase 
Association. We got great feed¬ 
back from the horsemen about 
how the day was structured from 
a technical and an official stand¬ 
point, and now that we have that 
under our belts, we are looking 
to push the parimutuel aspect 
more.” 

The goal, however, remains 
first and foremost to benefit the 
horseman, Griffin said. 

“Our goal here is to bump 
up the purses for the horse¬ 
men,” Griffin said. “We’ve had a 
diminution of sponsors over the 
years that support the purses, so 
our goal here is to try to get a 
steady stream that will provide 
the purses for us and give a little 
back to the community too, vis- 
a-vis the rescue squad, et cetera.” 

The Gold Cup Association 
estimates the simulcast signal will 
be available in 2014.

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Equine lessons 
learned early

I t has been almost 50 years since 
my initial childhood excursion to 
Bowie Racetrack and my colorful 
indoctrination into the worid of 
Thoroughbred horse racing.The 
1- miie oval located just minutes from 
the outskirts of Bowie, Md., was a 
pioneer to winter racing and home 
to one of the Northeastern United 
States' premier races, the Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap. 

i remember countiess hours on 
Saturdays frequenting the track with 
my father and expioring the vast 
expanse of the dimiy iit grandstand, 
the sights and smeiis of cigars and 
the men taking pleasure in them, 
the reverberation in the outside air, 
as 1,000 pound animais scampered 
away from the starting gate and 
the unified purpose of hundreds of 
peopie with distinctive backgrounds 
striving for the same goai-to wini 
it was a different time, maybe a 
more innocent generation where 


i couid pointiessly wander without 
hesitation unattended and carefree. 
Men wouid reach down and pat my 
head, caiiing me pal, as I strained to 
maintain my handful of discarded 
mutuei tickets. 

A Coke and hot dog were my 
reward for giving my dad a few 
minutes of peace and quiet from 
my reientiess bombarding of him 
with questions. Armed with his Daily 
Racing Form, program and trusty 
binocuiars he was the typicai race 
fan. Monday thru Friday he toiied 
for Uncie Sam ready to take care 
of his famiiy and hopefui to spare 
a few bucks towards his treasured 
weekend pastime. Sunday was 
spent as famiiy day in my household, 
church and a possible trip to 
McDonaids was met with keen 
enthusiasm. 

OMG! i can even recaii the 
horse's name (Sterling Prince) and 
how i begged and pleaded with 


my poor father to risk two of his hard 
earned doiiars that eventfui day and 
his amazement as the announcer 
shrieked Steriing Prince is getting up 
on the wire, i wiii never forget that 
smile and how my broad shouldered 
dad beamed with pride as his iittie 
man ciutched a winning $63 ticket. 

It's a memory carved in the 
recesses of my mind, the beginning 
of a love affair with horses, 
camaraderie of anaiogous friends 
and my iifetime passion/profession. 

One constant in racing i have 
always enjoyed over the years are 
Its many tried and true maxims, 
mottos or wise sayings. Horsemen 
will have a phrase to rationalize a 
poor performance, outstanding 
effort, uninspired jockey presentation, 
weather conditions, handicapping 
irregularity or training oversight. 

Some of my favorites are: 

• Like a ioaded gun a good horse 
is dangerous in anybody's hand. 

• i got this information straight 
from the horse's mouth. 

• This is the best horse to ever 
have looked through a bridle. 

• You can throw a blanket over 
this field the finish is so close.

They go on and on and I am sure 
you could fill a page with your own 
pet preferences. The last one I will 
mention makes reference to how 
one race does not a career make. 
Truer words have never been spoken 
and definitely can help explain two 
recent form reversals at Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races. 

Down Town Allen had a six-race 
win streak dating back to June 2012 
when an uncharacteristic eighth- 
place finish crept into her impressive 
list of accomplishments. Traveling 
to Mountaineer Park on Aug. 3 
(where she had captured the 2010 
edition of the West Virginia Secretary 
of State Stakes), the daughter of 
Windsor Castle seemed logically 
poised to repeat that feat. However 
as we know horses are not machines 
and occasionally the odd race 
materializes and reaffirms that fact. 

Hot and muggy temperatures 
along with a five-hour van ride could 
have derailed our champion older 
mare, but her connections, knowing 
their homebred best, reeled her 
right back in the entry box seven 
days later and were compensated 
with her third victory in Charles 
Town's $50,000 Sadie Hawkins Stakes. 
Demonstrating her long-established 
pattern of resilience, the John Casey 
owned/trained/bred 6-year-old has 
certainly cultivated a heated rivalry 
with runner-up Jax and Jill. 


Lucy’s Bob Boy's record is 
virtually perfection except for a sub- 
par endeavor at Monmouth Park in 
July in the Grade 3 Salvator Mile. 

The 4-year-old son of Flatter was 
given every opportunity for success 
by his conditioner, Sandy Dono, but 
as they say, one race doesn't define 
your career. Dono's game plan 
was to ship up a few days prior to 
the race allowing her West Virginia 
Breeders Classic winner time to 
acclimate to unfamiliar surroundings. 
Everything was working faultlessly

As the summer season coneluded and the fall 
season began in earnest, all of the major National 
Steeplechase Association championships were 
up for grabs. 

Preceding the $150,000 Lonesome Glory 
Stakes (Gr. 1) scheduled for Sept. 19, the compe¬ 
tition for the Lonesome Glory Champions Award 
and the Eclipse Award was intense, with no clear 
favorite for the titles. 

Jacqueline Ohrstrom’s Demonstrative won the 
$150,000 Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) in 
May, was scratched from Saratoga Race Course’s 
$100,000 A. P. Smithwick (Gr. 1) on Aug. 1 with 
a minor cough, and did not fire in the $150,000 
New York Turf Writers Cup Handicap (Gr. 1) 
on Aug. 22. 

Gil Johnston’s Mr. Hot Stuff, winner of Iro¬ 
quois’ Marcellus Frost Stakes, won the Smith¬ 
wick, but faded to fourth in the New York Turf 
Writers. The winner of the Turf Writers, owner- 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard’s Italian Wedding, 
came back from a long layoff and finished a good 
second in the Smithwick. 

Remaining on the docket for the championship 
division are two Grade 1 races, the $250,000 
Grand National at Far Hills, N. J., on Oct. 19 and 
the $ 100,000 Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup 
(Gr. 1) on Nov. 23. 

Leading the novice division after the Saratoga 
meet was Bill Pape’s Martini Brother, winner 
of Saratoga’s Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes 
and third against older competitors in the New 
York Turf Writers. He had earnings of $93,000 
thorugh August. 

Other contenders were Riverdee Stable’s Apse, 
leading owner Irv Naylor’s Sacred Soul, and Clo- 
revia Farm’s Dr. Skip. After the $75,000 William 
Entenmann Memorial at Belmont on Sept. 19, the 
novices will compete in the $100,000 Foxbrook 
Champion Hurdle at Far Hills and the $50,000 
AFLAC Supreme Hurdle at the Steeplechase 
at Callaway in Pine Mountain, Ga., on Nov. 2. 


Steeplechase jockeys signed autographs and 
gave out t-shirts to supporters of the American 
Steeplechase Injured Jockeys Fund after the 
running of the $ 150,000 New York Turf Writers 
Cup (Gr.

Races tighten 
for trainer, rider 
championships 

The Saratoga Race Course meet, containing 
six weeks of rich steeplechase races, almost al¬ 
ways is a game-changer in the National Steeple¬ 
chase Association trainer and jockey standings. 

This year’s meet certainly shook up the stand¬ 
ings, and the biggest beneficiaries were Hall of 
Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard and Jack Fisher, 
the reigning champion trainer by wins. 

When the dust settled in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y., nine high-quality steeplechase races had 
been run. Sheppard had won four races, and 
Fisher had won three. As the sport headed into 
the Fall Championship Season, Sheppard led 
Fisher by one race, 14 to 13. 

Brianne Slater, who parted ways with lead¬ 
ing owner Irv Naylor over the summer, was in 
the third spot with 11 wins. Richard Valentine 
picked up one win at Saratoga, with Riverdee 
Stable’s Apse in a $65,000 optional allowance, 
and had sole possession of fourth place with 
ten wins. 

Sheppard, who won a Saratoga race for the 
45th consecutive year, again thrived in the 
Adirondacks. He sent out Bill Pape’s Martini 
Brother to win the $75,000 Jonathan KiserNov- 
ice Stakes, took the $75,000 Michael G. Walsh 
Novice Stakes with his Barnstorming, and then 
had his Italian Wedding ready for a major vic¬ 
tory in the $ 150,000 New York Turf Writers Cup 
(Gr. 1). He also won an optional allowance with 
Pape’s Bluegrass Summer. 

Fisher accumulated his three wins in consecu¬ 
tive races. He took both steeplechase races on 
Aug. 1, the $65,000 optional claimer with Arca¬ 
dia Stable’s All Together and the $100,000 A. P. 
Smith wick Memorial (Gr. 1) with Gil Johnston’s 
Mr. Hot Stuff A week later, he won the $75,000 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps Stakes with Arcadia’s Take 
Her Tothe Top. 

Mr. Hot Stuff, who won the Marcellus Frost 
Novice Stakes at the Iroquois Steeplechase in 
May, also finished fourth in the New York Turf 
Writers and topped the standings with $ 120,000 
in purse earnings. 

Darren Nagle stood atop the jockey stand¬ 
ings with ten wins, including the Kiser with 
top novice Martini Brother. Ross Geraghty 
took sole possession of second place, one win 
behind Nagle, with a victory aboard The Grey 
Express (GB) in the Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords 
Stakes on Aug. 29 

Paddy Young, who rode Mr. Hot Stuff to the 
Smith wick victory, led the standings by earnings 
and was in a tie for third with Sean Flanagan 
with eight victories apiece.

L ongtime bloodstock agent and New 
Jersey resident Baden P. ‘‘Bu 22 ’' Chace 
died August 18 after a short battle with 
brain cancer.

Chace helped create an educational DVD 
on Thoroughbred conformation for The 
Blood-Horse and was the subject of a Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred profile in 2005. 

Chace’s roots in racing go back to work¬ 
ing at a riding stable where he grew up 
in Masschusetts and meandered through 
sales in the region and jobs with trainer 
Joe O’Shea and later Thoroughbred vet¬ 
erinarian Dr. Ed Devine. Chace was an 
equine dentist, a trainer and bloodstock 
agent. In 1993, he bought future graded 
stakes winner Meadow Fhght for owner 
Leonard Pivnick and trainer Jim Ryerson 
and that set the stage for Unbridled’s Song 
(who was trained by Ryerson for Ernie 
ParagaUo). More recently, Chace’s success 
stories included Peter Pan Stakes-G2 win¬ 
ner Freedom Child for West Point. 

Chase is survived by his wife of 50 
years, Mary Lou; two sons, Mark Chace 
and Baden Chace II; a brother, a sister and 
three grandchildren. In heu of flowers, 
the family requests memorial donations be 
made to the National HBPA Foundation, 
870 Corporate Drive, Ste, 300, Lexington, 
Ky.

10years ago 

B It took a bit longer than 
anticipated, but King T. 
Leatherbury got his 6,000th 
career win when Cherokee 
Sunrise captured the seventh 
race at Timonium Aug. 23. 
Only two other trainers —Dale 
Baird (8,831) and Jack Van 
Berg (6,334) —had more wins. 

“It was exciting, but 
we thought we’d be doing 
this three weeks ago,” said 
Leatherbury, for whom a 
celebration had been planned 
at Laurel Aug. 9. ‘We just 
couldn’t win a race at Laurel 
(O-for-26 at the summer meet) 
and it got very frustrating.” 

Leatherbury, now 80, on pace 
to one of his best years in the past 
decade, recently got career win 6,400 
at Timonium, 

B Popular and immensely suc¬ 
cessful 21-year-old Maryland 
stallion Allen’s Prospect was 
euthanized following surgery 
to remove a tumor from his 
throat and complications from 
a neurological condition. 

The son of Mr. Prospector 
stood his 17-year career at 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air, 
and regularly had books of 
more than 100 mares. At the 
time of his death, he was the 
leading Mid-Atlantic sire in 
nearly every category, includ¬ 
ing lifetime progeny earnings 
($38 million-plus), and he led 
the nation by number of win¬ 
ners six times, including the 
previous five years. 

Country Life Farm busi¬ 
ness manager Mike Pons told 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred edi¬ 
tor Lucy Acton: “In one of 
his early years at stud we bred 
him to 65 mares and we were 
embarrassed. Those were the 
days when a full book consist¬ 
ed of 40 mares. It may have 
seemed hke we were getting 
greedy, but for those 65 mares, 
he probably performed a total 
of 75 covers.” 


B The extensive history of 
Audley Farm was explored 
by Vinnie Perrone. The Ber- 
ryviUe, Va., showplace had 
once been home to George 
Washington’s adopted daugh¬ 
ter Eleanor Parke “Nellie” 
Custis in the mid-1700s, as 
weU as the first Triple Crown 
winner. Sir Barton, who stood 
at stud there in the 1920s. 

German pharmaceutical 
scion Hubertus Liebrecht pur¬ 
chased the farm in 1978. Upon 
his death in 1991, his heirs, 
led by racing-operation chair¬ 
man Erich von Baumbach, 
sent longtime German smd 
farm manager Jens von Lepel 
to Virginia in 1997. Audley 
expanded from 900 acres to 
2,300 and not only breeds 
horses for the auction market, 
but also produces hay and 
raises beef catde. 

The farm's mostfamous resident 
in recent years was millionaire and 
classic-placed Bodemeister, 2012 
Virginia-bred Horse of the Year. 

B Retired stallion Ga Hai was 
the subject of the first “Pen¬ 
sioners On Parade” column to 
appear in Mid-Atlantic Thorough¬ 
bred. The 32-year-old son of 
Determine, nicknamed “Big 
Don” by Tom Reigle, resided 
at Reigle Heir Farms in Grant- 
ville. Pa. 


Bred in California, Ga Hai 
was a multiple graded stakes 
winner and started in the 1974 
Kentucky Derby as part of 
the 23-horse field, the largest 
ever to contest the classic (he 
finished 14th). 

Purchased at the end of 
his racing career by Dominic 
“Don” Tesauro, Ga Hai 
entered stud in Pennsylvania, 
where he sired 18 crops. 

“Having him here is a 
constant reminder of Don 
Tesauro, who was a major 
client and good friend,” said 
Reigle. 




B Jerry Frutkoff, Maryland’s 
racetrack photographer for 
nearly 56 years, died at 81. 

Continuing to work until 
two months prior to his death, 
Frutkoff had shot his 55th 
Preakness Stakes that spring. 


In an interview with Maryland 
Horse five years earlier, he 
commented on his longevity: 

“I must have walked about 
two billion miles, which keeps 
you fairly fit and is good for 
the heart. And I’ve taken at 
least that many pictures. I 
don’t even want to guess at the 
number.” 

In recent years, Frutkoff 
teamed up with Jim McCue to 
cover Maryland racing, under 
the name Double J Photos. 

25years ago 

B A profile on Richard Gold¬ 
en, relatively new to Maryland 
but an integral part of newly 
created Northview Stallion 
Station, offered insight on the 
New York-based business¬ 
man’s Thoroughbred interests. 

Golden and his wife Ann 
had owned horses since 1975 
and maintained a relatively 
small, select operation. They 
purchased Sycamore HaU 
Farm in 1984, located a couple 
of miles from Windfields 
Farm, and moved the first 
horses in during the fall of 
1987. The farm, named for the 
trees lining the main entrance, 
had nearly half of its 575 acres 
fenced for pasture. The main 
residence was once home to 
Olympic rider Mike Plumb. 

The Goldens move to 
Maryland may never have 
happened had it not been for 
Allaire duPont. “We met Mrs. 
duPont for the very first time 
when we drove down to her 
farm to see about breeding to 
The Minstrel (using one of 
her services),” said Golden. 
“Our car had barely stopped, 
and we hadn’t even gotten the 
doors open, when Mrs. duPont 
came out of her office to greet 
us. The first words out of her 
mouth were, Vou simply must 
buy a farm in this area.’” 

Golden was ready to take 
on a larger role. “Chesapeake 
City is just about ideally suited, 
as far as we’re concerned,” 
he said. “We have access to 
at least six racetracks, and the 
New Bolton Center, which 
is of utmost importance. It’s 
a wonderful place to raise

horses, and Fm always ready 
to point out the virtues of this 
area to other people.” 

B One of racing’s most loyal 
supporters, Arthur J. ‘Art” 
Rooney Sr., died in Pittsburgh. 
He was 87. 

Best known as the owner 
of the NFL franchise Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers, Rooney had 
owned Shamrock Farm in 
Woodbine, Md., since 1947. 

He and his son Tim bred 
Thoroughbreds and Standard- 
breds, and at one time Rooney 
had owned a Standardbred 
track. His first homebred 
Thoroughbred stakes winner 
and one of his best runners 
was Christopher R. Named for 
one of Rooney’s grandsons, 
the son of Loom won 16 
stakes before retiring to smd at 
Shamrock Farm. 

The sportsman had a 
philosophic outlook on rac¬ 
ing and breeding: “For what 
Fve put into racing. I’ve got¬ 
ten a lot out. It’s never cost 
me anything. Oh, one year I 
might lose $20,000. But then 
the next year I get it back. The 
enjoyment I’ve gotten can’t be 
measured in money.” 

B Jim Ryan’s Maryland-bred 
Homebuilder got his sixth 
career stakes win, and fifth of 
the year (all at different tracks), 
in the $100,000 Rochester Cup 
at Finger Lakes. The 4-year-old 
graded stakes winner, a son of 
Mr. Prospector trained by 
Woody Stephens, increased his 
earnings to $824,147. 
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Jim Ryan was preparing for his Ryehill Farm dispersal in 1988. Among 
the horses to be sold was Homebuilder, a winner of five stakes that year, 
and grandson of famed Ryehill Broodmare of the Year Smartaire. 


Homebuilder and his dam 
Smart Heiress, a half-sister (by 
* Vaguely Noble) to Echpse 
Award winner Smart Angle, 
were scheduled to be sold 
as part of the RyehiU Farm 
dispersal at Keeneland that 
November. Smart Heiress was 
in foal to Nijinsky IF 

Smart Heiress topped the 80 
horses sold in the Ryehill dispersal, 
and was the third-highestpriced 
broodmare that year when purchased 
iy Virginia breeder Robert Smith's 
Heronwood Farm for $1.65 mil¬ 
lion. Homebuilder was the disper¬ 
sal's second-highest price, going to 
John Franks for $1.6 million. 

50years ago 

B Records fell at the third 
annual Eastern FaU Yearling 
sale at Timonium, when 100 
yearlings sold for an average 
of $3,024, a solid increase over 
the previous year’s $2,400 and 
nearly double the first year’s 
sale average of $1,626. 

Humphrey S. Finney, 
president of Fasig-Tipton 
Company, offered this 
observation: “In virtually 
every other case except with 
Thoroughbreds, the farmer 
sells his product when it is at 
its prime. . . but because of 
some idiotic fetishism, breed¬ 
ers hold that they must market 
their young stock in July and 
August. Actually, this is the 
time of year (September) 
when the Thoroughbred year¬ 
ling is at its market prime. . .” 


Helping prove that theory 
was the Hasty Road filly pur¬ 
chased by Jim Wiley at the 
Keeneland July sale for $6,200. 
Two months later in Maryland, 
she resold for $11,000. 

The top price of the sale 
was a gray colt by Abernant 
sold by Larry MacPhail’s 
Harford Stud for $12,000 to 
agent J.W Dailey. 

B Joe Hickey Jr. visited with 
86-year-old Major Goss L. 
Stryker, whose fascinating life 
with horses took him from 
New York (where he was born 
in 1877), to the Black HiUs of 
South Dakota, the PhiUippines 
during the Spanish-Amehcan 
War and an 18-year career in 
the Cavalry, which included 
tours of duty during World 
Warl. 

Once he left military 
life behind. Major Stryker 
moved to Maryland in 
1921 - “believing the area 
compared most favorably 


to the climatic conditions 
he considered ideal for the 
raising of Thoroughbreds.” 

He became a director of the 
fledgling Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association in 1933 
and took over as secretary- 
treasurer in 1936, a position 
he maintained 27 years later. 

A Thoroughbred breeder for 
nearly 50 years, he was excited 
about the new Maryland- 
bred Fund Program, and still 
owned one mare, whom he 
kept at his Brooke’s Cross 
Farm in Baldwin, Md., along 
with a herd of 110 Milking 
Shorthorn cattle. 

B The las test stallion to 
join the Maryland ranks was 
Peter Fuller’s Multnomah, a 
three-quarter brother to the 
world’s leading money-winning 
fiUy Cicada. The gray son 
of *Mahmoud—Satsuma, 
by Bossuet, was to stand at 
Thomas R. O’Farrell’s Windy 
HiUs Farm in Westminster. 

B Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm was selling a 
handful of well-bred brood¬ 
mares at the Keeneland sale in 
November. Among the eight 
offered was Mysterious East 
(Polynesian—Geisha, by Dis¬ 
covery), a full sister to Native 
Dancer. The 8-year-old mare 
was in foal to Dark Star. 

The resulting foal by Dark Star 
(the only horse to defeat Native 
Dancer) was a filly named Ancient 
Prophecy. Although she never won, 
she extended her stakes-producing 
family tree, a branch which includes 
graded winners Dianes Halo (third- 
generation descendant) and Domestic 
Dispute fourth generation).

Family was the most important thing 
to Jim McKay and, after that, his list of 
favorites included the state of Maryland, 
Thoroughbred horses and the Baltimore 
Orioles.

Maryland Million runners can-and 
do- come from anywhere. But each of 
them must meet certain specified require- 
men ts i n ord er to qualify as starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion, a horse must be sired by a stallion 
who stands in Maryland. And that stal¬ 
lion must, himself, be nominated to the 
Maryland Million. The fee to nominate 
a stallion to the Maryland Million is an 
amount equal to the stallions stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 
1985 until the breeding season of 2007 
(foals of 2008), owners nominated their 
foals to the Maryland Million. And once 
nominated, a horse would be eligible to 
compete throughout his or her racing 
career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding 
season (2009 foals), foals no longer need 
to be nominated-they are automatically 
certified to run as long as their sire was 
nominated to the Maryland Million in 
the year they were conceived. 

“We have always wanted to get every 
foal by every nominated stallion in the 
program, and this is the way to do it,” 
said Cricket Goodall, executive director of 
Maryland Million Ltd. “Now when you 
breed to a Maryland Million nominated 
stallion you know that your foal is eligible 
to take advantage of this great program.” 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of 2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to

second; 1 percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth. 

Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a race horse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in the 
state in which he is foaled. 

Eleven other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 27 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred in 
Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachusetts, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia have gone to the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
eight states and Canada. Seventy-one of 
the 292 events have gone to horses bred 
outside of Maryland.

Maryland-breds have won 221 of the 
292 events (76 percent). 

Ratios have varied from year to year. 
On the inaugural Maryland Million Day 
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in 1986, only three Maryland-breds won. 
The following year, they accounted for 
eight of the nine races. In ’93, for the 
first time ever, Maryland-breds swept the 
program—a feat duplicated in 1997 and 
2000. 

Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 
Classic, taking 20 of the 27 runnings. 
Only Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred 
in the first running. New Jersey-breds 


Frugal Doc (1996) and Cuba (2008) 
and Pennsylvania-breds Sumerset 
(2001), Docent (2002, 2003) and 
Presidentialaffair (2004), were foaled 
outside Maryland borders. Victorious 
Maryland-breds in the Classic are: Little 
Bold John (1987), Mister S. M. (1988), 
Master Speaker (1989), Timely Warning 
(1990 and 1991), Reputed Testamony 
(1992), Forty Cow How (1993), Taking

Hero Award annually in honor of Joe Kelly. Joe was the first and only publicist 
for the Jim McKay Maryland Million Day racing program.

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A million reasons 

For Jim McKays grandson, family farm 
in Monkton still provides a shining light

Before James Fontelieu greets you, his 
commitment does. To the lower side of 
a black-shuttered, white-painted brick 
farmhouse, the circular drive is made a 
horseshoe by a silent, yellow sprawl of 
heavy machinery. 

Fontelieu apologizes for the hindrance, 
but a third-floor bay window and frame 


need replacing; hence the 84-foot lift. Be¬ 
hind a screen door, he eyes the front steps 
painted gray, emerges in khakis and a white 
polo shirt, moves with purpose to a fallen 
riser board. “What happened here ?” 

You look away at a descending slope 
toward two comely white-fenced fields, 
where Maryland Million Nursery show- 



stopper Seans Ferrari once frolicked and 
Starter FFandicap winner Sweet Bunny 
tormented colts with speed and insolence. 

You turn around; the riser s intact, 
secured by the same rusty nails. Fontelieu 
wields no tools. Kicked it back into place, 
maybe ? Fie wears no shoes. 

For the next two hours and more, Fon¬ 
telieu moves with barefoot lilt about Belle- 
field Farm in Monkton, meanders through 
ongoing plans to revive the property and 
poignant passages of his cherished days 
there with grandparents Papa and Mong. 
Formally, Jim McKay (nee McManus) and 
wife Margaret. 

“This is the most permanent address I 
have,” says Fontelieu, 31. “Its the only place 
I literally have known since I was zero. IVe 
done everything here: stepped on bumble¬ 
bees, swung gold clubs, swam in ponds. 

This is home, without question.” 

Spiritually, at least. The McManuses’ 
first grandchild, daughter Mary’s son, lives 
in Jersey City, N.J., ferries the Fiudson to 
his finance job in Manhattan and, often 
with girlfriend Clair Sidman, flies his 
single-engine, four-seat Grumman Tiger to 
Forest FFill Airport when weekends allow. 
From there, a short drive to Monkton and 
the farm now family owned. 

“FFe used to ride the tractor with me, 
sittin’ between my legs,” full-time farm 
manager Mark Armacost says of Fontelieu. 
“Now he’s my boss.” 

Fontelieu says he aims to enhance Belle- 
field without disturbing its aesthetics, in a 
way his grandparents would embrace. So 
the original 1828 farmhouse twice annexed 
now has security and air-conditioning 
systems he can control by cell phone and a 
bolstered electrical system. An electrician 
advised it after he found brown extension 
cords linked together underground. 

Fontelieu smiles. “Not exactly code.” 

As a shrine to his grandfather, the 
first-floor study needs no enhancement. 
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An Olympia typewriter accents an antique 
wood desk. A three-tiered, backless shelf 
holds 11 of the famed sportscaster s 13 Em- 
mys. A doorway transom bears a baseball 
bat signed by the 1991 world champion 
Minnesota Twins, keepsake of a White 
House visit. A vertical picture frame shows 
McKay whacking a golf ball off the Great 
Wall of China. An oil-on-canvas portrait 
depicts the TV journalist at work, micro¬ 
phone in hand. Fontelieu says he found the 
painting stowed somewhere and hung it, a 
telling footnote to the restoration. 

“Wait a minute,” he says. “Ell be right 
back.” 

He bounds upstairs two steps at a time, 
returns with a garment bag, holds it by a 
hanger, unzips it and reveals a yellow blazer 
with an ABC logo emblazoned on the 
breast pocket, five interlaced Olympic rings 
and the word MUNICH below that. In 
the realm of sports journalism, a compara¬ 
tive Shroud of Turin. 

McKay wore the jacket the day Palestin¬ 
ian militants breached Munich’s Olym¬ 
pic Village and ultimately murdered 11 
Israeli athletes and coaches. As the siege 
endured, McKay became the world s daunt¬ 
less messenger for 14 punishing hours, a 
steady beam of light through the devilish 
darkness. When it ended without an Israeli 
survivor, he spoke the unscripted line that 
echoes still: “They’re all gone.” 

Now Fontelieu’s postscript: His 
grandfather wore a bathing suit that fateful 
broadcast. Network executives, desperate 
for McKay’s reportorial expertise as the 
drama unfolded, had had aides cajole him 
from the swimming pool. 

Fontelieu soon dips a toe into the 
Bellefield pool, in-ground and rectangular, 
which seems a metaphor as he marks the 
farm’s outdoor trappings in tones warm 
and upbeat. His old white tree house, 
low and formidable, stands in view of 
a smokehouse McKay used as an office. 
Toward the back of the property, a pond 
offers carp, a ribbon of sand and a canopy 
frame in need of new sheeting. Behind that 
and downhill, an eight-stall barn stands 
devoid of runners - for now, anyway. 

Then a question: What’s inside that 
black iron fence ? “Come on,” Fontelieu 
says, starting toward it. 

Within the gated square, behind a spray 
of black-eyed Susans, his grandparents lie 
at rest. 
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The main house and barn at Bellefield, once the home of Maryland Millionfounder Jim McKay and 
his wife Margaret, are being refurbished under the direction of their grandson James Fontelieu. 




















The man who reaffixes boards with no 
visible means tapped a political connec¬ 
tion to help effect burial at Bellefield. His 
grandparents chose the spot together, Fon- 
telieu says, and the Vermont rock to hew 
as headstones-Jims left of Margaret s. He 
was interred there June 2008, she October 
2009, 

“My only frustration is that they slept 
on the different sides,” Fontelieu says. 

What came before compels him now 
From the time Fontelieu moved east from 
California at age 7, Bellefield stood as a 35- 
acre example of his grandparents’ expansive 
selflessness. 

“They were more than grandparents,” he 
says. “Grandparents don’t pick you up from 
school and take you to the driving range. 
For all intents and purposes, they were 
parents.” 

Originally print journalists, the 
McManuses bought Bellefield in 1979 and 
in time became the story line. Soon after 
the bay colt Count Alone snared their first 
Maryland victory late in 1984, Bellefield 
Farm and the state racing landscape became 
pregnant with news-feature possibilities. 

McKay, the decorated sportscaster given 
to covering the seminal competitions of the 
day, conceived of the Maryland Million in 
1985 as a means to toast the state’s under¬ 
sung breeding and racing prowess. By then, 
Margaret had her first homebred, a wean¬ 
ling colt from single-race winner Angie’s 
Star and the strapping stud Salutely. 

From the time he was 8, the 
McManuses’ son Sean had bugged his 
father to buy a Ferrari. Dad’s stock rejoin¬ 
der - “Where are we gonna drive it on 
American roads ?” - barely resonated with 
Sean, Fontelieu’s uncle. 

When Sean was 30 or so, before he 
became chairman of CBS Sports, he visited 
Bellefield one day in 1985. Margaret 
pointed to a weanling in the paddock, 
a blaze-faced bay, and said, “That’s your 
Ferrari.” 

McKay as frontman gave the Maryland 
Million visibility, hope and gravitas, but 
at Bellefield, Fontelieu says, he willingly 
ceded horse, finance and grilled-cheese- 
sandwich matters to Margaret. In sum: “My 
grandmother ran the show.” 

The Maryland Million raised its curtain 
in October 1986 at Laurel Park to immedi¬ 
ate acclaim, more than 20,000 attending, 
and produced an incomparable storyline a

year later at Pimlico. Fontelieu, then 5 and 
living out west, says, “I love the story.” 

The 1987 Nursery flaunted King’s 
Snow, at 2-5 the card’s stoutest favorite, and 
audacious improbabilities. Sean’s Ferrari, 
16-1 that day, had bucked shins in his first- 
race victory at Delaware Park in mid-July 
but recovered in time for an allowance prep 
eight weeks later. Trainer Billy Boniface, 
3-for-44 that Pimlico meet, had phoned 
Laffit Pincay Jr.’s agent three times before 
coaxing a commitment from the California 
jockey. The year after he’d conceived Sean’s 
Ferrari, Salutely had injured two Bonita 
Farm stablehands and was shipped to Vir¬ 
ginia for the 1986 breeding season, making 
that crop Maryland Million ineligible. And 
the McManuses found unexpected glory on 
a day intended to benefit Maryland’s entire 
breeding and racing industry, not their 
little piece of it. 

“I’m glad I’m not working today,” 
McKay said that afternoon, hand to his 
throat. “The voice is gone.” 

Fontelieu laughs at the notion that his 
calm, refined, dignified on-air grandfather 
would have screamed himself hoarse. 

“Oh, he’ll go nuts,” he says, at times 
referencing his grandparents in the present 
tense. “I can’t imagine him having his own 
horse in the race. He never really got into 
the NFL, but with the Orioles and with 
horse racing, yeah, he would get into it. He 
would yell; he would have no problem with 


it. He wasn’t this monotone, somber guy” 
off the air. 

Nor was goofiness beyond him. During 
birthday parties, Fontelieu says, usually at 
Ruth’s Chris Steak House, McKay would 
draw a balloon’s helium and squeakily 
deliver the Wide World of Sports intro he’d 
made famous: 

“Spanning the globe to bring you the 
constant variety of sport... The thrill of 
victory, and the agony of defeat...” 

And he could be a stunningly careless 
eater, especially where hot dogs passed. 

“Invariably, the mustard ended up 
in multiple places - on his face, on his 
pants - or he’d bite into the hot dog and 
the mustard would dribble off and go right 
onto his shirt,” Fontelieu says. “He wasn’t 
like, ‘Oh my gosh, get me some club soda.’ 
I’ve got one of his ties with a nice big stain 
down the middle of it. I’m like, that cannot 
get washed.” 

McKay showed more restraint at high 
school baseball games, he and Margaret 
often watching their grandson pitch or play 
shortstop for St. Paul’s, an international 
baccalaureate school in Baltimore. 

“They would show up, and he would 
always have a little portable chair for my 
grandmother to sit on in case there was no 
bench,” Fontelieu says. “And some games 
would be cold, and she’d show up in this 
big fur coat. And Papa would always show 
up in his big, long, tan trench coat. The 
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best part was, they’d always interchange 
glasses: Sometimes he’d wear hers. Even 
with glasses, it wasn’t his and hers; it’s 
theirs.” 

Together, the McManuses would walk 
the Bellefield grounds with farm manager 
Armacost after lunch and target needed 
improvements. As they went, they left firm 
impressions on the farm, the state, the rac¬ 
ing nation. 

The Maryland Million, which would 
bear McKay’s name, became a model for 
racing states near and far. And Margaret 
fashioned a viable decade-long breeding 
and racing enterprise essentially with two 
broodmares: Angie’s Star and Seven Paces. 
A third. Special Darlin’, produced four 
foals for the McManuses before they halted 
breeding operations in the mid-1990s amid 
advancing age and questions of sustain¬ 
ability. 

Angie’s Star (Lord Rebeau—Proud 
Victoria, by Proudest Roman) and Seven 
Paces (Dancing Count—Another Sadye, 
by Bluie West) gave the McManuses eight 
foals and six winners each. After birthing 
Sean’s Ferrari, Angie’s Star returned to 
Salutely and produced One Last Salute, 
a stakes-placed filly for another owner. 
Seven Paces delivered John the Bold (by 
Graustark), who brought the McManuses 
victory in the 1992 Deputed Testamony 
Stakes, and stakes winners Sweet Bunny (on 
the flat) and Little Hurt (over hurdles) for 
other stables. Sweet Bunny also took the 
1991 Maryland Million Starter Handicap, 
beating the boys for owner Milton Higgins 
and trainer Donald Barr. 

Fontelieu says he named the Broad 
Brush-sired Little Hurt after Frank “The 
Big Hurt” Thomas, then a power-hitting 
first baseman for the Chicago White Sox, 
and the maiden filly Please Mong (Deputed 
Testamony) for his own frequent entreaties. 

As Margaret dispersed the broodmares, 
her teenage grandson upped his stake. 
Fontelieu began joining his grandfather 
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on more and more business trips - to the 
Maryland Million, the Preakness, the 
Florida Derby, a Kentucky Derby. 

“When you’re in tow with him, it’s 
unbelievable,” Fontelieu says. “You get 
your little VIP sticker and hang around the 
winner’s circle. Usually, when he was on 
camera... I was probably standing five feet 
away from him, watching him do it. You 
would see the whole setup. 

“When you went out with him in 
public, it was cool, but it was different. 
People didn’t swarm in. And if they did, he 
handled it better than anybody I’ve ever 
seen. And it wasn’t just handling it; he en¬ 
joyed it. He made anybody feel like they’d 
known each other forever. He’s a different 
breed.” 

Jim McKay lacked a rudeness gene, Fon¬ 
telieu says, even if it meant personal embar¬ 
rassment. An outing at Pine Tree Golf 
Club in Boynton Beach, Fla., illuminates. 

“My friend Jim and I were playing golf 
with my grandfather, and he wore kind of 
a thin pair of golf khakis, and he reached 
down to pick the ball up out of the hole, 
and you just heard his pants rip. And I kid 
you not: By the end of the round ... we’re 
talkin’, you could see his underwear -1 
think he was wearin’ white boxer shorts. 

“Now, obviously he’s recognizable. And 
he literally kind of shuffled along the side 
of the wall. And people were coming up to 
him: ‘Hey, Jim, good to see you.’ ‘Hey, Jim, 
how’d you hit ’em today?’ And he’s talking 
to them. We got the biggest kick out of it.” 

Fontelieu’s time with his grandfather 
was loose and carefree; with his grand¬ 
mother, loose and instructive. 

“My grandmother taught me everything 
about finance,” he says. “We’d look at the 
stocks together, or they would get a state¬ 
ment. .. and we’d look at it, and that’s how 
I learned. It’s funny: She would pull out 
the statement, and my grandfather would 
leave the room because he had no interest. 
Hated it. 

“It’s not what you’d expect. Papa took 
me on the fun stuff. And Mong taught me 
about life and business.” 

The lessons penetrated. After declaring 
a landscape architecture major his first se¬ 
mester at Virginia Tech, Fontelieu switched 
to business by his sophomore year. 

Margaret’s touches still grace Bellefield, 
Fontelieu says, beyond her penchant for 
wallpapering most anything - even the 


kitchen cabinets up at Hill House, a second 
residence his grandparents used in later 
years. Renters lease it now, their two plea¬ 
sure horses grazing in the near paddock. 

Might that field someday hold a brood¬ 
mare, a foal, a new frontier for the family 
stable ? In time, Fontelieu says, hopefully. 

“It’s been a while since we actually had 
Thoroughbreds here, and that’s something 
I would love to revive. But I know it takes 
a lot. It’s an undertaking; you can’t half-do 
it.” 

He’d start by tasting racehorse owner¬ 
ship, says he’s spoken to Boniface about an 
entree. Beyond that, he says, a commitment 
to breeding would require his leaving New 
York and living at Bellefield. 

“I’m a hands-on person,” says the man 
who newly taught himself to weld through 
an instruction manual and YouTube videos. 
“I’m not a big fan of saying, ‘Well, you do 
it,’ just because I’m helping fund it. That’s 
not my speed. The grass needs to be cut ? 

I’ll get on the tractor and cut the grass. To 
create something like the farm was would 
be a ways away, but certainly doing some¬ 
thing with Billy would be very feasible in 
the not-too-distant future. And that would 
have to be where it progresses from. And I 
would want to be involved. I would travel 
to the races and go see them. 

“You think of the people who made the 
comment about Sean’s Ferrari: ‘Oh, (the 
McManuses) just want to be involved.’ I 
think people would almost have the same 
comment if I did something on a larger 
scale before the time was right. ‘Oh, he’s 
just thro win’ money at stallions and mares, 
and he’s usin’ the name.’ That wouldn’t be 
how my grandparents would do it, and that 
wouldn’t be how I want to do it.” 

Fontelieu’s improvements to Bellefield 
invite a conversion, Armacost says. Beyond 
some fence-mending, the farm is ready to 
receive racing Thoroughbreds, the barn in 
move-in condition. 

In the closeby paddock, another sign¬ 
post emerges less conspicuous than the big 
hydraulic lift in the circular driveway and 
the front-end loader Fontelieu brought in 
and parked out back. A green basin, newly 
shipped from Colorado, serves as a freeze- 
proof, self-powered horse waterer, and an¬ 
other beacon along pilot James Fontelieu’s 
charted course. H
